Maryland bonus program 
needs to be renewed 

There is something very important that 
the Maryland Horse Breeders Association/ 
Maryland Fund/Maryland Million could 
accomplish for the state's breeding and rac¬ 
ing industry I also believe this goal is very 
attainable or I would not be suggesting it. 

The bonus program that was in place 
for maiden special weight races during 
the 2011 spring meet at Pimlico, based 
on a $30,000 purse, was potentially a very 
lucrative package for an owner/breeder. 
In my opinion, this was never promoted 
or encouraged adequately; therefore, even 
those owner/breeders who knew of it 
were confused about it. 

The bottom hne for a combined owner/ 
breeder who won a Pimhco maiden special 
weight would be equal to that of winning 


an open $60,000 race at any other track. 
That is quite significant and a huge selling 
point for Maryland-breds. 

The bonus program typically is evalu¬ 
ated and either reinstated or adjusted on 
a semi-annual basis. This lack of continu¬ 
ity leaves breeders, buyers and owners 
always speculating on what type of bonus 
structure, if any, will be in place when 
their horses are of racing age. This is not a 
healthy situation and only makes this busi¬ 
ness more of a gamble than it already is. 

I am suggesting that the MHBA/MD 
Fund/MD Million find a way to ensure 
this bonus program is guaranteed through 
2013, at the very least, for maiden special 
weight races. This would insure that buy¬ 
ers and sellers at all yearhng sales in 2011 
would be able to count on a bonus struc¬ 
ture that would be in place for their 2 and 
3-year-olds. Hopefully, in 2012, the bonus 


strucmre could be extended to 2014 and 
the process continued every year. 

This will also allow Maryland-breds to 
compete to some degree with other state 
programs at the sales. Once this bonus 
program is in place, it can be advertised 
aggressively and talked about with assur¬ 
ance. This will eliminate any uncertainty 
for breeders, buyers and owners. 

The premise of this recommendation 
is that the MHBA/MD Fund/MD Million 
have been financing these bonus programs 
for years but not benefiting properly from 
their investment. Once the industry sees 
Maryland take this positive step, it will 
do a lot to convince people that, indeed, 
Maryland racing is moving forward.

MID-ATLANTIC REPORT 


SAFELY KEPT, OPEN MIND ELECTED TO HALL OF FAME 



Safely Kept (left) offered a dazzling blend of speed and tenacity. Bred in Maryland by David and JoAnn 
Hayden, the 1989 sprint champion won 24 of 31 starts and became the first sprinter to earn $2 million. 
Open Mind, bred in New Jersey by Due Process Stables, excelled at the classic distances. She won two 
Eclipse Awards, the 1989 New York Filly Triple Crown and, over one stretch, 10 consecutive races. 


S afely Kept and Open Mind, diverse 
and dynamic Mid-Atlantic-bred fillies 
who won divisional championships 
and combined for more than $4 million in 
earnings, were among four principals elect¬ 
ed to the National Museum of Racing’s 
HaU of Fame. 

Trainer Jerry Hollendorfer and Eclipse 
Award-winning filly Sky Beauty also will be 
enshrined on Friday, August 12, in a cer¬ 
emony at the Fasig-Tipton sales pavilion in 
Saratoga Springs, N.Y. 

Safely Kept, bred in Maryland by David 
and JoAnn Hayden of Dark Hollow Farm, 
had da 22 ltng acceleration and tenacity to 
match, winning 24 of 31 starts over four 
seasons and becoming the first sprinter to 
surpass $2 million earnings. 

As a 3-year-old in 1989, she dashed 
to eight victories in nine tries and was 
voted national sprint champion. Her only 
blemish that year was a near-miss when 
second to Dancing Spree in the male- 
dominated Breeders’ Cup Sprint-Gl. She 
gained redemption a year later in one of 
the Sprint’s most enduring moments, as 
the front-running Dayjur jumped a shadow 
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near the wire, and Safely Kept swept past 
him for a narrow victory. 

A muscled bay by Horatius out of the 
Winning Hit mare Safely Home, Safely 
Kept won two straight Maryland-bred 
Horse of the Year titles and four consecu¬ 
tive state-bred divisional titles. Trained by 
Carlos Garcia at 2 and Alan Goldberg 
for the remainder of her career, she was 
retired in 1991 after earning $2,194,206, 
most of it for Barry Weisbord and Richard 
SantulH’s Jayeff B. Stable. 

Safely Kept tallied 22 stakes victories (12 
graded), including the 1989 Test Stakes-Gl 
at Saratoga. She won the Genuine Risk 
Stakes-G2, Garden State Handicap-G3 
and Maryland Million Distaff every year 
from 1989 through 1991. Along the way, 
she equaled Garden State’s six-furlong 
track record of 1:08.40. 

Like Safely Kept, Open Mind was a foal 
of 1986, but the two had distinctive racing 
personalities. Open Mind, bred in New 
Jersey by Robert Brennan’s Due Process 
Stables, pursued classic distances, often 
vividly. She won 12 of 19 starts and was 
voted champion filly at 2 and 3. 


Owned by Eugene Klein and trained 
by D. Wayne Lukas, Open Mind won 
the 1988 Breeders’ Cup Juvenile Filhes 
Stakes-Gl at 2 and blossomed fuUy at 3, 
when she took the Kentucky Oaks, swept 
the New York FiUy Triple Crown (the 
Acorn, Mother Goose and Coaching Club 
American Oaks) and added the Alabama 
Stakes, all Grade Is. The Alabama marked 
her 10th straight victory. 

By Deputy Minister out of Stage Luck 
(by Stage Door Johnny), Open Mind fin¬ 
ished with 11 stakes wins, nine graded, and 
earnings of $1,844,372. 

Remarkably, the two met once, but 
neither won. The race was the 1988 
Maryland Million Lassie, restricted to the 
offspring of Maryland sires (Horatius 
stood at Thornmar farm in Chestertown; 
Deputy Minister had launched his career 
at Windfields Farm in Chesapeake City). 
Ms. Gold Pole was the winner, defeating 
Open Mind by four and a half lengths; 
heavy favorite Safely Kept was another 
half length back in third. 

Bought as a broodmare by foreign 
interests. Open Mind went to Japan, had 
two Easy Goer foals, and died in 1998 
at age 12. Her second foal, the fiUy Easy 
Mind, was a stakes winner in Japan. 

Safely Kept, 25, was pensioned in Ken¬ 
tucky last year after producing her 10th 
foal, an Empire Maker fiUy, in May for Jay¬ 
eff B. She has eight winners from as many 
starters and two stakes winners: Contrast 
(by Unbridled) and Peace Chant (by War 
Chant).

P imlico Race Course served traditional 
morning fare and several individual 
awards at its annual Alibi Breakfast 
on May 19, two days before the Preakness. 

Bill Dwyre of the Ij)s Angeles Times 
received the David F. Woods Award for 
his depiction of trainer Bob Baffertis reac¬ 
tion after Lookin At Lucky won the 2010 
Preakness Stakes-Gl. Ed Gray Mike Kane 
and Matt Graves, each an award-winning 
turf writer, judged entries for the Woods, 
which honors the previous year’s best 
Preakness story 

Associated Press photographer Mike 
Stewart won the Jerry Frutkoff Preakness 
Photo Award, sponsored by Nikon. Stewart 
captured Lookin At Lucky emerging from 
shadow into light as he reached the wire 
first in the 135th Preakness. Nikon’s Sam 
Garcia, Maryland Jockey Club photogra¬ 


pher Jim McCue, Adorama Camera’s Jeff 
Snyder and Molly Riley of Reuters served 
as judges. 

The Old Hilltop Award went to Blood- 
Horse news editor Tom LaMarra and Daily 
Racing Form staff photographer Barbara 
Livingston for covering Thoroughbred 
racing with excellence and distinction. 

The Maryland Jockey Club also pre¬ 
sented a Special Award of Merit to Joe 
Bryce, chief legislative officer in Maryland 
Governor Martin O’Malley’s Legislative & 
Policy Office. In December, Bryce helped 
O’Malley effect a deal that guaranteed 146 
live racing days in the state for 2011, poten¬ 
tially saving myriad jobs. 

Honorary Preakness postmasters were 
the eight retired female jockeys who par¬ 
ticipated in the 2010 Lady Legends race, a 
joint fund-raising effort between Pimlico 


and Susan G. Komen for the Cure, the 
world’s largest breast cancer organization. 
The postmasters were Patti (PJ) Cooksey, 
Gwen Jocson, Barbara Jo Rubin, Mary 
Russ-Tortora, Andrea Seefeldt-Knight, 
Jennifer Rowland Small, Cheryl White and 
Mary Wiley-Wagner. 

Since 1996, the United States Postal 
Service has opened a temporary Preakness 
station during Preakness week - hence, the 
honorary postmaster designation. 


HERPES OUTBREAK KILLS 12 HORSES IN WEST; 
MID-ATLANTIC REGION TAKES PRECAUTIONS 


T he U.S. Department of Agriculture 
reported that 12 horses were dead 
or euthanized following exposure to 
Equine Herpesvirus (EHV-l) and Equine 
Herpesvirus Myeloencephalopathy 
(EHM) at the National Cutting Horse 
Association Western National Champion¬ 
ship in Ogden, Utah, from April 29 to 
May 8. 

In a June 1 bulletin on the outbreak, 
the USDA reported confirmation of 84 
cases in 10 Western states. Of those 
horses infected, 58 had attended the cut¬ 
ting event. 

Two casualties were confirmed in 
California, Colorado, Idaho, New Mexico 
and Utah, one each in Arizona and 
Oregon amid ongoing federal and state 
attempts to quantify and minimize the 
exposures. Veterinarians, meanwhile, cau¬ 
tioned against non-essential horse travel. 

In response to the outbreak, state 
agricultural officials in the Mid-Atlantic 
assured equine interests that the region 
had no confirmed EHV-l or EHM cases 
tied to Utah. These government entities 
were working closely with the USDA, 
with animal health authorities in Utah 
and other Western states and with vari¬ 


ous equine industries to identify risks to 
horses as the situation evolved. 

As of June 1, the USDA had con¬ 
firmed 52 cases of EHV-l and 32 cases 
of EHM. The outbreak prompted the 
quarantine of horses in four Utah facili¬ 
ties and the cancellation of a number 
of high-profile rodeo events in Western 
Canada. 

The USDA requested that state vet¬ 
erinarians, federal Area-Veterinarians-In- 
Charge and private practitioners collect 
information on the EHV-l disease inci¬ 
dent and develop a coordinated response 
among state, federal and industry part¬ 
ners. Owners of exposed horses were 
contacted by state animal health offi¬ 
cials, and suspected and confirmed cases 
reported under voluntary or state quar¬ 
antine. 

EHV-l is a contagious equine viral dis¬ 
ease that can cause respiratory illness, mis¬ 
carriage and neurologic disease. Known 
also as rhinopneumonitis or Thino,’ it is 
common among horses but not known 
to affect humans or other animal species. 
Humans, however, can spread the disease 
through feed, clothing, boots, hands or 
other means of contact. EHM typically 


relates to neurologic disorders caused by 
EHV-l. 

EHV-l is lethal to an estimated 5 to 12 
percent of horses infected; EHM, about 
30 percent. Common symptoms include 
fever, decreased coordination, nasal dis¬ 
charge, urine dribbling, loss of tail tone, 
hind-limb weakness, loss of balance and 
lethargy. 

The American Horse Council was urg¬ 
ing horse owners and organizations to 
undertake basic steps to safeguard the 
welfare of horses. Veterinary resources 
suggest these precautions: 

• Placing a tub of bleach-water disin¬ 
fectant (one part bleach to 10 parts water) 
for shoe-bottom cleaning at each barn 
entrance. 

• Halting movement of horses between 
stalls or interchanging feed tubs or water 
buckets. 

• Disinfecting areas of the barn that 
might have been exposed to a sick horse, 
disposing of bedding, hay and feed. 

• Working with sick horses last, and 
leaving the barn without performing 
other tasks.

GOVERNOR O’MALLEY GETS A LEG UP AT FAIR HILL, BOOSTS 
MARYLAND HORSE INDUSTRY BY WORD AND BY PEN 


M aryland Governor Martin O’Malley 
visited Fair Hill Training Center on 
May 20 to wish Animal Kingdom 
quick passage in the Preakness Stakes-Gl 
the next day While he was there, Gov. 
OMalley praised the far-reaching benefits 
of the state racing industry, then went one 
better: He saddled up. 

The Steeplechase Times reported that 
Gov. O’Malley spent time with Kentucky 
Derby-Gl winner Animal Kingdom, then 
visited the Fair Hill Equine Therapy Center 
and got a leg up on Emory, Bruce and Amy 
Jackson’s lead pony. 

Horses, the governor stressed, carry the 
state of Maryland. 

‘Why should Maryland support the 
horse industry? Jobs, jobs and open space,” 
Gov. O’Malley said. 

The governor backed his praises with a 
pen. On May 19, he signed a bill that will 
boost slot-machine proceeds for Pimlico 
Race Course and Laurel Park by about $3 
million. Those revenues originally were 
mandated for track improvements. 

Under the bdl, MI Development and the 
Maryland Jockey Club would be required 
to maintain 146 days of live racing annually 
at Pimlico and Laurel through 2013.

The legislation was drafted after Gov. 
O’Malley brokered a deal with track opera¬ 
tors late last year, ending their threat to 
eliminate or drastically curtail live racing 
in 2011. 


Substantiating Gov. O’Malley’s belief in 
horse racing, the state reported that Mary¬ 
land’s horse industry has assets exceed¬ 
ing $5.6 bdlion, encompasses about 10 
percent of state land (587,000 acres), has 
twice as many horses per square mile as 
Texas, California, Virginia or Kentucky and 
employs more than 28,000 people. All told, 
Maryland maintains 79,000 horses worth 
$714 million, according to state figures. 

At Fair HiU, Gov. O’Malley spoke out¬ 
side the equine therapy center, a mod¬ 
ern facility that attracts horses throughout 
the East. The governor was preceded by 
Maryland Horse Industry Board Chairman 
Jim Steele, who noted the many industry 
connections Fair Hill engenders beyond 
riding and training: annual steeplechase 
races, major three-day events, headquarters 
of the Thoroughbred Racing Associations 
and Thoroughbred Racing Protective 
Bureau. 

“It really is a gem, it really is a treasure,” 
Gov. O’Malley said of Fair Hill. “The 
Preakness may be one day, but this is year- 
round. We have a tremendous heritage, a 
tremendous legacy to pass on.” 


PROPOSED CHANGES WOULD STIFFEN 
GUEST-WORKER REQUIREMENTS 


T he U.S. Department of Labor has 
proposed rule changes that would 
stiffen the requirements by which 
horse-industry employers hire and main¬ 
tain temporary guest workers. 

The potentially burdensome changes 
would affect the H-2B program used 
extensively by the horse industry, par¬ 
ticularly trainers and owners who have 
difficulty finding U.S. citi 2 ens to fill jobs 
at race tracks, horse shows, fairs and other 
non-agricultural pursuits. The new man¬ 
date essentially would roll back many of 
the 2008 provisions loosened by the Bush 
administration. 

Announced in March, the prospective 
rule changes would require employers to: 

• Document that they have taken steps 
to recruit U.S. workers, not simply attest 
to it. 


• Increase the amount of time employ¬ 
ers must try to recruit U.S. workers. 

• Reinstate the role of state workforce 
agencies to provide expertise on local labor 
market conditions and recruitment pat¬ 
terns. 

• Extend H-2B program benefits, such 
as transportation cost reimbursements, to 
workers employed alongside those H-2B 
workers. 

• Give the DOL’s Wage and Hour Divi¬ 
sion independent debarment authority. 

• Create a national job registry for all 
H-2B job postings. 

• Prohibit job contractors from using 
the program. 

The American Horse Council criticized 
the proposed measure during the comment 
period, which closed on May 17. Despite 
substantial efforts to recruit and train U.S. 


workers, the AHC imparted, horse owners 
and trainers must use the H-2B worker 
program to bring aliens into the country 
as temporary, non-immigrant workers. The 
AHC added that, without these foreign 
workers, the horse industry could not con¬ 
tinue to operate as it does now. 

Suggesting a number of counter-pro¬ 
posals to the potential rules change, the 
AHC stressed that horse-industry employers 
forced to use H-2B workers can iU-afford 
the cost increases the amended system 
would impose. The AHC also stated that, 
in their present form, the suggested H-2B 
program revisions could become unusable 
for many horse-industry employers. 

The DOL was to consider those and 
other comments before issuing a final rule. 
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JOCKEY CLUB LAUNCHES ONLINE 
PROGRAM TO PLACE RETIRED HORSES 


T he Jockey Club has launched Thor¬ 
oughbred Connect, a free online ser¬ 
vice designed to help place Thorough¬ 
breds whose racing or breeding careers 
have ended. 

Part of The Jockey Club’s Interactive 
RegistrationTM^ Thoroughbred Connect 
allows registry customers to agree to be 
contacted by persons wishing to place a 
horse. Those interested in providing assis¬ 
tance or aftercare also have the ability to 
attach their name and contact information 
to the electronic records of Thoroughbreds 
within The Jockey Club’s database. 

Similarly, someone seeking to place a 
Thoroughbred can log into Thoroughbred 
Connect and request the contact informa¬ 
tion attached to the horse. The possessor 
of the horse may then contact that pro¬ 
spective owner directly and discuss poten¬ 
tial arrangements to transfer the horse.

^With broad participation. Thorough¬ 
bred Connect will cast a wide net and 
help ensure that more Thoroughbreds are 
properly cared for in a safe environment,” 
said James L. Gaghano, The Jockey Club’s 
president and chief operating officer. 

In 2009, The Jockey Club implement¬ 
ed a voluntary retirement checkoff pro¬ 
gram that enables owners and breeders, 
at the time of foal registration, to sup¬ 
port the retirement, re-training and adop¬ 
tion efforts of Thoroughbred Charities 
of America and the Thoroughbred Retire¬ 
ment Foundation. Through its commercial 
subsidiaries. The Jockey Club has supple¬ 
mented checkoff contributions with an 
annual donation of $100,000 to each orga- 
ni 2 ation. 


FORMER RACE HORSES ELIGIBLE 
FOR FREE VETERINARY CARE 
UNDER NEW TRF ALLIANCE 


T he Thoroughbred Retirement Foun¬ 
dation (TRF) has announced the 
formation of the National Equine 
Veterinary Alliance, a consortium of prac¬ 
titioners committed to providing free vet¬ 
erinary care to former Thoroughbred race 
horses held by TRF-affiliated nonprofit 
organi 2 ations. 

The TRF said the program should help 
lessen some of the challenges in maintain¬ 
ing and treating retired runners, simultane¬ 
ously helping horses’ health and the racing 
industry’s image. 

‘‘The issue of Thoroughbred retire¬ 
ment remains a major area of concern 
to racing supporters, and the industry’s 
inability to get a handle on it is a frequent 
source of sharp criticism from the public,” 
the TRF acknowledged in announcing the 
partnership. 

Problems with farms under contract to 
the TRF gained attention early this year 
with the publication of a New York Times 
report that detailed some horses’ poor 
health conditions. The article appeared as 


the TRF was evaluating overall veterinary 
care at its affiliates. 

In response, TRF officials summoned 
an industry-wide meeting to promote 
meaningful, sustainable revenue streams to 
help care for retired Thoroughbreds. 

“Rescue and adoption organi 2 ations 
are doing all that they can but are strictly 
limited in most cases to private monetary 
donations, and the goodwill of local vet¬ 
erinarians and vendors,” said orthopedic 
equine surgeon Patricia Hogan, a TRF 
board member and chair of its Veterinary 
Liaison Committee. “The TRF would hke 
to bring some structure and organi 2 ation 
to this problem, provide an avenue for 
veterinary assistance for these organi 2 a- 
tions and, at the same time, shine a posi¬ 
tive light on the veterinary professionals 
already working hard to help transition 
these horses.” 


CONGRESS 
PROPOSES BILL 
TO PROHIBIT 
MEDICATION 

F ederal lawmakers have intro¬ 
duced a bipartisan bill that would 
prohibit performance-enhancing 
drugs in horse racing. 

With the Interstate Horseracing 
Improvement Act of 2011, Senator 
Tom Udall (D-N.M.) and Represen¬ 
tative Ed Whitfield (R-Ky.) seek to 
address the “widespread” use of such 
medications by subjecting horse rac¬ 
ing to the 2 ero-tolerance drug stan¬ 
dards imposed by other major sports, 
and to require race tracks to enact 
minimum penalties for violators. 

Designed to amend the Interstate 
Horseracing Act of 1978, the bill 
would eliminate performance-aiding 
drugs, including furosemide (Lasix), 
for any race subject to interstate 
wagers; ergo, nearly every pari-mutuel 
race in the land. 

A performance-enhancing drug is 
defined as any substance that can 
affect performance by acting on a 
horse’s cardiovascular, respiratory, 
nervous, digestive, reproductive, 
musculoskeletal, blood, endocrine or 
immune system, other than licensed 
vaccines against infectious agents. 

The legislation would mandate 
graduated civil penalties and suspen¬ 
sions for violators: a fine of at least 
$5,000 and a 180-day suspension for 
the first infraction; at least $20,000 
and one year for the second, and at 
least $50,000 and permanent suspen¬ 
sion for the third. Horses that test 
positive also could be subject to those 
suspension standards. 

The bill was forwarded to House 
and Senate committees. 

In Aprd, the Association of Racing 
Commissioners’ International recom¬ 
mended a medication ban phased 
in over five years. Racing industry 
groups planned a summit in June to 
address that proposal and to thwart 
possible federal intervention.

TIM’S CROSSING 


W hen Tim Roberts became 
engaged to Nancy Martin in 
1998, he knew diat his in¬ 
laws had deep and illustrious roots 
in the Maryland racing industry 
The owners of Worthington Farms 
in Glyndon, Mrs. and Mrs. J.W.Y. 
Martin Jr.-Duck and Glennie, infor¬ 
mally-are renowned breeders, own¬ 
ers, foxhunters and hosts of the 
world-famous Maryland Hunt Cup 
each April. What Tim didn’t realize 
was that his new family would chris¬ 
ten a speedbaU of a dark bay yearling 
in his honor. 

Called Tim’s Crossing, Roberts’s 
namesake dazzled out of the blocks, 
winning his first three starts. For 
Roberts, it was baptism by the friend¬ 
liest of fires. 

A Worthington homebred by 
Valley Crossing out of Fly to Venus 
(by Lord Gaylord), Tim’s Crossing 
was foaled in 1997. Fly to Venus, 
herself unraced, produced nine foals 
and six winners. One of several 
Worthington mares with Raja Baba con¬ 
nections, Fly to Venus was a full sister 
to 1993 Maryland Miliion Lassie winner 
Lady Beaumont and stakes-placed Venus 
Genus and North Lord. 

Tim’s Crossing received his early 
schoohng from Barbara Graham in 
Middleburg, Va. 

“Barbara had him down there, and 
she thought he was pretty special. So she 
put aU the pressure on me because I was 
fairly new to the game and, aU of a sud¬ 
den, there was this horse,” Roberts joked. 

The strapping gelding was sent from 
Graham to trainer Jimmy Murphy and 
made his first start as a 3-year-old at 
Laurel in January 2000. Tim’s Crossing 
was parmered most frequently in his three 
racing seasons with jockey Rick Wilson. 

“Murph had a lot of horses in his 
barn,” Roberts said, “but he was very 
excited about this one.” 

Debuting in a six and a half-furlong 
maiden special weight, Tim’s Crossing 
went to the front and stayed, crossing the 
wire five and a half lengths in the clear. In 
his next appearance, a six-furlong allow¬ 
ance again on Laurel’s dirt surface, he set 
hot fractions of :22.24, :46.10 and :58.31 



and held once more to reach the wire in 
1:10.71. 

Momentum building, Roberts 
embraced the excitement. “You watch 
him on his racing videos, and while every¬ 
one else looked like they were doing 
something, he just had this easiness,” 
Roberts said. “He could sprint, there was 
no doubt.” 

“He had such a big stride,” Nancy 
Roberts added. 

Next for the Martins’ stable star was 
Laurel’s seven-furlong Goss L. Stryker 
Stakes for state-bred 3-year-olds. When 
the gates opened, it was same scene. As 
the race chart states, Tim’s Crossing “sped 
to the front and set the pace off the rail.” 
Ridden hard by Wilson in the stretch, he 
finished four lengths ahead of For Love 
and Honor, with Basic Concern another 
length and three-quarters back. 

Roberts was riding the wave—and feel¬ 
ing a touch of stress. 

“I realized very quickly how much pres¬ 
sure it was the first time someone wrote 
something bad about him,” he laughed. 
“As he progressed, there were some calls 
from Florida and New York with offers 
to buy him. I’ve always thought it was so 
nice of Glennie to turn those down; she 


could easily have sold him. But she 
was enjoying the ride, and that’s what 
she does. Had he not been named 
Tim’s Crossing, maybe he might not 
have stayed with us. But we had a lot 
of fun with him, and he had a big 
following for a while.” 

With his victory in the Stryker, 
thoughts naturally turned toward 
the Preakness Stakes-G1 for Tim’s 
Crossing. Murphy stretched him out 
to nine furlongs in his next start, 
the Federico Tesio Stakes. He and 
Wilson set the pace through the final 
turn but weakened near the sixteenth 
pole, finishing sixth, well behind 
Runspastum, Grundlefoot and Inner 
Harbour. 

Undeterred, Tim’s Crossing’s 
connections brought him back a 
^ month later in the mile and a six- 
I teenth Sir Barton Stakes on the 
< Preakness undercard. Rushing to the 
§ lead again, he faltered in the upper 
stretch, finishing a weU-beaten sev¬ 
enth. 

Back in sprints from that point, Tim’s 
Crossing regained his confidence that 
October with a score in a six-furlong 
allowance at Delaware Park. He then 
faced a tough field in the Maryland 
Milhon Sprint Handicap and finished 
third behind the victorious McKendree, 
whose final time was a wicked 1:08.56. 

Brought home to Glyndon until the 
following May, Tim’s Crossing made 
four winless starts in 2001 before sesa¬ 
moid issues began to plague him; he was 
shelved until January 2004. 

“But he didn’t run well in those last 
races,” said Worthington Farms man¬ 
ager Kevin KeUar, “and after three starts 
he came home to the farm for good.” 
All told, Tim’s Crossing had a 19-4-2-2 
record and $123,910 in earnings. 

Roberts harbored a secret desire to see 
the gelding developed into a Hunt Cup 
horse, but the stars never aligned. 

“He is stiU really, really, really strong,” 
Nancy Roberts emphasized with a grin. 

“But what an amazing time it was,” her 
husband added. “He was special to a lot 
of people. And he could sprint, there was 
no doubt about that.”

She set the bar high 


A s Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred magazine 
celebrates its 20th anniversary, it is 
with deep sadness that we say fare¬ 
well to our esteemed editor, Lucy Acton. 
Lucy lost her lengthy batde with cancer on 
June 7. She had fought hard against that 
unrelenting adversary with a toughness and 
resiliency that belied her serene demeanor. 
Diminutive in stature, and quietiy deter¬ 
mined, she taught us at the magazine with 
her words and deeds. 

Lucy was much more than an editor; 
she was a reporter, a writer, a coach, a 
repository of information and, perhaps 
most importandy, our compass. Her stan¬ 
dards were high, and her admirable exam¬ 
ple set the tone for many of us. Her desire 
to get it right-be it the facts, the spelling 
or the context-has become a valuable ele¬ 
ment in all that we do. She required that 
information be interesting and accurate, 
often-overlooked virtues in these days of 
blogs and twitter. She would give you feed¬ 
back when asked, her suggestions always 
weU-considered and thoughtful. 

Lucy took over as editor of the Mid- 
Atlantic Thoroughbred in May 2002, but in 
fact had been an important part of transi¬ 
tioning the Maryland Horse magazine to 
cover racing and breeding in the Mid- 
Atlantic region. She had worked fuU-time 
for the Maryland Horse Breeders Associa¬ 


tion since 1985 and, as the daughter of 
former Maryland Horse editor and racing 
writer Snowden Carter, was familiar with 
aU aspects of the horse business. Lucy dis¬ 
played insights without flaunting them. She 
knew the pedigrees of both horses and 
people. 

Many of you have been the subject of 
Lucy’s feature stories. As an interviewer, 
she listened carefully as you talked about 
your horses, the wins and losses of this 
challenging business, the euphoria, the 
heartache, the magic. She had wimessed 
the ups and downs of this industry through 
your experiences and spoken recollections, 
and remained steadfast in reporting them 
with precision and compassion. The sto¬ 
ries she wrote and edited, the sense of 
vision she displayed and the unwavering 
leadership she provided reflected her prin¬ 
cipled example. 

Lucy inspired with her calm and prag¬ 
matic nature, and wanted us to be the best. 
It was important to her to always take the 
time and make the effort- to get it right. 
This seemingly simple lesson is valuable 
on so many levels., and will serve as a new 
compass as we move ahead. ^

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A trip to Dreamland: 
After Animal Kingdom’s 
surreal Derby, 
Shackleford awakens in 
the Preakness

T here was Graham Motion, winning the Kentucky Derby 
So far in front, he thought he must have done something 
wrong, riding into the winner’s circle with his friend John 
Velazquez waiting for him. In vivid splendor—roses, victory, 
friendship, glory 

Then, Motion woke up. 

It was just a dream, well before the actual Derby. Motion awoke 
with this image rattiing in his mind; he could recall the dream in 
infinite detail. The trainer won the Kenmcky Derby, as the jockey. 
His friend, Velazquez, the jockey, awaited him in the winner’s circle 
as the trainer. Motion shared the dream with his wife, Anita. So 
far-fetched, they laughed and moved on to real fife - to their two 
children and two Derby hopefuls. 

‘We usually can’t remember our dreams,” Anita Motion said. 
“He started telling me about this one, with all the details. Crazy.” 

“You wouldn’t have believed it,” Graham Motion said, shaking 
his head. “Absolutely crazy.” 

It was still a few weeks before the first Saturday in May. 
At the time. Motion pointed two colts to the 137th Kentucky 
Derby-Gl - Wood Memorial-Gl winner Toby’s Corner and Spiral 
Stakes-G3 winner Animal Kingdom—while Velazquez stood his 
ground with 2-year-old champion Uncle Mo for his main client, 
trainer Todd Fletcher. 

Outlandish but oh-so-vivid, the dream was stored away in 
Motion’s mind, there with the strange, inexplicable thoughts, the 

Animal Kingdom (top, foreground) thundered home a Kentucky Derby-G1 
winner under John Velazquez. Two weeks later, he passed all but the gritty, 
sweaty, blaze-faced speedster Shackleford in the Preakness Stakes-G1. 


ones you only share with your wife, if that; the ones you put in the 
bottom drawer, never to come out, well, unless . . . 

Toby’s Corner turned up lame six days before the Derby. 
Uncle Mo, dulled by a gastrointestinal problem, was scratched the 
day before the Derby. Animal Kingdom’s original jockey, Robby 
Albarado, broke his nose three days before the Derby when a 
$10,000 claimer dumped him in the post parade. Team Valor’s 
Barry Irwin, owner of Animal Kingdom, took the proactive 
approach and replaced Albarado with Velazquez. 

“Can you believe we’re riding for Graham?” Leona Velazquez 
said the day before the Derby. “It’s crazy, right?” 

Raised a trainer’s daughter and now a jockey’s wife, Leona has 
seen it all, including three straight years in which Velazquez lost 
a top Derby contender close to the race. In 2009, Quality Road 
couldn’t overcome a quarter crack. In 2010, Eskendereya hit the 
skids with a tendon. In 2011, Uncle Mo. The jockey managed to 
pick up other rides, finishing 15th on Mr. Hot Stuff and 10th on 
Devil May Care, but they were simply spares. This year, he was 
picking up a 20-1 shot who had never run on the dirt. It looked 
hke a spare. 

The week before the Derby, Motion made phone calls that 
took him aback, the ones where you scroll through your phone 
book, find the number and hesitate before hitting send. He 
called Dianne and Julian Cotter, the owners and breeders of 
Toby’s Corner, told them their Derby dream was over. He called 
Albarado, who wound up riding on Derby Day despite a swollen 
right eye and bruised face, to tell him the same, wanting to deliver 
it from trainer to jockey rather than owner to agent. Motion car- 
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ties stress like a pack mule-silent, stoical, almost sleepy-but this 
was a tough week. 

‘‘Every time I get a call, I think ifs bad news,” Motion said 
while eating breakfast at the Fair HiU Country Maid DeH across 
the street from Fair Hill Training Center. 

And this was before Toby’s Corner went lame. 

Motion was delivering bad news as fast as he received it. 

As Motion walked off the plane in Louisville during Derby 
week, his son Chappy, 8, summed up everybody’s sentiments: “I 
hope it’s aU worth it, dad.” 

The response came at 6:33 p.m. on Samrday, May 7. Motion 
and Velazquez won the Kentucky Derby with Team Valor’s 
Animal Kingdom. Making his first start on dirt and just his fifth 
overall. Animal Kingdom handled the kickback, 18 rivals, a mile 
and a quarter.. .well, like it had played out it in a dream. 

“That’s right, that’s right, dreams do come true,” Velazquez 
said. 

“Just an incredible feehng, pretty overwhelming,” Motion said. 

Animal Kingdom broke a step slowly but quickly settled into 
a decent rhythm, just behind a phalanx of horses in 12th, as 23-1 
Shackleford established an uncontested lead, doling out an easy 
quarter mile in :23.24 and a half in a slow :48.63. Favorite Dialed 
In lagged in last, 10 to 12 lengths behind Animal Kingdom at 
each call. 

Velazquez threaded Animal Kingdom through horses while 
Shackleford and jockey Jesus Castanon turned for home with the 
race stiU squarely in their grasp. Sparring with Arkansas Derby-Gl 
runner-up Nehro, Shackleford reached the eighth pole with the 
lead and looked for a moment like he was home free. 

“I thought I was going to win the Derby,” Castanon said of 
what would have been by far his biggest career victory. “At the 
top of the stretch, I gave him a good push, and he gave me a nice 
stride. Going to the eighth pole, I had Nehro-we were fighting 
for the lead, and out of nowhere I saw this guy. Animal Kingdom; 
I felt my horse get tired at the same time. I couldn’t complain 
about the horse giving me 100 percent.” 

Animal Kingdom roared past Nehro and Shackleford to win 
easily, the margin two and three-quarters lengths. Nehro held 
second, with fourth-choice Mucho Macho Man rallying for third 
and Shackleford fading to fourth, three and three-quarters lengths 
behind Animal Kingdom. 

“When they hit the three-eighths pole, and I could see he was 
still in the shakeup, I thought he had a chance,” Motion said of 
Animal Kingdom. “To me, every year I watch it, that’s where the 
ones that aren’t going to be around start backing up. I thought, 
he’s still hanging in there, this is good. 

“At the quarter pole, you kind of see him come up the rail, and 
you’re thinking this is really good. When he got to the eighth pole, 
I felt hke he was going to win the race—I really felt like he was 
going to win the race. Then I couldn’t help thinking, this is going 
to be the cruelest thing if somebody comes and gets this horse 
now. That’s all I could think for the last eighth of a mile.” 

Born in Cambridge, England, Motion came to the United 
States with his parents, two sisters and a brother in 1980. His dad, 
Michael, served as North American representative for the British 
sales company TattersaUs; his mother rode amateur races and 
assisted with 1951 English Grand National winner Nickel Coin. 

Motion learned under Hall of Fame trainer Jonathan Sheppard, 
traveling the world with four-time steeplechase champion Flatterer 
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before taking an assistant’s job with legendary Maryland trainer 
Bernie Bond. When Bond died in 1993, Motion took over the 
operation and systematically climbed into the elite, winning races 
and attracting loyal clients. 

From Laurel, Motion built his engine room at Fair HiU Training 
Center. His first Breeders’ Cup victory came in the 2004 Turf-Gl 
with Better Talk Now (his license plate reads BTNBC04), his 
second with Shared Account, who surprised in the FUly and Mare 
Turf-Gl last year. 

Known predominantly as a mrf trainer. Motion, 46, took two 
cracks at the Derby before this year. Both times, he knew he was at 
an aU-you-can-eat buffet without a bib, finishing 11th with ChiUto 
in 1998 and 19th with Adriano 10 years later. This time, he was 
loaded, or at least more loaded than ever before. 

All horses have questions to answer, but to the people around 
Animal Kingdom, there was only one. If Animal Kingdom could 
transfer his turf and synthetic abUity to the dirt, then dreams could 
come true. Of course, that’s a big “if” when you face 18 horses in 
the world’s biggest race. 

Bred by Team Valor, raised at Denali Stud in Lexington and 
bought by Team Valor (to dissolve a partnership with Stonewall 
Stallions, who stood Leroidesanimaux-Brz) for $100,000 atKeene- 
land’s 2009 September Yearling Sale, Animal Kingdom began his 
career with Wayne Catalano, finishing second at Arlington Park 
and breaking his maiden at Keeneland in October, both on Poly¬ 
track. Throughout the fall, Irwin and Motion had been negotiating 
on a private training agreement whereby Team Valor would buy a 
barn at Fair HUl and transfer aU its horses to Motion, including 
Breeders’ Cup Juvenile Turf-G2 winner Pluck. Irwin announced 
the deal in November, adding more powder to a Motion arsenal 
that includes Augustin Stable, Bushwood Stable, Live Oak Planta¬ 
tion, Sagamore Farm, Airdrie Farm, Lael Stable, West Point Thor¬ 
oughbreds and an international pipeline that supplies him with 
talented runners. 

Potent horses having come to Motion in droves, the trainer put 
more on his plate. As he walked off the turf course after winning 
the Derby, Motion knew he had made the right decision. 

“How about those Team Valor horses?” he said, stiU in disbe¬ 
lief. 

Motion took over the training of Animal Kingdom in the win¬ 
ter and began to develop him at Palm Meadows Training Center 
in Florida. Under the direct care of Dave Rock, Motion’s assistant. 
Animal Kingdom began to set the barn atwitter with his breezes. 
Hooked up with Pluck, Animal Kingdom toyed with his higher- 
regarded stablemate. 

“We gaUoped him in company in Florida to keep him wanting 
to do a little more,” Rock said. “We breezed him the first time, he 
went with Pluck. How’d Pluck go? [Animal Kingdom] blew his 
doors in-he was aU over him. Then we worried about the other 
horse. This horse is a good work horse. He’s always worked weU. 
Grass, Polytrack at Keeneland, dirt, he worked great.” 

Motion unveUed Animal Kingdom in a turf aUowance at 
Gulfstream Park on March 3, and the chestnut colt talked late to 
finish second, a head short. Back in 23 days. Animal Kingdom 
rallied from last to win the Spiral at Turfway Park, drawing off by 
nearly three lengths. 

The effort left no doubt that the son of mrf champion 
Leroidesanimaux was a serious horse. But, there was still the one 
unknown: Could he run on the dirt? The sire didn’t add any dirt 


prowess, and the dam, German-bred Dalicia, didn’t promise any 
dirt potential either. Motion and Irwin waited until a week before 
the Derby to bite the bullet. 

Shipped from Keeneland to ChurchiU Downs for a breeze on 
April 30, Animal Kingdom worked like he meant it, sitting about 
three lengths behind stablemate Meistersinger and finishing about 
five lengths in front of him. Managing six furlongs in 1:13, Animal 
Kingdom thus quelled Motion’s nerves: “I feel good about run¬ 
ning him now.” 

^‘BeHeve me, the dockers who saw the work are betting this 
horse,” Irwin said two days before the race. 

Animal Kingdom galloped smoothly at Churchill Downs on 
Thursday and Friday, stretching out and looking more comfort¬ 
able with each furlong. Post position 16 in a field of 19 helped the 
cause as well. The kickback on the outside proved minimal, most 
of it hitting him in the chest rather than face, and he was able to 
find his groove. After a week when most things went wrong, it 
took 2:02.04 for everything to go right. 

Suddenly, Motion was in uncharted water. 

“They said. We’re going to take you to a reception,’ and we 
walked into a room in the museum, and the TVs were on, and I 
was Hke, ‘Oh, cool, I can finally sit down and actually watch the 
race.’ I sat down and just felt this rehef,” Motion said. “Someone 
came up and started talking to me. I just wanted to watch the race. 
They were almost to the wire and someone came in and said, ‘So 
they’re all waiting for you now. If you’re ready, we’re going to go 
into the reception.’ Oh this isn’t the reception? We walked into the 
museum, it’s aU dark with the stage and the trophies ht up, and it 
was just so cool. It was like something out of a .. . it was amazing. 
You don’t know unless you win the Derby, I guess.” 

For Velazquez, winning the Derby didn’t sink in until Monday 
morning. He went to bed at 7:30 on Sunday night and woke up 
12 hours later. 

“I never sleep that much in my entire Hfe,” he said. “I went 
downstairs and got a cup of coffee and said, ‘I think I won the 
Derby, let me make sure.’ I text Graham Motion, ‘I think I won the 
Derby for you.’ He text me back, ‘I think it really happened.’ Just 
to have it, we’ve been friends for a long time, to win it for him, it’s 
a dream come true.” 

The Triple Crown stokes dreams, but it doesn’t provide a 
snooze button. Motion shipped Animal Kingdom to Fair Hill 
three days after the Derby and began the quick turnaround to 
the Preakness Stakes-Gl at Pimlico Race Course on May 21. The 
second leg of the Triple Crown is horse racing’s toUbooth-every¬ 
thing looks hke highway if you can just get through this. 

lightly raced and sohdly built. Animal Kingdom appeared to 
bounce out of the Derby in good shape. Motion pondered breez¬ 
ing him, then opted to gallop him into the race. He contemplated 
sending him to Pimhco the day before the Preakness, then decided 
to ship on Saturday morning, the way he would with any other 
horse racing on a Saturday. 

Motion played it his way, conservatively and logically, as if 
it were just another race. All the while, he was bombarded with 
newfound stardom, meeting Philadelphia Eagles coach Andy Reid 
and Maryland Governor Martin O’Malley and giving an interview 
to National Public Radio. He and Anita hosted a dinner party, 
themed “Whatever-happens-tomorrow-we-won-the-Derby,” the 
night before the Preakness.

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‘‘I can't believe it's tomorrow-I'm 
great, I'm happy," Motion said on that 
Friday. “I think I was getting a httle caught 
up in what I wanted him to do, and I kind 
of backed off this week and felt like I 
should just let him train hke he normally 
does. I have really tried to stay out of it, 
just keep things normal and not get too 
caught up in doing stuff because it's the 
Preakness. I want to keep a routine, keep 
a sense of normalcy about the situation 
and not get too caught up in the fact that 
you're going to the Preakness with a Derby 
winner." 

Easier said than done. 

Impressive as his Derby was. Animal 
Kingdom failed to scare away rivals for the 
Preakness, which attracted a full field of 14. 

Derby favorite Dialed In returned, pace¬ 
setter Shackleford came back for more, 
third-place finisher Mucho Macho Man 
aimed to continue his spring progression. 

Jerome Stakes-G2 runner-up Astrology, 

Pletcher's Dance City, Cakfonia-based Mr. 

Commons and Sway Away, locals Norman 
Asbjornson for trainer Chris Grove and 
Concealed Identity for Eddie Gaudet led 
those joining after the first intermission. 

Vela 2 que 2 hoped Animal Kingdom 
wouldn't regress in his second dirt start. 

^dt could happen," Vela 2 que 2 said on 
Friday. “Sometimes they run big the first 
time on the dirt because they're surprised 
by it. It's a different race track. The Derby 
was dry, and the kickback was soft; he 
handled it well. The biggest thing I worry 
about is the kickback will be different, and 
I just hope he breaks better than he did 
in the Derby. He did not break well in the 
Derby." 

The day before the Preakness, Motion 
paused to think about returning to his 
Maryland roots with the only horse eligible 
for the Triple Crown. 

“It's a big deal for us," he said. ‘When 
we go back to Pimlico, it's a homecoming. 

I'm always overwhelmed when I go back 
there just to have a runner on a regular day, 
so I can only imagine what tomorrow wiU 
be hke." 

Ten minutes before the 14 Preakness starters were summoned 
by Pimhco's stall man, Charhe HaU, Motion paced around the 
parking lot next to Pimhco's stakes barn, leaving the barn duties 
to Rock, Adrian RoUs and his team. Maryland-based trainer Mary 
Eppler asked Motion when they were going to start walking. 

“I hope pretty damn soon," Motion said, aUowing some angst 
to shp through his shield. 

FinaUy, the horses began to walk toward Pimhco's main track. 
Animal Kingdom followed his 13 rivals, walking with his usual

aplomb as grocery carts clattered to his left and an NBC camera 
crew nearly ran into him on his right. Throughout the two weeks, 
just as he'd done since Motion met him. Animal Kingdom exuded 
class. 

“He's a very, very talented horse, and I reaUy think he's got 
the mindset for it. I think he's a very smart horse," Motion said. 
“He's gotten this thing that Better Talk Now used to do, where 
he won't go back in his stall. He started that at Keeneland, where 
he wouldn't come in from gra 2 ing in the afternoon. He's naughty

about it—at least he’s getting naughtier about it. Better Talk Now 
used to get Uke that. He got very stubborn about going back in his 
stall. How can you blame him? Surely that’s somewhat of a smart 
attribute.” 

As Motion walked onto the dirt course, about 20 feet behind 
Animal Kingdom, the crowd cheered for him, screaming his name 
and wishing him luck. The Brit from Maryland subtly signaled 
thumbs up to well-wishers but continued to worry, pointing out 
the difference in color of the dirt track, thinking it seemed deeper 
on the outside. Always a horse trainer: reasoning, fretting, contem¬ 
plating, analy 2 ing. 

Motion opted to saddle Animal Kingdom in Pimlico’s inside 
paddock, where the big chestnut colt continued to handle every¬ 
thing in stride. On the turf course, Shackleford buck-kicked and 
seemed to be on edge for trainer Dale Romans. 

Based at Churchill Downs, Romans takes things in stride, 
especially when it comes to Shackleford. The two-time winner, 
bred and owned by Mike Lauffer and Bill Cubbedge, had filled the 
trainer with confidence before the Derby. 

"d can’t see how he’ll get beat,” Romans said hours before the 
Derby. 

He was nearly right. 

After the race, Romans wasn’t sure how to react or progress, 
but Shackleford made that easy too. 

""The Derby was tough emotionally,” Romans said. ""I thought 
we were going to win it, and then you just want to hang on and 
get a piece of it. You’re upset you lost, but then the next day you 
have to look at it realistically and be very proud of your horse. He 
had a hard race, but as soon as he went on the race track after the 


Derby, he was prancing and bouncing like he knew why he was 
here. He was a better-acting horse after the Derby, and I thought 
he couldn’t train better before the Derby.” 

Shackleford had trained tike a soldier Derby week, extending 
his long stride around Churchill Downs. He trained just as well, 
if not better, before the Preakness. Romans, a Kentucky standby, 
reloaded and loved what he saw in Maryland. 

Utilizing the speed of his sire. Forestry, and the stamina of his 
dam-sire. Unbridled, Shackleford makes things tough on closers, 
especially when things aren’t going right. 

Just as Velazquez feared. Animal Kingdom broke a step 
slowly in the Preakness, veering inward for a stride. In an instant, 
Velazquez was trying to paddle out of the rapids. At the first call 
of the Derby, he was six lengths off the lead and 12^/2 lengths in 
front of Dialed In. At the first call of the Preakness, he was 1816 
lengths off the pace and just two and a half lengths in front of 
Dialed In. And it’s a sixteenth of a mile shorter. 

The pace-horse Shackleford led both races; the one-dimen¬ 
sional closer Dialed In trailed both races. Animal Kingdom had 
10 more lengths to make up in the Preakness. 

The Motion crew—Rolls, Rock, John Panagot, Keith and Joy 
Cooper—watched from the winner’s circle. They stood silent, 
mouths agape, as Animal Kingdom went past the first time, 
knowing it was slipping away. Animal Kingdom seemed to carry 
his head higher than in the Derby. Velazquez could only sit and 
hope that things went fast up front, or that Animal Kingdom was 
indeed a super-horse. 

While things were going wrong for Animal Kingdom, Castanon 
guided Shackleford just off of sprinter Flashpoint’s flank, finding 
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Jubilation reigns as Michael Lauffer, co-owner and co-breeder of Shackleford, grasps the Woodlawn Vase on the Preakness winner’s stand. 


his niche in second. The big chestnut cocked his blazed face to 
the left and allowed Castanon to coax him through early fractions 
before taking over near the five-sixteenths pole. 

‘d was expecting a huge race ” Romans said, ‘d didn’t know if 
it was going to be good enough to win, but I thought it could be. 
This is a great race. There is nothing like the Triple Crown. These 
are the classics. This is what the sport has been built around.” 

Shackleford mrned for home with the lead, shaking off 
Astrology who tried to make a run along the rail. All the while, 
Velazquez was ducking and diving through traffic with Animal 
Kingdom. At the eighth pole, he looked like he might get there. 
At the sixteenth pole, Shackleford was still reaching as Castanon 
switched sticks with alacrity. By the wire, Shackleford held a half- 
length margin for his first stakes victory. Castanon stood taU in his 
stirrups, blessing himself 

Sometimes in racing, the result disappoints while the effort 
inspires. Animal Kingdom did much in defeat, making up all but a 
half length of an impossible deficit. Shackleford employed speed 
and stamina to pick up Romans’s first classic victory. Both horses 
had bounced back in two weeks to deliver stirring performances. 

“He should be gutted and worn out,” Romans said. “Campaigns 
like that can do two things —send them backwards, where they 
drop out of the tub and they don’t want any more, or it can move 
them forward. I’ve had about half a dozen horses in my hfe, where 
the more you do the better they get, and he’s one of them. The 
other horses do okay, but they don’t improve with more work. I 
think the truly super horses improve with more work: The more 
you do, the better they do.” 
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After the Preakness, Romans bathed in the rollicking air of the 
post-Preakness party at the stakes barn, cracking open a taU can 
of Coors Light and thinking back to two weeks earlier, the first 
time he and Motion had clashed during this Triple Crown, when 
Motion was elated and Romans was deflated. 

“There’s 160,000 people there,” Romans said, “and the race is 
run, everybody’s watching the horses come back, and Graham and 
I come down the hall opposite directions towards each other, and 
I stopped to congratulate him, and we hugged; it was hke there 
was nobody else around. He was going the wrong direction and 
I said, ‘Graham, you’ve got to come this way’ He had to grab my 
jacket—he was lost mentally and physically. I took him down the 
steps. It was a neat moment. I asked Graham today. Am I going to 
be able to find it?’ He said, Vou’re going to be all right.’ ” 

If you’re wondering, Romans said he didn’t have any dreams 
about winning the Preakness. At least, that he can remember. ^

Plum Pretty’s 
Oaks a win for 
Peachtree—and the 

Mid-Atlantic 

Bred in Pennsylvania and raised in South Carolina, 
the filly quiets all those who doubted. By Joe Clancy 


I n Pennsylvania, the staff at Walnut Green called it a day and 
headed for the home of managing parmer Mark Reid Sr. for 
chicken wings, beer (for the gyiys) and iced tea (for Reid). 

In South Carohna, Kip Elser negotiated with his cable provider 
about how to add Versus—now!—to his television package. 

And in Kentucky, on the first Friday in May, Plum Pretty got 
ready to come through for all of them. 

The 3-year-old filly, bred in Pennsylvania by Reid’s chents 
Silent Indy Stables LLC and DDS Stables, and prepped in South 
Carohna by Elser’s Kirkwood Stables, won the 137th Kentucky 
Oaks-Gl at Churchill Downs on May 6. 

On paper, the victory looked hke your typical major stakes win 
by national players: trainer Bob Baffert, jockey Martin Garcia and 
sire Medagha d’Oro. But the achievement has deep roots in the 
Mid-Atlantic through Reid, Elser and owner Peachtree Stable. 

Longtime Pennsylvania breeder and Walnut Green chent 
Linnie Scott started it when she sent her mare Liszy to Medagha 
d’Oro (on Reid’s season) in 2007. The following January, Scott 
chose to seU Liszy at Keeneland’s Horses of All Ages Sale as part 
of a Walnut Green consignment. Reid was there, shopping for 
broodmares, and kept returning to the chestnut’s stall. 

“I was looking at mares aU over, and every time I came by my 
barn, this big, pretty mare kept looking at me,” he said, ‘d had to 
ask, ds it me, or is the one we’re selhng as nice as anything we’re 
looking at?’ She had some issues and never did much on the track 
[in two starts], but she’s as pretty a mare as there is.” 

She also had pedigree and potential. The daughter of A.P. Indy 
and Grade 2 stakes winner Silent Account (by Private Account) 


was a half-sister to stakes winner Gold Case, had produced a win¬ 
ner and was in foal to Medagha d’Oro, whose first crop had yet to 
reach the race track. 

Reid caUed Scott to ask about bidding independently and went 
to $170,000 for new Thoroughbred owners Mr. and Mrs. Mitchell 
Czoch, Mr. and Mrs. Frank Puho, Mr. and Mrs. Milton (Buddy) 
Brown and Mr. and Mrs. John Azzeri, who make up Silent Indy 
Stables, and brothers Vince and Denis Curran of DDS Stables. 
All reside in Mid-Atlantic states-New Jersey for the Silent Indy 
bunch, Pennsylvania for Vince Curran, Virginia for Denis Curran. 

Lis 2 y foaled a ^dovely bay filly,” Reid’s words, in March 2008. 
Medagha d’Oro rocketed to the top of every staUion conversation 
with a first crop that included eventual 2009 Horse of the Year 
Rachel Alexandra. And Reid went to work on a remrn for his 
investors. The Medagha d’Oro—^Lis 2 y yearhng filly went to Fasig- 
Tipton’s Saratoga Sale in 2009-and didn’t sell. 

‘‘We targeted Saratoga because of everything that was going 
on, but they reaUy penah 2 ed her at Saratoga,” said Reid. “She was 
a big, gawky thing that walked horribly behind. She walked ugly. It 
was not a good walk.” 

Reid and his partners regrouped and aimed for the Fasig-Tipton 
Eastern Fall Yearhng Sale at Timonium and again didn’t seU their 
fiUy. Plan C was the 2-year-old market, so Reid caUed Elser. The 
fiUy joined the Kirkwood crop—which annually includes quahty 
rookies aiming for sales or race tracks—in late October 2009 with 
the goal of enhanced maturity and value. 

Plum Pretty grew up, learned her lessons and went to the Ocala 
Breeders Sale in March 2010 as part of Kirkwood’s consignment. 
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Dressed for the occasion: Awash in iiiiies and ribbons, Pium Pretty accompanies owner John Fort and Jockey Martin Garcia to the winner’s circie. 
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Far more polished than as a yearhng, she was nevertheless still 
growing into herself and didn't work the way high-priced OBS 
horses need to work, 

‘‘She was a little too big and immamre to fire off the pole at 
the sale/’ said Elser, “Once she got rolling, she was good; she was 
just a lithe too immature yet to work the way she needed to attract 
real strong attention. They got an acceptable, but not exceptional, 
amount of money for her,” 

Peachtree’s John Fort, who, hke Elser, makes his home in 
Camden, S,C,, bought the filly for $130,000-based on pedigree, 
looks, potential, 

“With that pedigree, she was an obvious one to look at,” said 
Fort, “She had worked a Htde awkwardly, cross-cantering for the 
first 50 or 60 yards, but then she was good. Some of those things 
are to a buyer’s advantage, and I Uked the way she moved once 
she got going,” 

Reid and the breeders hoped for more money but let their filly 
go, knowing they owned her dam and several siblings. 

Fort sent the filly to Baffert in California, She won her debut 
in late October at Hollywood Park, placed in two graded stakes at 
Santa Anita after turning 3 and dominated the Sunland Park Oaks 
by 25 lengths before the $1 million Kentucky Oaks, 

Fort said he has turned down several lucrative offers for the 
filly, whose earnings are now $761,200, and Reid is resisting the 
urge to teU all the under-bidders at Saratoga, Timonium and Ocala 
what they missed, 

“Some of these sales , , , they’re looking for everything that’s 
finished, where everything has to be perfect,” Reid said, “I thought 
they could see all of it-Medagha d’Oro, A,P, Indy on the dam’s 
side, 16,2 [hands], clean x-rays, correct. It was a very disappoint¬ 
ing sale for me, and I was trying to explain why she didn’t bring as 
much as we thought, but the windup is, it worked out very well. 
We’re ecstatic. It means a lot to the farm, to the partners, to the 
mare we own, everyone,” 

The Owner 

John Fort came to Thoroughbred racing via sheer location. His 
father a math professor at the University of South Carohna, Fort 
gravitated toward the old Columbia Training Center, then home 
to a thriving winter base for some of the biggest names in racing. 

He launched a Thoroughbred operation with his first horse 
purchase in 1976, played polo and soaked up knowledge while 
working with Woody Stephens, Max Hirsch, John Veitch and 
Calumet Farm, Horatio Luro, Scotty Schulhofer and veterinarian 
Robert Copelan, among others, Peachtree came to be in 1981 and 
turned into a racing partnership with investors beyond its founder. 
The stable started three horses in the Kentucky Derby-Gl, finish¬ 
ing second with Invisible Ink, and campaigned such standouts as 
Red Giant, Chimichurri and homebred Mythical Power, 

Fort, 68, has scaled back the partnership portion of Peachtree 
and owns Plum Pretty solo. He laughed at the fates that brought 
him his first Oaks winner, 

“I don’t know if she was following me or I was following 
her, but it happened,” he said, “Kip is a great friend, but I don’t 
go watch his horses train or anything, so I never saw her until I 
walked up to his consignment at OBS,” 

She won him over—first with the catalogue page and later 
with her frame, her “big hip,” her potential. He thought she was 
undervalued, 
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Kip Elser, a former steeplechase jockey with Pennsylvania ties, specializes 
In prepping horses for sales and races at Kirkwood Stables In Camden, S. C. 


“Everybody asked me what was wrong with her,” Fort said, 
“Absolutely nothing, I didn’t pay but $130,000 for her; it’s not 
chump change, but we were at a sale where people were paying 
more for other horses. She didn’t have the best pedigree in the 
sale when she was there, but she had some of the most potential 
to me, I was doing mental arithmetic,” 

Fort didn’t start dreaming of the Oaks when he signed the 
ticket at Ocala, Like aU owners, he hoped for a home run. He 
would have taken a single or double. 

When Fort sent his new purchase to Baffert in California, the 
big-league trainer mrned raw material into a race horse. Plum 
Pretty used the Sunland Park race as a confidence builder, then 
overcame a tangled start in the Oaks, made the lead on the far mrn 
and outlasted St, John’s River by a neck as the 6,30-1 fourth choice, 

“That’s something you don’t figure on doing when you start 
out in this business,” Fort said, “You’re not ready to win a race 
hke that. Ever, We were cautiously optimistic, but the euphoric 
feehng after something hke that is hard to explain. You’ve done 
something very, very difficult,” 

The Oaks is not the Derby, Fort acknowledged, but the accom- 
phshment conveys, 

“We aU have as many fillies as colts-you can’t teU Mother 
Nature otherwise —so to breeders and people who do the work, 
it’s a lot hke winning the Derby,” he said, “As you go along in this 
business, the guys you know are the breeders, the people who 
break horses, the people who do the work, and they know what 
it means,” 

Fort stands Invisible Ink at Pin Oak Lane Farm in Pennsylvania, 
so he also knows what the victory means to the Thoroughbred 
industry in the state, 

“It’s huge for the Pennsylvania program,” Fort said, “People 
have the idea that you breed horses in Pennsylvania so you can

take them over to [Parx Racing] and win a race, but, with the right 
mares and the right stallions, anything can happen. Getting people 
to set their sights higher can be the goal now That will attract bet¬ 
ter mares and better staUions.” 

The Preparer 

Kip Elser has deep roots in Mid-Atlantic racing as a former 
steeplechase jockey and the son of Henry and Joan Elser, long¬ 
time Pennsylvania owners and breeders. Kirkwood Stables, estab¬ 
lished 30-odd years ago, now specializes in prepping young horses 
for 2-year-old sales or racing for a long list of chents. 

Plum Pretty is the third Oaks winner to graduate from the 
operation, joining Canadian-bred Gal in a Ruckus (1995) and 
Kenmcky-bred Keeper HiU (1998). Plenty of other stakes horses 
have graced Kirkwood’s stalls at Springdale Race Course in 
Camden, S.C. Last winter, the operation boasted Plum Pretty and 
Winter Memories, arguably the top 3-year-old dirt and turf fiUies 
in the country this year. 

Of his previous Oaks winners, ‘‘One was a long time ago and 
the next one was a moderately long time ago,” Elser said with a 
laugh. “It’s very gratifying to be able to show the quality and the 
longevity. And to look back and see that we had Plum Pretty and 
Winter Memories here at the same time is pretty cool.” 

Elser swears by the facilities at Springdale. Legendary Thor¬ 
oughbred breeder-owner Marion duPont Scott once held 1,000 
acres of training facihties between the adjacent Camden Training 
Center and the Springdale property. Today, 600 acres at Springdale 
belong to the state but stiU operate as a training ground and home 
to the Carolina and Colonial Cup steeplechase meets. 

The facihty, founded by duPont Scott and later sold to the state 
of South Carohna, offers a diverse menu for horses —dirt surfaces, 
turf surfaces, trails, even some hills on the relatively flat terrain. 


Young Thoroughbreds, whether they’re headed to the sales or to 
the race track, benefit. 

“The amount of space you have and the room you’ve got to 
do things, that’s what makes it,” said Elser. “There are so many 
different things you can do. You can gallop in a five-eighths of a 
mile figure-eight, a mile figure-eight if you really want.” 

Elser called Springdale an early version of Maryland’s Fair 
Hill Training Center, home to Kentucky Derby winner Animal 
Kingdom and other recent standouts. Coincidence or not, the 
duPont family (Fair Hill founder Willie duPont was Marion’s 
brother) is directly responsible for both facilities. Near bookends 
of the Mid-Atlantic, the training centers help define the region’s 
Thoroughbred industry. 

“It’s a real tribute that those two places are here and part of 
what we do,” said Elser. “You couldn’t duphcate either property 
today, and they were both done to benefit the local community 
and the horse community. That’s as forward-thinking a process as 
you can imagine. They were both way ahead of their time.” 

Elser’s television package was not, apparently, as he scrambled 
to find NBC’s partner network Versus in time for the Oaks. The 
voice on the other end of the phone couldn’t guarantee a quick 
upgrade but put it through, and Elser realized he’d produced an 
Oaks winner via a slight delay, the signal arriving for the race 
replay. 

“I didn’t know what Versus was and assumed I had it,” he said. 
“Ten minutes to post, I was not happy when I couldn’t find it and 
got kind of frantic. Live or not, it was great to watch.” 

The Founder 

When trainer and bloodstock agent Mark Reid purchased 
Walnut Green bloodstock in 2005, he brought a reputation for 
competing at the highest end of Thoroughbred racing, given his 
connections to top horses Medaglia d’Oro, Saint Liam, You, Midas 
Eyes and others. The move to UnionviUe, Pa., meant less action at 
the race track and far more on the farm. 

“My end was always the race track and buying made horses,” 
he said. “You never reahze, sitting back here when the babies leave 
the farm, that the whole key is getting them in the right operations 
and seeing them develop. You’re not right there for it, but you 
really follow how they do.” 

Plum Pretty took a while, but she’s doing just fine, and Reid 
couldn’t be happier. Her breeders are all new chents to Walnut 
Green and new to racing. 

The Oaks winner is part of the first big crop foaled at the farm 
since Reid took over. Her yearhng half-sister (by Dixie Union) 
is headed to the Saratoga sale this summer, another half-sister 
(by Ghostzapper) was born this year, and Liszy was just bred 
to two-time divisional champion Lookin At Lucky. They’re all 
Pennsylvania-breds, and the examples Reid uses when building 
his business. 

“It’s exciting stuff; it means a lot,” Reid said. “So often people 
think, if you’re outside Kentucky, you don’t have a chance. They 
send castoffs here, or you hear that a horse is ‘pretty good for a 
regional horse.’ 

“We’ve got the perfect chmate, hiUy fields, and the Pennsylvania- 
bred program is as good as any. We are breeding what we think 
are top horses. We think we can raise as good a horse as anybody. 
There’s no reason we can’t. Why can’t we?” ^ 
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More the merrier at 
2-year-old sale 

Over two days, Fasig-Tipton Midlanticyields higher gross, 
comparable average and a broad array of buyers 








L ooking to expand on the success of 
the 2010 2-year-olds in training sale, 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic returned to 
a two-day format and offered 50 percent 
more horses for 2011. And the market 
absorbed it readily 

After a collective sigh of rehef in 2010, 
when the average rose 14 percent over 
the dismal results of the previous year, 
the 2-year-old sale of 2011 held its own, 
with 343 juveniles selling for $16,211,100 
on May 23 and 24 at the Timonium sales 
paviHon. The gross was up 23.8 percent 
from the previous year, while the average 
of $47,263 remained steady, comparing 
favorably to the previous year’s $47,984. 

‘Tt begins with the quahty of hors¬ 
es consignors bring you, and we had a 
very good group of horses this year,” 
said Boyd Browning, president of Fasig- 
Tipton. ‘And we were pleased with the 
overall diversity and depth of buyers. From 
the sale’s perspective, that was probably 
the most encouraging. . . the diversity in 
where they were shopping in price range, 
or from geographic areas, [coming from] 
both within or outside the United States. It 
was a very solid group of buyers.” 

The sale, anchored firmly on the cal¬ 
endar two days after the running of the 
Preakness Stakes-G1 at Pimlico, less than 
10 miles to the south, attracted a num¬ 
ber of Preakness week out-of-state train¬ 
ers, including the classic’s past two win¬ 
ners—Dale Romans and Bob Baffert—the 
latter acquiring three juveniles for a total of 
$715,000, including the first day’s $390,000 
top price. 
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‘‘At the undertack shows, there was a 
sense of energy-people had confidence 
they had good horses. Pre-sale there was 
activity, the sale itself was aHve. . . this sale 
felt good both pre- and post-sale,” said 
Browning. 

The second day proved the stronger 
of the two sessions, with gross sales of 
$8,213,500, equating to an average of 
$49,183 for 167 sold, and a buyback rate of 
16.1 percent (the overall percentage of not 
solds was 18.1 percent, compared to the 
phenomenal low of 12.5 percent in 2010). 

A total of 45 horses sold for six fig¬ 
ures, six for $250,000 or greater. Three of 
the top-four priced juveniles sold on day 
two, including the sales-topping $600,000 
Indian Charhe colt from agent Becky 
Thomas's Sequel Bloodstock consignment. 
EQB Inc. vice-president Patti Miller signed 
the ticket for the bay colt, a May 3 foal who 
turned in a one-furlong work in :10.20 on 
May 19. 

“A good horse dictates the surface,” 
noted Miller of the work. “This horse is 
very special. He overcame a head wind, he 
had an off track and bad weather condi¬ 
tions. He just stepped up to the plate and 
performed. Good horses do that. They 
manage to get it done, even when things 
aren’t stacked up in their favor.” 

EQB Inc. agent was the sale’s leading 
buyer, spending a total of $958,000 for 
four colts. 

“We put a value on a horse, a number 
that we stick with. We were at the top of 


our number with the sales topper. That 
was my last bid,” Miller said. She has not 
released the identity of the new owner, but 
the colt exited the sale in good order, and 
may be seen at Saratoga later this summer. 

Thomas had purchased the Indian 
Charlie headhner at the Keeneland 
September Yearling sale for $95,000 and 
sold him for a parmership that consist¬ 
ed of herself plus Dennis Narlinger of 
California, a parmer with Thomas in Sequel 
Stallions New York, and his son, Michael. 
“As a yearling, this colt was very athletic-a 
May baby, and yet he had a lot of size and 
stretch to him, and I thought he’d mature 
into a real pretty horse, which he did,” said 
Thomas. “He had the framework to have 
turned into what he did. 

“I believed he would top the sale. . . I 
believed it before I went. He trains like a 
very good horse.” 

A half-brother to stakes-placed Silver 
Bayer, the colt was bred by Jerry Jamgot- 
chian LLC in Kentucky out of the Summer 
Squall mare Bally Storm, a half-sister to 
graded stakes-winning $571,580-earner 
and Mid-Atlantic sire Yarrow Brae, from 
the family of $805,237-earner Esteemed 
Friend. 

Indian Charhe, a former Baffert pupil, 
was the hottest sire in the sale, with aU four 
offered selling for six figures, at an average 
of $297,500. Equating the second-highest 
price on the second day was another son 
of Indian Charhe who went through the 
ring about an hour after the sales topper. 


Consigned by James and Sonia Chapman’s 
Breaking Point Farm, the bay colt, a late 
May foal, was bought on a $300,000 bid by 
Carolyn Vogel. 

The Chapmans made one of the big¬ 
gest, and the quickest, pinhooking scores 
of the year, having plucked the colt out 
of the Ocala Breeders’ Sales Company’s 
March Sale of Selected Two-Year-Olds in 
Training late in the day on March 16 for 
$13,000. Sold by Jerry Bailey Sales Agency, 
agent, in March, the colt out of Canada (by 
Seeking the Gold) was bred in Kentucky by 
Gulf Coast Farms LLC. 

The top-priced filly and second highest 
price of the sale, at $390,000, was a daugh¬ 
ter of Malibu Moon named Eden’s Moon. 
Baffert was the buyer of the Bridlewood 
Farm homebred, the third horse in the 
ring on Monday. Well connected, the bay 
filly is out of the Giant’s Causeway mare 
Eden’s Causeway, a winning half-sister to 
champion Paradise Creek and additional 
Grade 1 winners Forbidden Apple and 
Wild Event, as well as to the dam of cham¬ 
pion David Junior. 

Eden’s Moon worked a quarter in 
:21.60, which set the standard as the fast¬ 
est time for the distance. The filly failed to 
meet her reserve at $110,000 at the Fasig- 
Tipton Florida sale in February. 

Four Mid-Atiantic-bred 2-year-olds 
brought six figures, topped by a Maryland- 
bred fiUy by Exchange Rate for $160,000. 
Consigned by Niall Brennan Stables agent 
X and named Irish Exchange, the dark bay

Bred by Finale Farms 
and Mr. and Mrs. D. David Moose out 
of the Polish Numbers mare See Jane, 
the dark bay filly is a half-sister to stakes 
winner Munificence from the family of 
$663,910-earner Proud Run. 

A Pennsylvania-bred colt by Giant's 
Causeway out of stakes-placed Fantasy 
Royale, by Pleasant Colony, was bought by 
Steven T. Newby for $130,000. Brushwood 
Stable bred the bay colt, who posted a three- 
furlong work of :34.40 (which equaled the 
fastest on the first day). Consigned by 
agent Bobby Dodd, the colt hails from an 
international family that includes cham¬ 
pions Henrythenavigator, Dolphin Street 
and Saffron Walden. 

A Macho Uno filly bred in Pennsylvania 
by John Behrendt was acquired by Equix 
LLC for $110,000. Consigned by Eddie 
Woods agent II, the gray is out of 
Oedy's Riches, a half-sister (by Rixzi) to 
$612,964-earner Stormin Oedy and two 
other stakes winners. ^

Hall of Fame trainer Boh Baffert, who 
spent time looking at sales prospects the 
day after the Preakness, did his bidding 
over the phone early on the morning of 
the first day to secure the sale’s top-priced 
filly, a $390,000 daughter of Malibu 
Moon out of Eden’s Causeway. The third- 
leading buyer, Baffert purchased three 
for $71J,000 for different clients. All his 
purchases are now at Santa Anita. Among 
those he found at the May sale in previous 
years was Behaving Badly, winner of the 
2006 Santa Monica Handicap-Gl. 

‘‘The Mahbu Moon fiUy worked very 
fast, I like the way she is bred, and she 
came out of it sound and healthy. I love 
Malibu Moons. This fiUy is medium sEed, 
not real correct but has a great body and 
she vetted fine. 

“I thought it was a very good group of 
horses at this sale." 

Perennial top consignor Barry Eisaman 
of Eisaman Equine in Williston, Fla., 
was the leading consignor by gross for 
the second consecutive year, selling 24 of 
the 26 horses offered for $1,333, J 00. The 
most expensive in the consignment was a 
filly by Street Sense out of Polish Nana 
(by Polish Numbers) sold to Oklahoma- 
based Mathis Stables LLC (Bill and 


Terry Mathis) for $280,000. The filly, who 
worked an eighth in :10.20, equaling the 
fastest in the sale, is going to trainer John 
Shirreffs in California. 

“It is a really good market at Timonium. 
Being in May, it picks up the positive vibes 
from the Triple Crown. Ifs a good time 
for people to want to come and shop for 
horses. 

“We like to bring a group of horses 
that have not been through another sale, 
so we'U set aside 25 or so that we have no 
intention of offering earlier. And we pick 
ones to go sometimes based on pedigree 
that might have a local Mid-Atlantic flavor 
. .. something that might be interesting for 
folks who race in that region. 

“The Street Sense fiUy was one of the 
rare horses we sold that we didn't own. 
Her owners were her breeders, [New Jersey 
residents] Peter Walsh and his wife. We've 
know Peter for many years, and he always 
wanted to take this fiUy to Maryland, which 
he does often if he has one he wants to 
sell. We did sell a fiUy out of the same mare 
a couple of years ago for $220,000 there. 

“She is very good-size filly, is very intel¬ 
ligent. . . She always acted like she was a 
college kid in grade school. She learned 
fast and was ready for the next thing." 


The second leading consignor by aver¬ 
age at the sale (three or more sold), Red¬ 
dick, Fla.-based Lynne Boutte, sold three 
as agent for $400,000, for an average of 
$133,333. Topping the consignment was 
a $300,000 More Than Ready filly out 
of Uncork (by Unbridled) sold for client 
Black Swan Stables. 

“She was such an athletic fiUy, even 
when I bought her [for $50,000 at the 
Keeneland September Yearling sale]. . . It 
was a good opportunity for my clients as 
their very first pinhook. She did everything 
right, everything you asked and she was 
beautiful on top of it and has a great mind. 
Just everything we all look for. 

“We've been attending the Maryland 
sales for about 20 years... I love Maryland. 
We've done well there over the years and 
have made an honest living. There's always 
such a great group of horsemen there and 
there is a clientele for aU the horses you lead 
over there if you are honest with yourself. 

“It was encouraging when people were 
coming out early, the week before the 
Preakness. It just seemed like people were 
ready to buy horses." 

For the second year in a row, Jim and 
Sonia Chapman’s Breaking Point Farm 
struck pinhooking home runs. The couple. 
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based in Summetfield, Fla., sold nine for a 
total of $74J,J00 (average $82,833), to 
rank in the top 10 leading consignors by 
gross and average. In addition to the 
$300,000 Indian Charlie colt, purchased 
for $13,000 two months earlier, two $6,000 
Keeneland September yearling purchases 
brought $100,000 each. In 2010, the first 
year Jim Chapman attended the Timon- 
ium sale, he sold a Giant*s Causeway colt 
for $113,000 after paying $3,000for him 
at Keeneland September: 

‘Tasig-Tipton does a wonderful job 
promoting their sales, and that surface is a 
great surface to train on, and I purposely 
bought horses to take to this sale. [Last 
year] I saw what the market was—there are 
so many people there to buy horses, from 
the $25,000 to $75,000 range, and if you’re 
lucky there are buyers who will give the 
$100,000 or so for the better horses. 

‘d’m not taking horses to the sale as 
show horses. Fm taking horses I would be 
comfortable with to take to the races. 

‘The [$300,000] Indian Charhe colt 
didn’t work well at Ocala. It wasn’t because

he wasn’t a good horse. Tie just wasn’t 
ready for that sale. But he came to me 
in great shape and we just started from 
scratch with him and he never did any¬ 
thing wrong. Tie had an awesome video at 
Timonium. . . he looked hke a monster at 
the preview. . . and he was a pretty horse at 
the barn.”

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Chasing About 


FOR OWNER NAYLOR, 
GOOD THINGS 
COME IN THREES 
AT IROQUOIS 


T he spring National Steeplechase 
Association schedule includes races 
worth roughly $2 million, and almost 
20 percent of it gets handed out at the 
Iroquois Steeplechase in mid-May 

So winning at the Iroquois, a NashviUe 
tradition second only to country music, 
matters. 

Owner Irv Naylor found out how 
much by winning three races and $158,000 
in pri 2 e money at the 2011 Iroquois on 
May 14. Naylor’s triple play included Tax 
Ruling’s score in the $150,000 Calvin 
Houghland Iroquois-NSAl, Decoy Daddy 


(Ire)’s tally in the $75,000 Marcellus Frost- 
NSA2 and Chess Board (GB)’s triumph in 
the $35,000 Bright Hour. The payday pro¬ 
pelled Naylor from well off the pace to the 
top spot in the standings while looking for 
a repeat to his 2010 championship season. 

Tax Ruling rewound time in the Iro¬ 
quois, a three-mile, 18-fence test that has 
helped crown seasonal champions since 
1941. Winners include HaU of Famers 
Lonesome Glory and Flatterer, champions 
Good Night Shirt, All Gong (GB) and 
Correggio (Ire). The 2011 version lured 
2010 EcHpse Award winner Slip Away and 


Grade 1 winners Sermon of Love, Spy in 
the Sky and Pierrot Lunaire among a field 
of nine. Tax Ruling looked like a contender 
based on his win in the 2010 race but 
hadn’t won since in four tries. 

The 8-year-old went right after a repeat, 
winning the early charge to the front with 
Slip Away and setting a solid pace under 
regular jockey Darren Nagle. Shp Away 
took several shots at the leader, including 
a stout challenge in the stretch. The two 
horses reached the last fence together, 
and the race ended. Tax Ruling rose to the 
fence in stride and landed running. Shp 
Away didn’t, diving through and barely 
staying on his feet as Tax Ruling won by 
five lengths in 5:46.20. Nationbuilder ral- 
hed late for third. 

‘‘Shp Away put a lot of pressure on 
me down the back straight; I reaUy had to 
get after Tax Ruhng a lot, and I couldn’t 
shake him off,” said Nagle. “I met the last 
a httle better than Shp Away—whether that 
made a difference, I don’t know. My lad did 
everything he can, and you couldn’t ask for 
any more from him.” 

Tax Ruhng became the race’s 14th 
repeat winner, and put himself in hne to 
win an unprecedented three in a row. 

Naylor bought Tax Ruhng as an unraced 
3-year-old prospect from the storied 
Phipps family’s breeding program. The son 
of Dynaformer and the Mr. Prospector

mare Fantastic Find (a Grade 1-winning 
half-sister to Breeders’ Cup Sprint-Gl win¬ 
ner Dancing Spree, among others) gradual¬ 
ly mrned into a steeplechase star - breaking 
his maiden in 2008, adding a novice stakes 
in 2009 and blossoming into a Grade 1 
player in 2010 and 2011. The Iroquois’s 
$91,000 payday hfted his jump earnings 
past $325,000 and confirmed his reputa¬ 
tion as a distance specialist with few peers. 

had told everybody, if he’s going to 
win one race this year, it’s going to be the 
three-mile Iroquois,” Nagle said. ‘‘Even two 
and a half miles is too short for him. If he 
can come back and do this every year, you 
can’t complain. He’s an ama 2 ing horse.” 

After a dull start to 2011, Naylor 
changed trainers—sending Tax Ruling from 
Desmond Fogarty to Brianne Slater in 
mid-April. Based in Pennsylvania, the for¬ 
mer assistant to Sanna Hendriks appreci¬ 
ated the opportunity. 

“What a classy, classy animal to be 
around,” she said. “I told Darren to go out 
and ride him like he’s the best horse and 
see what happens. I figured he was as good 
as I could have him. When Slip Away kind 
of got by him, I thought we were going to 
be second. Then Tax Ruhng dug in again. 
That was aU heart.” 

Naylor, a York, Pa., resident and former 
amateur jockey, kicked off his banner day 
when Chess Board won the Bright Hour, 
a starter allowance hurdle restricted to 
amateur jockeys. Nagle rode the winner, 
an 8-year-old Enghsh import who denied a 
late surge from Dynaskill to win by a quar¬ 
ter length and finish the three miles in 6:12. 

A race later, Naylor’s Decoy Daddy 
tossed his shoes into championship dis¬ 
cussions with a powerful victory in the 
$75,000 Marcellus Frost. At a comparative¬ 
ly short two miles, the race always draws 
a classy field, and the 2011 version was 
no different as Temple Gwathmey-NSA3 
winner Decoy Daddy, Imperial Cup winner 
Country Cousin, 2009 Eclipse Award win¬ 
ner Mixed Up and 2009 novice champion 
Left Unsaid lorded over a field of six. 

Decoy Daddy (Nagle) bounced out to 
a quick lead, throttled up and down as he 
chose and held off Left Unsaid by a length 
in 3:58.40. Country Cousin claimed third. 

Trained—hke Chess Board—by Tom 
Foley, 9-year-old Decoy Daddy has won 
three of five since being imported from 
Ireland last fall. 

“We turned to the second-to-last, I 
asked him to go on a little bit better and 
he quickened up really good, and I knew 
I’d have all of them on the bounce after 


that,” Nagle said. “He’s a tough horse; he 
doesn’t let horses get past him too easy. It’s 
an honor to ride a little horse hke him who 
gives you everything. He’s unbehevable: 
so much heart, so tough. He’s a saint of a 
horse. He could start his own rehgion, he’s 
such a saint.” 

The Naylor stakes horses will hkely 
diverge, with Tax Ruhng earning a summer 
respite and Decoy Daddy aiming for sum¬ 
mer stakes at Saratoga. 

VINTAGE EFFORTS 

In other Iroquois action: 

♦ At 11, Sweet Shard (NZ) could be 
slowing down. She could be in dechne. 
She could be retired. She could also be 
winning, which she did in the $50,000 
Margaret Currey Henley Stakes for filhes 
and mares. 

The New Zealand-bred gray, winner 
of the 2010 Henley, rated off the early 
pace of Green Velvet and steadily worked 
into the race before taking the lead in 
the stretch and overpowering 6-year-old 
Lonesome Nun by a length and a quarter 
in the stretch. Green Velvet stayed around 
for third as the winner used 4:24.20 to 
cover two and a quarter miles. 

Trained by Jonathan Sheppard and rid¬ 
den by Danielle Hodsdon, Sweet Shani 
made her American debut in 2007 and 
gamely challenged the sport’s best in open 
Grade 1 stakes. Racing for legendary owner 
Calvin Houghland, Sweet Shani placed 
in major races behind Mixed Up, Good 


Night Shirt and McDynamo, among oth¬ 
ers. Against her gender, she’s never been 
worse than third in four starts. 

“She’s a very, very honest mare who 
deserves as many of these as she can get,” 
Sheppard said. “She was quirky when we 
first got her, kind of on the defensive 
about things. Now she’s gotten where she’s 
got confidence in the people around her. 
She ran some very good races against some 
very good horses for us.” 

Hodsdon enjoyed another qual¬ 
ity spin on Sweet Shani, who now races 
for Houghland’s widow, Mary Ann, a 
Nashville-area resident. 

“I just let her gallop along,” Hodsdon 
said. “She’s such an easy ride, I didn’t have 
to do anything most of the way—she was 
just galloping and jumping her way up 
there. We got going to the third-to-last, and 
everybody was slapping, and she’s fiUing 
the bridle because they’re slapping. I kind 
of wanted to take a hold, but I thought, 
that’s silly; if she’s going to gallop up there, 
that’s what she’s got.” 

♦ The $50,000 Mason Houghland tim¬ 
ber stakes turned into a test of survival 
thanks to a fast pace, soft turf and two 
weary contenders battling over the final 
mile. Michael Smith’s Triple Dip (Paddy 
Young) outlasted Meet At Eleven (Ire) by 
two lengths as Delta Park rallied last of all 
for third. The winner scored for the first 
time over timber and needed 6:36.60 to get 
three miles for trainer Jimmy Day. 

Bred in Maryland by High Mountain 
Farm LLC, the 8-year-old winner was once 
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Chasing About

a stakes horse over hurdles but converted 
to timber after being knocked down in a 
collision with another horse in 2009. 

‘‘He was never the same/’ said Day. “He 
just lost his confidence, wouldn’t grab the 
bit the way he used to in a race. At home, 
working and training, he was fine, but he 
never wanted to do as much in a race. He 
wouldn’t go up next to horses, wouldn’t 
take you there like he used to.” 

Day dialed up a switch to timber, and 
Triple Dip responded with a win and three 
seconds at point-to-points this spring. 

“He’s better at this, over timber; he’s 
more confident,” the trainer said. “He 
doesn’t have to go as fast as he did over 
hurdles, so maybe that helps.” 

AFTER THE FALLS, 

BON CADDO RISES 

Like flat racing, the steeplechase com¬ 
munity mrned its attention to the first 
Saturday of the month, as six horses 
clashed in the $75,000 Virginia Gold Cup 
timber stakes at Great Meadow in The 
Plains, Va., on May 7. 

Stakes veterans Bon Caddo, Delta Park 
and He’s a Conniver led the pre-race talk, 
but the latter two dropped out of the race 
at the second fence (along with More 
Fascination). First He’s a Conniver fell. 
Then More Fascination and Delta Park 
reacted — dislodging jockeys Paddy Young 
and Xavier Aizpuru, respectively. 

Horses and humans emerged unscathed, 
but the pileup left three horses in the race. 
Uppercut set the pace. Now heavy favorite 
Bon Caddo sat second, with Radio Flyer 
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(Ire) just behind in third. They stayed that 
way until Uppercut was puUed up with a 
tendon injury while leading just before the 
second-last. Bon Caddo (Blair Wyatt) 
inherited command and fought off a brief 
challenge from Radio Flyer before drawing 
off to win by 13 lengths for Merriefield 
Farm and trainer Dawn Williams. The 10- 
year-old covered the four miles in 8:25 and 
avenged a narrow defeat in last year’s race. 

Bon Caddo started 2011 with a vic¬ 
tory in the My Lady’s Manor timber stakes, 
prompting some thoughts of a try at the 
Maryland Hunt Cup instead of the Gold 
Cup. Williams and owner Charlie NoeU 
thought it over, then aimed for Virginia. 

“I’ve been pointing to this since last 
year,” the trainer said. “We got close, and 
we wanted another chance - for the horse. 
I always thought he could do it.” 

Riding in a saddle her father, Randy 
Waterman, used to win the 1983 Gold 
Cup, Wyatt said the race changed for her 
with the melee at the second fence. 

“What now?” she asked herself at the 
time. “Those were the three I was basically 
worried about. After that, I just wanted to 
get my horse to switch off He was taking 
me a little more than I wanted him to, so 
I just wanted to get him to settle and get 
jumping.” 

HURDLING RIVALRY 
AT RADNDR 

Complete Zen and All Together, All 
Together and Complete Zen. Get used 
to it. In their second meeting of 2011 
(and third overall), the novice hurdle 


stars put on another quality show in the 
$50,000 National Hunt Cup at the Radnor 
Hunt Races in Malvern, Pa., on May 21. 
Complete Zen got the nod by a nose in a 
repeat of their Atlanta tussle on April 16, 
which Complete Zen won by a head. 

“They’re two pretty nice horses,” said 
winning trainer Lilith Boucher, whose 
horse finished third to All Together late 
last year. “I said after Atlanta that you 
could run these races over again and get a 
different winner. Steeplechasing is so com¬ 
petitive. You never get the same course or 
the same conditions twice, so you never 
know.” 

The third novice stakes of the 
spring brought out the one-two fin¬ 
ishers at Atlanta, the Charlotte winner 
(Triplekin) and last year’s 3-year-old cham¬ 
pion, Demonstrative, along with Italian 
Wedding, Call You in Ten and Tizsdk. 
Triplekin jumped to a quick lead, followed 
by Complete Zen, Tizsilk and All Together. 
Charging toward the stretch, AH Together 
(outside) and Complete Zen rocketed past 
Triplekin. All Together touched down over 
each of the final two fences with a sUm 
lead but could not withstand Complete 
Zen’s final lunge for the wire. 

“Coming out of the turn, I felt like I 
was going better than [AH Together] was, 
but I landed a little behind at the last,” said 
jockey Richard Boucher. “Up the run-in, 
we were getting there. It was just a question 
of whether we were going to get there in 
time. I laid down on his neck, pushing his 
head down as much as I could. I wasn’t 
sure. It was pretty tight.” 

The Virginia-bred son of Cozzene 
competes for breeder Mede Cahaba Stable 
and improved to 5-3-1-1 over jumps to go 
with three scores on the flat. 

Radnor’s timber feature, the $40,000 
Radnor Hunt Cup, went to veteran mare 
Won WHd Bird and owner/trainer Regina 
Welsh’s Pink Ribbon Racing. The 9-year- 
old opened her season with an aHowance 
victory at the Grand National, then lost 
her jockey with a mistake in the Maryland 
Hunt Cup and refused to start in Great 
Meadow’s Steeplethon. Welsh engineered 
a change of attitude—and a win—at the 
Potomac point-to-point on May 15 and 
aimed for Radnor. 

“I wasn’t sure I wanted to run her, but 
then I figured, it’s the end of the timber 
season and she might get a check,” said 
Welsh. “She has such a great run if she gets 
the right race and the right set-up.” 

Welsh tapped Richard Boucher for 
the ride, and the dual-purpose jockey 







came through (you'll see him on the flat 
at Colonial Downs this summer). Won 
Wild Bird rated deep in the field of nine 
for most of the race and came running 
through the stretch to catch Justpourit (Ire) 
and Scuba Steve to win by one and a half 
lengths in 7:05.80 for three and a quar¬ 
ter miles. Virginia Gold Cup winner Bon 
Caddo finished a well-beaten sixth. 

‘d saw Bon Caddo a couple lengths 
in front of me early and figured I'd fol¬ 
low him around,” said Boucher. ^‘The 
mare told me she was ready to go and ran 
on down through the dip the last time. 
Everyone was pinned down on the inside, 
and I let her drift wide. She really ran for 
me. It was a lot of fun and one of easiest 
winners I've ever ridden.” 

Won Wild Bird carries plenty of stee¬ 
plechase history in her gray frame. The 
Florida-bred is a half-sister to multiple 
Grade 1 hurdle winner Rowdy Irishman 
and raced for breeder Anne Haynes and 
husband Bruce early in her career. Bruce 
Haynes died in 2008, and Won Wild Bird 
was one of a few horses the family kept. 
She came into 2011 with two seconds, 
seven thirds and zero victories in 28 career 
starts. Now she's a stakes winner. 

‘^She's got to feel good about herself,” 
said Welsh, who leases the mare from 
Anne Haynes, ‘d turned her out when 
we got home after the race, and she ran 
around hke a maniac, bucked and bucked 
and bucked and rolled and rolled and 
rolled. She deserved it. She's very happy 
with herself” 


A VELVETY PASSAGE 
ACROSS FAIR HILL 

The spring season closed with its tradi¬ 
tional Memorial Day weekend stop at the 
Fair Hill (Md.) Races on May 28. Jennifer 
Pitts's Green Velvet put on a running 
and jumping display to lead every step of 
the featured $40,000 Valentine Memorial. 
Trained by Jazz Napravnik, the 6-year-old 
mare built a commanding early lead in the 
two and a quarter-mile race and hung on 
late to deny Miss Crown by a length in 
4:14.26, with Lonesome Nun third. 

Green Velvet (Ross Geraghty) proved 
to be a distance lover on the flat, winning 
at one and a half miles at Colonial Downs 
last summer, and has thrived since switch¬ 
ing to jumps. She won a $50,000 stakes at 
Far HiUs last fall wire to wire, two weeks 
after being risked for a $10,000 claiming 
tag, and came to Fair Hill off a third

P imHco Race Course concluded its sea¬ 
son on a high note with the Preakness 
festival on May 21. Whereas Shackle¬ 
ford and Animal Kingdom stirred emo¬ 
tions in less than two minutes in the 
Preakness Stakes-Gl, PTK LLC, John 
Rigattieri and Sheldon RusseU proved best 
over the meefs 29 days by winning the 
owner, trainer and jockey tides. 

PTK, the stable of Paula and Tom 
Haughey, led Pimlico owners for the 
second straight year with 10 wins from 
48 starts, aU trained by Dane Kobiskie. 
Kobiskie, Dale Capuano and Mike 
Trombetta each trained 10 winners for the 
meet, one behind Rigattieri. 

RusseU, 23, edged Julian Pimentel 26-24 
for the jockey title, punctuated by his first 
Preakness mount, a 10th-place finish on 
Concealed Identity. 

“It was a life-changing experience, and 
I believe it wiU be great for my career,” 
RusseU said of his Preakness experience. 
“It is the best feeUng I have had in racing. 
The roars of the crowd were something I 
have never experienced.” 
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Owned by Linda Gaudet and Morris 
Bailey, Concealed Identity had made a 
pathway to the Preakness by winning the 
$75,000 Federico Tesio Stakes, the tra¬ 
ditional local Preakness prep, on May 7. 
Trained by 80-year-old local legend Eddie 
Gaudet, Concealed Identity ($16.60) drew 
off to win by two lengths over Ruler On 
Ice, the favorite. Third-place J W Blue, 
hampered by a slow start, finished a neck 
behind the runner-up. 

A one-eyed son of Smarty Jones, 
Concealed Identity increased his earnings 
to $120,780 with a mUe and a sixteenth 
effort in 1:45.67. 

RusseU and PTK also took titles at the 
Laurel Park winter meet that closed on 
March 26. 

MEET HANDLE PLUNGES 

For the season, Pimlico averaged a daUy 
handle of $4.87 miUion, down 22 percent 
from the $6.26 miUion of 2010. Track offi¬ 
cials cited abundant rain that forced turf 
races onto the main track on 11 programs, 
diminishing race fields and betting pools. 


“When you lose more than a third of 
your mrf racing because of weather dur¬ 
ing a brief meeting, the disappointment 
is played out in the numbers,” Maryland 
Jockey Club President Tom Chuckas said. 
“It is a given-grass racing equals bigger 
fields and a larger handle.” 

The meet had nine more Uve days than 
a year ago, and 21 simulcast days. 

A ‘GRAND’ OCCASION FOR 
TRAINER SHUMAN 

Fair HUl-based trainer Mark Shuman 
earned his 1,000th career victory on May 
12 when CaUfornia Cool led every step of 
a $5,000 claimer. In the winner’s circle, 
assistant trainer Brooke Boyer held a sign 
commemorating Shuman’s achievement as 
the trainer opted for fatherly duties, taking 
his son to a doctor for a routine ear proce¬ 
dure. 

Shuman, 40, burst onto the local scene 
in 2002. Training privately for the proUfic 
Michael GiU, Shuman won 225 races in 
2003. Among Shuman’s best charges has 
been Circle Z Stable’s 2007 Preakness 
starter Xchanger, a multiple graded stakes 
winner of $774,990. 

Shuman won six races from 28 starts at 
PimUco’s spring meet. 

POCKET PATCH PERKY 
IN CLARK VICTORY 

Trainer FUnt Stites took the Maryland 
MiUion Turf with Pocket Patch last fall 
and promptly put away the son of Parmer’s 
Hero. Six months later, on AprU 30, the 
long-striding gelding set off in the $50,000 
Henry Clark Stakes at 10-1 and arrived a 
three and half-length winner over Safety 
Valve. 

Ridden by Jonathan Joyce, Pocket Patch 
tracked Crimson Comic for most of the 
trip, then surged past; he covered the mile 
in 1:40.04 over a good course. Lonely 
Whistle finished third, favorite Baletti 
fourth and 2010 Maryland-bred turf cham¬ 
pion Ben’s Cat fifth. 

“He was training really well, and I’m 
glad it was just a mUe,” Stites said. “He 
Ukes the soft turf; everything worked out 
well for him. 

“I think he’s getting better. He’s always 
been pretty good physically, but men- 
taUy he’s matured a lot—he’s settled down 
a lot, he’s ratable now, he enjoys training 
every day. HopefuUy we’ll get back to the 
Maryland MiUion Turf again. I think about 
it aU year long.” 

Owned and bred by Chuck McGiU, 
Pocket Patch earned his fifth victory from

21 starts and pushed his winnings to 
$237,860. It was a special win for McGill 
and wife Mary Welby, who’d started in the 
business with Clark in the early 1990s. A 
respected mainstay on the Mid-Atlantic 
circuit, Clark was inducted into the Racing 
HaU of Fame in 1982 after training such 
luminaries as Tempted, Obeah, Endine, 
Light Flearted and Linkage. 

From those early days as owner, Welby 
decided to apprentice under the learned 
Clark and eventually got a trainer’s license. 

‘dt meant a lot to win this race,” McGill 
said. ‘Tt was just one of those things-fate 
put us in that position.” 

The McGdls usually breed about five 
mares from their Upperco farm. Chuck 
said that Pocket Patch, a Pennsylvania-bred 
out of the Riverman mare Cynicism, typi¬ 
fies his family history as a late bloomer. 

Stites and Joyce combined for three 
victories that week, scoring as well with 
Unwavering Hope and Calmafterthestorm. 

TONI’S THE WON SPLENDID 
ON THE GRASS 

Team Valor and Graham Motion aren’t 
the only ones capitaHAng on the breed¬ 
ing prowess of staUion Leroidesanimaux. 
Sure, the Brazilian-bred champion miler 
threw Derby winner Animal Kingdom. 
He also begot Toni’s the Won, who won a 
tough allowance race on Preakness Day for 
Marvin and Robert Ferguson Stables LLC 
and trainer Kieron Magee. The 3-year-old 
filly handled older rivals, winning by a nose 
over Perfect Measure in the turf sprint. At 
4.10-1, she covered five furlongs in :59.42, 
the course deemed good. 

“It’s the first horse for the two guys,” 
Magee said. “They worked on the race 
track as kids. They reahzed they wanted 
more than to work on the race track, and 
they both started a httle business and 
saved a little money. What a great story, 
for $10,000. A friend of mine, [Equibase 
chart-caUer] Keith Feusde, called me about 
her, said, ‘Hey, take a look at her breeding.’ 
He gets all the credit.” 

Based at Pimlico, Magee claimed the 
$6,000 yearling for $10,000 in March and 
immediately switched her to the turf. Out 
of the Housebuster mare House Virgin, 
Toni’s the Won took a $20,000 claimer in 
her first start for her present connections, 
then a first-level allowance on May 1. 
Twenty days later, she made it three-for- 
three for Magee and the Fergusons. 

‘We’ve had calls from Kentucky to sell 
her,” Magee said. “She’s got so much heart; 
she puts her ears back and leaves it all on 


the race track. She’s improving... and she’s 
bred to go long.” 

Magee won six races with 26 starters 
during Pimlico’s spring meet. On Black- 
Eyed Susan Day, he managed another 
short turf allowance victory with the vet¬ 
eran Brogue. Brad Garber’s 7-year-old 
gelding, by Menifee out of Scottish (by 
Pembroke), galloped home by six and a 
quarter lengths for his sixth career score. 

GETUPWITHTHESUN 
DAWNS VIVIDLY 

Getupwiththesun got up with the win 
on May 12, trouncing six juvenile foes for 
owner Kirk Sheehan and trainer Robert 
Leaf Jr. 

Bred in Maryland by Charles and 
Cynthia McGinnes, the 2-year-old son 


of Dance With Ravens and the Crafty 
Prospector mare Winnie D. led every step 
to take the $30,000 maiden special weight 
by eight and a quarter lengths over Coach 
Fridge. Hark the Herald was five lengths 
back in third. 

In his debut on April 16, Getupwith¬ 
thesun finished second to another son of 
Dance With Ravens, the heavily backed 
Threeanddonedan, from the 2-year-old 
engine room of John Salzman Jr. 

ANOTHER FRIEDMAN ‘RESCUE’ 

John Friedman, a former Washington, 
DC., firefighter, pulled triple duty when 
Rescue Squad One scored in an allowance 
race on April 28. Bred, owned and trained 
in Maryland by Friedman, Rescue Squad 
One handled eight rivals to win by a half- 
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length for jockey Forest Boyce. Macho Star 
wound up second, with Our Repent third. 

Rescue Squad One broke his maiden in 
the faU for a $16,000 tag, then dabbled in 
the allowance ranks for four starts before 
dropping back down into the claiming 
ranks during the winter at Laurel, where 
he won for a $15,000 tag. Returned to the 


allowance division, the son of Rock Slide 
and Teresa’s Angel (by Valley Crossing) 
finished third in the mud on April 9 before 
winning his third career race.

WILSON SHOWS HEART IN 
FEMALE JOCKEY CHALLENGE 

mma-Jayne Wilson managed two 
notable feats at Pimlico Race Course 
on May 20, Black-Eyed Susan Day: 
She made $10,000 by winning the inau¬ 
gural Female Jockey Challenge, then gave 
it away. 

Wilson, from Brampton, Ontario, fin¬ 
ished first or second in the point stand¬ 
ings in three of four races to outpoint 
Maryland standout Forest Boyce, 28-24. 
Hayley Turner, who flew in from England 
for the Challenge, was third with 21 points. 


A sister event to the Lady Legends for 
the Cure Race II, the Female Jockey Chal¬ 
lenge was part of The People’s Pink Party, 
a cooperative between Pimlico and Susan 
G. Komen for the Cure, the world’s largest 
breast cancer organization, to help raise 
money and awareness to fight the disease. 

In the spirit of the undertaking, Wilson 
donated her $10,000 winner’s share to the 
Komen organization. 

^We’re aU out here to raise money for a 
good cause, and to put our game out there 
in the limelight,” she said. ‘‘They put up a 
lot of money for this kind of event, and 


I really respect them for that. This way, I 
can return the gesture right back to them.” 

Rosie Napravnik and Vicky Baze (16 
points each) tied for fourth, and Chantal 
Sutherland (13) finished sixth. 

Twelve points were awarded for finish¬ 
ing first among Challenge participants, 
six for second, four for third and three 
for fourth in four specified races. Riders 
whose mounts were scratched received 
the same number of points, if any, as the 
finisher of the Challenge favorite. 

“I’ve been in a couple of these chal¬ 
lenges in the past, and it’s always about the 
draw,” said Wilson, 30. “Sometimes, you 
just get lucky.” 

Wilson won the 2005 Eclipse Award 
and Canada’s Sovereign Award in 2005 and 
2006 as champion apprentice jockey. In 
2007, she became the first female to ride 
the winner of the historic Queen’s Plate, 
opening race of Canada’s Triple Crown. 

Over eight years, Wilson has won 807 
races and her mounts more than $38 mil¬ 
lion in purses. 

In special wagering on the four-race 
Challenge, Wilson paid $21.80 for the win 
on a $2 bet. The Wilson-Boyce exacta was 
worth $108.80. 

A CAUSE TO CELEBRATE: 
WILEY-WAGNER WINS 
LADY LEGENDS RACE 

On May 20, a year and a half after 
her final chemotherapy treatment, Mary 
Wiley-Wagner had another reason to cel¬ 
ebrate. She rode Mass Destruction to 
a runaway victory in the $31,000 Lady 
Legends for the Cure Race IF 
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any of five dirt starts to begin her career. 
Switched to the turf in her sixth start, she 
broke her maiden for a $20,000 claim¬ 
ing price, then won the allowance race 
under Joshua Navarro with a one and 
one-sixteenth-mile spin in 1:48.83 over a 
good course. 


Owner/trainer Jeremy GiUam puUed 
off a wild upset on May 5 when 8-year-old 
Spinnaker broke her maiden by nearly four 
lengths under veteran Alberto Delgado. 
The homebred daughter of Sahm propped 
at the point-to-points this spring before 
paying $59.20 in her first official start since 
August. 


A longtime steeplechase participant, 
Gillam campaigned timber horse of the 
year Redgate in 1983 and strikes from 
time to time at the major tracks with his 
unorthodox homebreds. ^

‘‘How did it look? Did it look 
like I was having fun?’’ Wiley- 
Wagner said. “Oh my gosh. This 
is my passion, and to be able to 
come back and do it after cancer, 
damn, it doesn’t get any better.” 

For the second straight year, 
eight retired female jockeys 
competed in a pari-mutuel race 
at Pimhco, the fruit of a parmer- 
ship between the track and Susan 
G. Komen for the Cure. Pimlico 
donated $33,109 to the Komen 
Maryland affiliate, correspond- g 
ing to the amount wagered to | 
win on Mass Destruction. The 
second choice, the 4-year-old 
Great Notion gelding returned 
$7.40 for a $2 win bet. 

The affiliate will direct 75 percent 
toward community outreach programs in 
Maryland; the remaining 25 percent will go 
toward breast cancer research. 

Wiley-Wagner, a Maryland apprentice 
jockey of national prominence in 1983, 
retired in 1997 and was diagnosed with 
breast cancer more than a decade later. 
She had her last chemotherapy session on 
November 22, 2010. 

After riding Mass Destruction to 
a fourth-place finish in the 2010 Lady 
Legends race, she attempted a brief come¬ 
back, winning with one of 17 mounts 
across the Mid-Atlantic. 

Her husband, Maryland starter Bruce 
Wagner, offered advice before this year’s 
Lady Legends race. 

“Bruce sent me a text saying, ‘Keep 
your [rear end] down and ride through the 
wire.’ And I did,” Wiley said after Mass 
Destruction’s six and a half-length win 
over Stone in Love, the favored pacesetter 
ridden by Legends newcomer Abby FuUer, 
the first female jockey to win the New 
York filly Triple Crown with HaU of Famer 
Mom’s Command in 1985. Alicantino was 
another length back in third under Andrea 
Seefeldt-Knight; she and Patti (PJ) Cooksey 
are the only women to have ridden in the 
Kentucky Derby and Preakness Stakes. 


Rock n’ Bid finished fourth under 
Cooksey, a 10-year breast cancer survivor 
and the third-ranked woman all-time with 
2,137 victories. Andjunothat was fifth for 
Barbara Jo Rubin, the first female jockey 
to win a pari-mutuel race (1969), and 
Nights cape sixth for Jennifer Rowland 
Small, a female riding pioneer in Maryland. 
Ladino’s CEO finished seventh under 
Cheryl White, the nation’s first African- 
American female rider, and Call Me Dude 
eighth under Mary Russ-Tor tor a, the first 
woman to ride a Grade 1 stakes winner. 

Gwen Jocson, who made the 2010 Lady 
Legends race her 764th victory, tore hand 
ligaments exercising horses and didn’t ride. 
But she was on hand for the race. 

After Maryland-bred Mass Destruction 
became her 277th winner with a six-fur¬ 
long run in 1:12.44, an ecstatic Wiley- 
Wagner said she wasn’t planning another 
comeback despite playful encouragement 
from Donald Barr, who trains the winner 
for Walter Vieser 11. 

“She rode him perfectly,” Barr said. 
“She got him away good and let him run 
down the lane. ... I think everyone should 
be happy. These girls worked awful hard 
for a long time to ride in this race. People 
don’t reali 2 e how tiring it is. I give them a 
lot of credit. They did a heU of a job.”

Susan Faber was named Ms. Preakness 
Pink Warrior, serving as official ambassa¬ 
dor at events related to the 136th Preakness 
Stakes. 

The title of Ms. Preakness Pink Warrior 
replaced that of Miss Preakness in 2010 
to honor breast cancer survivors and oth¬ 
ers who have helped those with the dis¬ 
ease. The title draws from the Candy 
Coburn song “Pink Warrior.” 

Faber learned of her breast cancer 
on April 9, 2010, the same day her late 
mother was told that her breast cancer 
had recurred and spread to her bones. 
Faber was judged the Ms. Preakness Pink 
Warrior contest winner for an essay that 
illuminated her experience with the disease 
and, simultaneously, her mother’s. Faber 
also has worked hard to help raise funds 
for research and to enlighten women on 
prevention and awareness. 

As Ms. Preakness Pink Warrior, Faber 
represented the Maryland Jockey Club at 
official Preakness events throughout the 
week, among them the post position draw 
and Alibi Breakfast.

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PADDY O’PRADO TAKES 
A BOW, THEN EXITS

T wo days of festivities, entertainment 
and 13-race cards gave fans many 
choices leading up to the Preakness 
Stakes-G1 on May 20 and May 21, and the 
weather eventually cooperated, although 
enough rain had fallen earlier in the week 
to cause several turf races, while kept on 
the grass, to lose entries due to yielding 
conditions, especially on Friday A total of 
14 added-money races, worth a combined 
$1.4 million, supported the $1 million 
classic. 

DIXIE/PREAKNESS DOUBLE 

Trainer Dale Romans never had a 
Preakness starter until 2010, when he 
brought two. The formidable First Dude 
ran an incredible race to finish second to 
Lookin At Lucky. The ^‘turf ” horse, Paddy 
O’Prado, was the more favored of the 
Roman runners after finishing third in the 
Kentucky Derby-Gl. He ran a frustrating 


sixth and then returned to the grass, where 
he flourished and gained a lot of respect. 

Donegal Racing’s Paddy O’Prado was 
one of the nation’s best grass horses of 
2010 after winning the likes of the Grade 1 
Secretariat Stakes, Grade 2 Virginia Derby 
and Colonial Turf Cup, and finishing sec¬ 
ond against older runners in the Joe Hirsch 
Turf Classic Invitational Stakes-Gl. For 
his final start of the year, the gray colt 
returned to the Churchill Downs dirt sur¬ 
face and finished a respectable fifth in the 
Breeders’ Cup Classic-Gl. 

Romans elected to once again bring 
Paddy O’Prado to Pimlico, but the 4-year- 
old’s season began on the turf as he went 
postward for the 110th running of the 
$200,000 Grade 2 Dixie Stakes, one race 
before the Preakness. Facing six rivals 
with credentials falling far short of his 
own, Paddy O’Prado was installed the 3-5 
favorite. 


As the sharp-looking former claimer 
Baryshnikov took the field on their way 
for the mile and an eighth over a course 
rated good, Kent Desormeaux allowed 
the favorite to gallop at the back end of 
the field. The fractions were as soft as the 
course, with an opening quarter in :24.76, 
the half in :49.07, with Paddy O’Prado 13 
lengths off the leader, and three-quarters 
in a pedestrian 1:14.21. 

Baryshnikov stiU had plenty of steam 
as the field rounded the far turn, as Paddy 
O’Prado accelerated and came wide into 
the stretch with dead aim on the leader. 

It took every ounce of Paddy O’Prado’s 
ability to reel in Baryshnikov, but he was 
drawing away at the finish to win by a 
length and a half. ‘T wasn’t comfortable 
until they hit the wire,” said Romans. 

‘‘He’s ama 2 ing. It makes no differ¬ 
ence—Grade 1 race on Poly, the Classic 
on dirt, multiple-stakes wins on turf —he’s 
just a phenomenal horse,” continued the 
trainer. “This is the start of a great year, I 
hope. The turf condition did concern me 
a bit. We just wanted him to run his race, 
relax early and follow Kent’s commands 
and that’s what he did.” 

The Romans daily double of Paddy 
O’Prado and Preakness winner Shackleford 
paid $65.20. 

Unfortunately, the race turned out to 
be the final one of Paddy O’Prado’s career 
§ when x-rays taken the next day revealed a 
^ sesamoid injury in the right foreleg. The 
colt appeared fine immediately after the 
race, observed Romans, but a veterinarian 
noticed the colt was soon limping badly, 
leading to the decision to have the x-ray. 

From 14 lifetime starts, Paddy O’Prado 
earned $1,721,297. The son of leading sire 
El Prado (Ire) is out of the graded stakes- 
winning Prized mare Fun House. 

UP AND COMING FILLY HAS 
THE RIGHT CONNECTIONS 

Royal Delta, by Belmont Stakes-Gl win¬ 
ner Empire Maker out of multiple graded 
stakes winner Delta Princess, a daughter of 
A.P Indy who earned $740,918, has aU the 
makings of a rising star. She was a picture 
on the track before the feature on Friday, 
the Grade 2 Black-Eyed Susan Stakes, and 
the lightly raced dark bay had her picture 
taken in the infield winner’s circle after 
capturing the $250,000 stakes in stylish 
fashion. 

The slight favorite over Wyomia, a 
graded stakes winner and Grade 1-placed 
filly with JuHen Leparoux in the irons. 
Royal Delta lost to Wyomia in their only 
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Royal Delta, ridden by Jose Lezcano, makes the Black-Eyed Susan-G2 her third win in four starts. The 
filly is by Belmont Stakes-G1 hero Empire Maker out of multiple graded stakes winner Delta Princess. 


meeting, the Suncoast Stakes at Tampa 
Bay in March. But the Pahdes Investments 
N.V Inc. homebred had been training 
forwardly since. She capmred her previ¬ 
ous start, a mile and a sixteenth allowance 
at Keeneland in April, and posted a bul¬ 
let work at Belmont under Hall of Fame 
trainer Bill Motfs watchful eye 12 days 
before her Maryland start. 

‘We thought she was a nice filly early 
on, but soon reahzed she was a tittle bet¬ 
ter than we thought,” noted Mott after 
the race. 

With Jose Lezcano in the irons. Royal 
Delta just glided behind the three paceset¬ 
ters—Hot Summer, Wyomia and Buster’s 
Ready — as they posted solid fractions in the 
mile and an eighth stakes. With a rush, she 
closed on Hot Summer after three-quarters 
in 1:10.34 and opened up in midstretch, 
then held a reraUying Buster’s Ready safe 
to win by two and a half lengths. Hot 
Summer was third. Royal Delta stopped 
the clock in 1:49.60. 

It was the third win in four career starts 
for Royal Delta, who swept to a 12-length 
score at Belmont Park in her only start at 
2. She has earnings of $219,600. 

DEJA VU IN THE SCHAEFER 

Albert Stall saddled a good-looking 
bay homebred for Adele Dilschneider for 
the Grade 3 William Donald Schaefer on 
the Preakness undercard, hoisted Garrett 
Gomez aboard, and watched as he roared 
home to get the win. Again. In 2010, it was 
fumre Breeders’ Cup Classic-Gl winner 
and champion older horse Blame (who 
was co-owned and co-bred by Claiborne 
Farm); in 2011, it was Apart. 

Both colts came into Pimlico from 
their Kentucky base with solid credentials, 
having been multiple graded winners at 3, 
and looking to improve at 4. Apart, a son 
of Claiborne Farm sire Flatter, came into 
this year’s edition of the $100,000 Schaefer 
Memorial with a bit more seasoning than 
Blame, having made three starts, all stakes, 
in 2011, and hitting the board in aU three, 
including the New Orleans Handicap-G2 
and Mineshaft Handicap-G3 at Fair 
Grounds. 

“I told Garrett, he’s been on the money 
lately so ride him with confidence,” said 
Stall. “I think he’ll be a better horse by the 
end of the year and the farther he goes.” 

Apart, the 6-5 favorite, stalked a slow 
pace set by second-choice Cotizeo, surged 
around the far turn to join Cotizeo, then 
battled that one to the wire, getting the 


victory by a neck. The final time of 1:43.70 
was .30 seconds slower than Blame’s mark. 

A winner of three consecutive stakes 
at 3, topped by the Grade 2 Super Derby, 
Apart has been third or better in nine of 
his dozen starts, and has earned $640,018. 

“This is a good spot. I tike where the 
race sits on the calendar, besides the fun we 
have in Baltimore,” said Stall. 

GALLORETTE HAS EUROPEAN FEEL 

The Irish-bred filly No Explaining, 
trained by Roger Attfield, had come close 
to winning four stakes races, but couldn’t 
quite get there, having to settle for third 
in each. For the $100,000 Gallorette 
Handicap-G3 on Preakness Day, the 
Harlequin Ranches filly got there. 

“It was a perfect trip,” said winning 
rider John Velazquez. “There were a cou¬ 
ple of speedy horses in there and I had to 
bide my time thinking that the good horses 
are coming from behind anyway. At the 
quarter pole, I put her in the clear and she 
put in a good fight.” 

No Explaining rated behind frontrun¬ 
ners My Sweet Nenana and Baltimore 
Belle, quickened to take the lead at the top 
of the stretch, then held off late charging 
Desert Sage (GB) and Dyna Waltz (GB), 
who finished in a dead heat for second, a 
length behind the winner. The time for the 
mile and a sixteenth over the good course 
was 1:46.65. 


It was the first stakes win for No 
Explaining, who started her career in 
England and was well beaten in her first 
two starts. Since then she has five wins and 
four thirds in nine outings for earnings 
totalling $228,615. 

The favorite, 2010 Breeders’ Cup 
FiUy and Mare Turf-Gl winner Shared 
Account, gave her seven rivals from nine 
to 12 pounds in her first start of the year 
and finished fourth. Her trainer, Graham 
Motion, noted that because of the weight, 
“We knew we were up against it. We were 
worried about it, but unformnately we 
didn’t have another option. If we had, I 
probably would have taken it. 

“This is all about getting her started. 
She’s going to go a mile and a quarter 
the rest of the way,” said Motion. Shared 
Account started her 2010 campaign with a 
fourth-place finish in the Gallorette. 

CALIFORNIA SPEEDSTER 

The $100,000 Maryland Sprint Handi- 
cap-G3 was tike a high speed chase—with 
California invader Ventana, the 1.60-1 
favorite, always one step ahead of the other 
eight runners. And even with an objection 
by Travis Dunkelberger on close runner- 
up Immortal Eyes, Ventana couldn’t get 
caught. 

Trained by Bob Baffert for owners Karl 
Watson, Mike Pegram and Paul Weitman 
and ridden by Martin Garcia, the same 
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Apart gives trainer Aibert Stall Jr. his second straight victory in the William 
Donald Schaefer-G3. Last year’s winner, Blame, became champion older male.

connections who were in the winner’s 
circle following the 2010 Preakness with 
Lookin At Lucky, Ventana came east after 
facing tough competition in graded sprints 
in California, in which he was fourth twice 
and third once since January 

“California sprinters are pretty tough,” 
commented Baffert. “Fve got to move 
them around. I thought it would be a good 
fit for him to come here. It was a last- 
minute thing to bring him.” 

Ventana turned in a bullet work on 
May 10 at Hollywood Park, and was eager 
to go in the six-furlong Maryland sprint. 
Blasting out of the gate, the burly son 
of Pennsylvania sire Toccet out of the 
Maryland-bred Polish Numbers mare Full 
Figure battled D. Wayne Lukas-trained 
Delong Road through fractions of 
:22.84 and :45.75. By the time he shook 
loose from that rival, he was joined by 
Bowie-based Immortal Eyes, a Damon 
Dilodovico-trained 20-1 longshot who set 
a track record in his previous outing at 
Charles Town. 

Ventana and Immortal Eyes ding- 
donged through the stretch, with Ventana 
appearing to drift out slightly and brush 
Immortal Eyes at one point, but the result 
stood. 

“Oh, he came out a little bit, but not 
enough. He just barely came out; he 
[Garcia] grabbed him right away,” noted 
Baffert. “He lost his whip.” 

Ventana hit the wire in 1:09.88, .88 sec¬ 
onds off of Northern Wolf’s 21-year-old 
track record. It was more than five lengths 
back to third-placed China. 

The 5-year-old Ventana has started 19 
times during his career; he recorded his 


second stakes win, having taken the Potrero 
Grande Breeders’ Cup Handicap-G2 at 
Santa Anita in 2010. He boosted his career 
earnings to $366,002. 

SUPER EFFORT IN DUPONT 

The $100,000 Allaire duPont Distaff 
Stakes-G3 attracted a small but select field 
of fillies and mares, with the main attrac¬ 
tion being the imposing, and somewhat 
enigmatic, chestnut mare Life At Ten. 

The 6-year-old daughter of Malibu 
Moon was one of the best older mares in 
the country in 2010, but gained notoriety 
for her Breeders’ Cup Ladies Classic-Gl 
debacle, in which rider John Velazquez 
expressed concern over the mare’s pre-race 
warm up, then galloped the second-choice 
around the track during the race. 

Life At Ten returned to the races in 
April and finished a weU-beaten second 
in a Gulfstream Park allowance, a race 
she should have won easily. But trainer 
Todd Pletcher was undaunted and sent 
the Candy DeBartolo runner to Pimlico. 
Bettors embraced her, sending her off as 
the even-money favorite. 

Pletcher had the winner, it just wasn’t 
Life At Ten. 

Super Espresso, owned by super chef 
Bobby Flay, rallied from next-to-last in the 
field of six to take the duPont Distaff by 
three-quarters of a length over 2009 Black- 
Eyed Susan Stakes-G2 winner Payton 
d’Oro. Life At Ten showed a bit more of 
her old self, but faded to third in the mile 
and a sixteenth test run in a solid 1:42.85. 

Ridden by former Pimlico regular 
Ramon Dominguez, Super Espresso was 
the second longest shot on the board at 


11-1, but Pletcher noted if you ignored 
her last race on turf, “She’s been a steadily 
improving filly. She trained well leading 
up to this, so we’re not shocked that she 
ran well.” In her three prior starts on the 
main track at Aqueduct this past winter, 
the 4-year-old daughter of MedagHa d’Oro 
had wins in allowance and stakes company 
and was also third in a stakes. 

Bred by Liberation Farm and Stonewall 
Farm in Kentucky, Super Espresso had 
been sold as a yearling at Keeneland 
in 2008 for $1.1 million. She is out of 
Amizette (by Forty Niner), the last foal out 
of the blue hen mare Courtly Dee. In just a 
dozen starts. Super Espresso has four wins, 
a second and three thirds, and increased 
her earnings to $185,360. 

As for Dfe At Ten, all Pletcher could 
say was, “I didn’t see much excuse. I’m just 
hoping she needs a race or two to round 
back into form. It was obviously a little 
disappointing.” 

SPEEDY CAT IN CHICK LANG 

Owner/breeder Everett (Eb) Novak 
and trainer Ben W. Perkins Jr. know plenty 
about talented sprinters. They have been 
churning them out for years now, exam¬ 
ples being Frank J. De Francis Memorial 
Dash-Gl winners Delaware Township and 
Wildcat Heir. Another one showed up at 
Pimlico on May 21. 

Vengeful Wildcat, racing in Novak’s 
familiar purple New Farm colors with 
regular rider Carlos Marquez Jr. up, gut¬ 
ted out a thrilling stretch run to take the 
$100,000 Chick Lang Stakes for 3-year-olds 
by a neck over a stubborn Chipshot. They 
negotiated the six furlongs in 1:10.54. 
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What’s that brewing in the Aiiaire duPont Distaff-G3? Super Espresso, chef 
Bobby Fiay’s 4-year-oid Medaglia d’Oro filly and a $1.1 million yearling. 


California-based favorite Ventana (inside) overcame the tenacity of Immortal 
Eyes and a jockey’s objection in the Maryland Sprint Handicap-G3. 


‘When he put his head in front, I knew 
it was ours. Each time he gets better and 
better/’ said Marquez. 

Vengeful Wildcat, described by his 
trainer as “a pretty honest tittle sucker,” 
got his third win in six starts and has never 
been worse than third. Five of his starts 
were in stakes races, and include placings in 
the Grade 3 Sapling and Bay Shore Stakes. 
By champion Vindication out of New 
Farm homebred Wild Snitch, a graded 
stakes winner by Forest Wildcat, Vengeful 
Wildcat has amassed $232,750. 

CHINGLISH MAKES 
STATEMENT IN MURPHY 

Three-year-olds were once again in the 
spotiight one race after the Chick Lang, 
with $100,000 on the tine in the grassy, 
one-mile James W Murphy Stakes. 

Sorting out the field of nine facing a 
rain-softened mrf course proved some¬ 
what of a challenge, and favoritism fell to 
the only graded winner on the grass, Joes 
Blazing Aaron, who had the services of 
top turf rider Julien Leparoux. The Mike 
Maker charge gave it everything he had, 
setting all the early fractions, but gave way 
in deep stretch just as Chingtish was kick¬ 
ing in. 

Chingtish’s momentum carried him to a 
two and three-quarter-length victory under 
John Velazquez. One of the early pace¬ 
setters, Maryland-based Sagamore runner 
Humble and Hungry, was a game second 
and Master Dunker raUied from last to 
get up for third while Joes Blazing Aaron 
wound up fifth. Chingtish covered the dis¬ 
tance in 1:40.05. 


Owned by Jerry and Ronald Frankel 
and trained by Mark Hennig, Chingtish 
paid $19.60 as the fifth choice in the field. 

“I was concerned about how he’d han¬ 
dle the turf because we ran one yesterday, 
and it’s one of those courses where some 
horses are going to tike it and some aren’t,” 
said Hennig. “I was pretty confident when 
I saw him going around the first turn, 
because he was a lot closer than he’s been 
in some races. He’d been a bit of a clown 
in his early races, but the blinkers helped 
with that.” 

The Murphy Stakes was the first stakes 
appearance for the son of War Front, who 
took four starts to break his maiden, that 
coming in March at Gulfstream Park. A 
six-figure sales horse (he sold as a weanling 
for $125,000, a yearling for $145,000 and 
a 2-year-old for $225,000), Chingtish is a 
half-brother to Grade 2 Swaps Breeders’ 
Cup Stakes winner Tres Borrachos. In six 
starts, he has two wins and earnings of 
$94,155. 

TURF SPRINT SHOWCASES 
MARYLAND-BRED BEN’S CAT 

Friday, May 20, may have been ladies’ 
day, but Ben’s Cat showed his muscles in 
the $75,000 Jim McKay Turf Sprint, driv¬ 
ing through the stretch to win with ears 
pricked by two lengths. He completed 
the five furlongs over the yielding turf in 
:59.71. 

It didn’t appear Ben’s Cat was very 
comfortable when he left the gate under 
Jeremy Rose, and trailed the five-horse 
field decimated by scratches due to the 
soft course. But the leaders were putting up 


pretty quick splits, which allowed the dark 
bay Maryland-bred to reel them in. 

Owner/breeder/trainer King Leather- 
bury wasn’t sure about his chances: “I was 
concerned when he was last, then next to 
last, then last. It did not look tike he was 
kicking in. Then [Rose] swung him wide in 
the stretch and he started rolling. 

‘T thought he would win, but that was a 
special win,” said Leatherbury. “He’s done 
that a couple of times when he’s fired in 
the stretch and rolled away. It’s beautiful 
when you see that. It’s very thrilting.” 

Ben’s Cat has rolled to victory in 10 of 
his 14 career starts, five of them stakes, and 
aU since May 2010. The most recent score 
increased the Parker’s Storm Cat gelding’s 
bankroll to $316,230. 

MISS PREAKNESS 
WINNER IN THE PINK 

Five stakes for the “ladies” anchored 
the Friday card, and eight 3-year-old fil¬ 
lies lined up for the first, the $50,000 
Miss Preakness Stakes. E. Paul Robsham 
Stables LLC’s R Holiday Mood, a supple¬ 
mental nominee from the formidable team 
of Todd Pletcher and John Velazquez, 
was somewhat overlooked at 4.60-1, and 
burned those who ignored her with a hard- 
fought winning drive. She completed the 
six furlongs in 1:12.12. 

Final Mesa, winner of four of five 
starts —three in stakes—including her most 
recent, the Grade 3 Old Hat at Gulfstream 
Park in January, was the justifiable 4-5 
favorite. The Wesley Ward-trainee burst 
from the gate and set quick fractions, but 
was always hounded and finally cracked as 
both R Holiday Mood and Chip Reed and 
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Vengeful Wildcat, another crackerjack sprinter for owner/breeder Eb Novak 
and trainer Ben Perkins Jr., has a neck on Chipshot in the Chick Lang Stakes.

R Holiday Mood won the Out Ruled 
Stakes going a mile and 70 yards at 
Aqueduct in March, and Fletcher noted, 
‘‘Looking at her, I always thought she was 
a fast filly that would show speed when she 
stretched out. The only time we sprinted 
her was on a sloppy track that I don’t think 
she appreciated.” In that six-furlong race. 


her debut last December, R Holiday Mood 
finished third. The daughter of Trippi out 
of the DanHg mare Polish Holiday is now 
a two-time stakes winner in five outings. 

MATURITY SHOWS IN 
THE VERY ONE 

Fillies and mares sprinted five furlongs 
on the turf in the $50,000 The Very One 
Stakes, and at the finish, the oldest of the 
eight runners crossed the wire first. 

Sandy VaUey Farms’s Su 22 ona, a 7-year- 
old Laurel Park-based mare from the barn 


of Ben Feliciano, kept in touch with the 
early leaders before charging to the lead 
in midstretch. Favorite Rose Catherine, 
one of the top turf-sprinting fillies in the 
nation, made her run then gave way. But 
Su 22 ona had to turn back the threat of a 
fast-closing Supreme to get the win by a 
neck. She stopped the clock over the yield¬ 
ing turf in 1:00.41. 

A Kentucky-bred daughter of The 
Name’s Jimmy, Su 22 ona was ridden by 
Julian Pimentel, who praised his mount. 
“What a nice horse. She’s honest, tries hard 
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every time out. She was in a really good 
spot throughout and finished up great.’’ 
The duo just missed when finishing second 
by a neck in the same race in 2010. 

The veteran chesmut mare has made 
40 starts over six years, and scored 18 
wins. She got her first stakes victory last 
December in the Lightning City Stakes at 
Tampa Bay Downs and has earned her 
$403,765 the hard way, mostly in allowance 
and claiming company. 

HILLTOP SHOWCASES EXCITED 

The final hve race on the Friday card, 
the $50,000 Hilltop Stakes for 3-year-old 
fillies on the turf, was a popular affair, as 11 
lined up on the yielding turf course. 

Installed as the 9-5 favorite was the 
classy filly Excited, Michael Tabor’s daugh¬ 
ter of Giant’s Causeway who had shown 
such promise at 2 that she competed in a 
graded stakes race in her second start. She 
entered the HiUtop with five top-three fin¬ 


ishes in seven starts, but was in search of 
her first stakes win. 

Excited was exciting as she accom¬ 
plished that feat, sweeping to a three and 
three-quarter-length victory over the late- 
running Pink Pallet, who rallied from last 
to get second over another late-closing 
runner, Blushandbashful. It took the Todd 
Pietcher-trained Excited 1:49.48 to com¬ 
plete the mile and a sixteenth, the slowest 
since 2006 (the winner that year was anoth¬ 
er Pie tcher runner. Ebony Rose). The win 
provided Pletcher and rider John Vela 2 que 2 
a stakes double for the day. ‘‘That was not 
an easy race,” revealed Vela 2 que 2 . “She 
would hit spots and lose momentum. She 
stumbled plenty throughout the race. I just 
wanted to be close enough to make one big 
move. She ran great down the lane.” 

Pletcher knows Excited well, having 
also trained her mother, the multiple stakes 
winner Path of Thunder, a full sister to 
Breeders’ Cup Distaff Stakes-Gl winner 


Spain. “. . . It’s rewarding when you get 
that second generation. She’s a homebred 
of Mr. Tabor’s,” said Pletcher. “I know 
he always enjoys winning with the home- 
breds.” 

MARYLAND-BRED STARTER

One and one-sixteenth-mile starter 
handicaps restricted to Maryland-bred run¬ 
ners were carded on Black-Eyed Susan 
Stakes Day and Preakness Day. Fillies and 
mares competed in the Kattegat’s Pride 
on Friday, with John Sal 2 man Jr.’s Silver 
Partner, ridden by Ramon Domingue 2 , 
driving to a two-length victory. Katherine 
Sancuk’s No Brakes took an exciting 
renewal of the Deputed Testamony on 
Saturday by a neck.

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LEBARRON SADDLES 
A MILESTONE AT 
PARX RACING

T he first victory for Calvin’s Dream, 
on May 16 at Parx Racing, was the 
1,000th for trainer Keith LeBarron. 
Calvin’s Dream broke his maiden with a 
flourish in the slop, drawing off to a three 
and a half-length score in a quick 1:09.94 
for six furlongs. It was a win-win scenario 
for the LeBarrons: Wife Susan, the owner, 
got a $27,000 check, and husband Keith a 
milestone victory. 

Keith LeBarron’s horses have run regu¬ 
larly at the Bensalem track for nearly two 
decades. He saddled his first horse in 
1976 —his runners have earned more than 
$10 million since. His two best years have 
been the last two, with his runners earning 
more than $1 million each season. 

This year has been especially produc¬ 
tive. LeBarron has won with 31 percent of 
his starters; in March, he sent Movin’ Out 
to victory in the $75,000 Bensalem Stakes. 


The 4-year-old gelding Calvin’s Dream 
intensified LeBarron’s colorful season. 
Under apprentice Rosario Montanez, the 
chesmut son of Lite the Fuse stalked the 
pace through the first quarter mile, then 
took the lead and quickly opened up by 
two lengths in midstretch. He passed the 
wire well ahead of first-time starter Fear 
Monger, with Mr. Valentine another five 
and a half lengths back in third. 

Out of the Two Davids mare Real 
Dream Girl and bred in Pennsylvania by E. 
Marie Morrison, Calvin’s Dream is a half- 
brother to stakes winner Neeyo, an earner 
of $140,606, and Stormy Prince, who has 
amassed $198,675. 

“I lost the mare due to foaling com¬ 
plications last year,” said Morrison, who 
owns a 20-acre farm in Coatesville. Pa., 
in Chester County. ‘‘My husband and I 
named him after Calvin Borel, because he 


was born on the day [May 5, 2007] that 
Borel won his first Derby [aboard Street 
Sense].” 

LeBarron claimed Calvin’s Dream for 
$40,000 on April 23 from Ghost Pines 
Stable and trainer Dee Curry, the race 
before his maiden-breaker. From five 
lifetime starts, Calvin’s Dream has won 
$55,472. 

HERE’S A TIP: 

ANN’S SMART DANCER 

Promising filly Ann’s Smart Dancer got 
her second victory in two starts, capturing 
a $58,480 conditional allowance sprint on 
April 26. 

Fourth choice in a six-horse field, Ann’s 
Smart Dancer broke sharply with jockey 
Frankie Pennington, engaged three other 
rivals through most of the six-furlong 
race, battled bravely in the stretch and 
edged clear for a three-quarter-length vic¬ 
tory over Star Recruit. Queen Cleopatra 
was third and favored All Around Fancy 
fourth. 

A 3-year-old daughter of Dance With 
Ravens and the Ide mare Bennington, 
Ann’s Smart Dancer completed six fur¬ 
longs in 1:10.03, paid $12.60 to win and 
increased her earnings to $66,480. She won 
her debut on April 2 by five and a quarter 
lengths for trainer Robert E. (Butch) Reid. 

The filly was bred by Russell B. Harris, 
longtime handicapper for the New York 
Daily News', his son, Craig, former handi¬ 
capper for the Philadelphia Inquirer and now 
purveyor of a daily tip-sheet covering Parx 
Racing and Delaware Park, and Craig’s son, 
Jeffrey, a licensed trainer. 

Craig Harris, who handicapped under 
the surname Donnelly, had claimed 
Bennington for $7,500 at Parx, but she 
fracmred a sesamoid in the race and was 
retired for breeding. 

Ann’s Smart Dancer, named after Craig 
Harris’s late wife, Ann, was foaled and 
raised in West Grove, Pa., at Walnut Green, 
the farm of Mark Reid, Butch’s brother. 
Bennington has a Fairbanks yearling fiUy, a 
Toccet suckling colt, and was bred back to 
Fairbanks this year. 

DIVA’S GOLD GLISTENS 

Butch Reid, who enjoyed an excellent 
spring at Parx Racing, saddled another 
impressive winner on May 17 when Kasey 
K Racing Stable’s Diva’s Gold triumphed 
in a $40,080 starter allowance at one mile 
over a sloppy surface. 

With Pennington up, the 5-year-old 
daughter of Tenpins and Subtie Song 
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(by Wavering Monarch) sat a stalking trip 
behind the front-running Tyrana, took 
over at the three-quarter mark and drew 
away to a two and a half-length tally over 
At First Speight in 1:38.12. 

Before the win, Diva's Gold had placed 
in three stakes in 2011-the Foxy J. G., 
Sky Beauty and Sleigh Ride. Bred by 2006 
Subtle Song Farmers, Diva's Gold has 
seven wins and a dozen placings from 27 
starts, earning $276,426. 

A RUTHLESS COCO’S SWEETIE 

Coco's Sweetie broke her maiden in 
eye-catching fashion on May 9, taking the 
lead, losing it in midstretch and fighting 
back en route to a five-length victory under 
Joe Hampshire Jr. 

The 3-year-old Tenpins filly, owned 
by Carl Bernstein and Dave Cohen and 
trained by Eddie Coletti Jr., zipped away to 
a one and a half-length lead before being 
headed by Dar, who had been stalking her 
outside. But Coco's Sweetie kicked away 
down the lane, winning as Hampshire 
pleased in 1:42.98 for the mile and 70 
yards. 

Coco's Sweetie was bred in Pennsylvania 
by Walter Downey Jr.'s Tea Party Stable. 
Downey is the breeder and owner of 
Grade 1 millionaire Fabulous Strike, to 
whom Coco's Sweetie is closely related. 

Her dam. Sweet Talkin Babe, is a 
half-sister to Fabulous Find, the dam of 
Fabulous Strike. The broodmares are out 
of the Fire Dancer mare Dial a Babe, 
who has spent most of her fife at Ron 
and Barbara RicHine's Xanthus Farms in 
Gettysburg, Pa., where Fabulous Strike 
was foaled. 

From two hfetime starts. Coco's Sweetie 
has earned $40,500. 

GONDWANAN ANOTHER TOAST 
TO BONNIE HEATH FARM 

Pennsylvania-bred Gondwanan took 
the lead at the start on a sloppy, sealed 
surface and coasted to a near-six-length 
win over Clare Castle in a $40,000 starter 
allowance at one mile and 70 yards on May 
15. Armed Intelligence was third. 

Owned and bred by Florida-based 
Bonnie Heath Farm, Gondwanan justi¬ 
fied his favored status in a field of seven. 
The Anthony Du trow-trained 3-year- 
old, a gelded son of Sabre d'Argent, was 
timed in 1:41.53 with jockey Pennington. 
Gondwanan has two wins, two seconds 
and a third from six starts; he's earned 
$67,718. 


Bonnie Heath Farm, located in Reddick, 
Fla., is an historic breeding estabhshment. 
Run by Bonnie Heath III and his wife, 
Kim, it was founded in the 1950's by 
Heath's late father, Bonnie, who co-owned 
and raced Kentucky Derby winner and 
Hall of Fame inductee Needles. In recent 
years, the farm has raised champions Silver 
Charm and Holy Bull and Grade 1 winner 
Tsunami Slew. 

PARX AGREES TO TERMS ON 
POLLUTION VIOLATIONS 

Parx Casino and Racing and the Penn¬ 
sylvania Department of Environmental 
Protection reached an agreement on May 
16 that resolved multiple violations related 
to Parx's acknowledged pollution of the 
nearby Neshaminy Creek watershed in 
Bucks County. 

In a statement, DEP southeast regional 
director Joseph A. Feola said that Parx 
accepted responsibility for its environmen¬ 
tal violations with a payment of $389,800 
and a binding agreement to complete proj¬ 
ects to prevent future violations. 


The DEP asserted that, beginning in 
July 2008, the race track “was deemed 
responsible for numerous discharges of 
manure-laden water into surface water, 
which polluted an unnamed tributary to 
the Neshaminy Creek. The owners of the 
race track and casino complex also filled 
wetlands, violated DEP orders and failed 
to comply with various environmental 
regulations." 

Parx was cited for other infractions that 
dated to 2001. 

Horsemen will be required to bathe 
horses inside barns, ensuring better man¬ 
agement of water runoff, and manage¬ 
ment must erect a covered manure storage 
building. If the storage building is not 
completed by October 3, Parx could face a 
$100,000 civil penalty. ^

IN FOGGY TIMES, 
HORSES SHINE AT 
MONMOUTH PARK

T hese are uncertain times for Mon¬ 
mouth Park. On May 14, when the 
New Jersey track reopened for its 
66th season, the handover from the state 
to prospective owner Morris Bailey had 
not been completed. The longer-term cal¬ 
endar was muddled. But the bugler played 
on: Trainers saddled their prospects, jock¬ 
eys were given a leg up inside the beautiful 
English walking ring, and horses perse¬ 
vered on the track. 

The first three weekends of the new 
season, although not anticipated as eagerly 
as the 2010 “Elite Summer Meet” with its 
beefy purses, had their share of excite¬ 
ment. Memorial Day weekend, once the 
grand entrance to Monmouth’s summer 
season, ushered in the best cards of the 
meet and some eye-catching performances. 


The first such display took place on 
May 28 in the $70,000 Lamplighter Stakes 
for 3-year-olds on the turf The connections 
that won the Derby with Animal King¬ 
dom-Barry Irwin’s Team Valor Inter¬ 
national and trainer Graham Motion-sent 
in English acquisition Crimson China for a 
soft landing following his troubled fifth- 
place finish in the Blue Grass Stakes-Gl. 

Alan Garcia, the rider for his last two 
stakes engagements, came from New York 
for the caU. Garcia patiently held his charge 
last of five until the field reached the 
top of the stretch, then swung Crimson 
China ($3) widest for a clear path through 
the homestretch. Crimson China quickly 
surged past Beachcombing and crossed the 
wire a length in front, finishing a firm mile 
and a sixteenth in 1:40.73. J Isle was third. 


The grassy fumre for Crimson China 
appears boundless. By Giant’s Causeway 
out of the stakes-winning Mr. Greeley 
mare Parisian Affair, he is likely headed to 
the $600,000 Virginia Derby-G2 on July 16 
at Colonial Downs. 

DECATHLON UPSHOT: 

THIS ONES FOR PHIL 

Like last year, Monmouth’s stakes were 
drawing considerable talent. In the $75,000 
Decathlon on opening day. This Ones for 
Phil, twice the winner of the Sunshine 
Millions Sprint, and Wildcat Brief, third 
in the 2010 Vosburgh Stakes-Gl, locked 
up in an exciting 2011 return for the fleet 
sprinters. 

Hamstrung by injuries the last two 
years. This Ones for Phil had not raced 
since March 13, 2010. But, in his first start 
for trainer Anthony Dutrow, who took 
over from brother Rick, the 5-year-old 
gelding owned by Paul Pompa, Michael 
Dubb and Jack Mandate shrugged off the 
effects of his long break. 

Ridden by Joe Bravo, This Ones for 
Phil pounced on pacesetter Awesome Son 
before the turn, opened up three lengths 
into the stretch and held off the late-charg¬ 
ing Wildcat Brief by a length and a quarter 
in 1:09.69 for six furlongs. Awesome Son 
held third in the five-horse field, nearly 
seven lengths behind Wildcat Brief 

The Decathlon score pushed This Ones 
for Phil’s earnings to $538,360. If the 
son of Untuttable and Heaven’s Gate (by 
Septieme Ciel) can stay healthy, a return 
to Grade 1 and 2 races appears imminent. 

IN A 3-NOSE FINISH, IT’S 
... IT’S ... C C’S PAL 

On May 15, in the $75,000 Monmouth 
Beach Stakes, the ever-consistent C C’s 
Pal finally secured the stakes victory that 
had eluded owner Eric Fein and trainer 
Derek Ryan. It wasn’t easy. On a track that 
favored early speed, Kendrick Carmouche 
sent C C’s Pal to the front, and she dog¬ 
gedly turned back two challenges after 
briefly losing the lead in midstretch. 

The blanket finish had three noses on 
the wire-C C’s Pal on the inside, fast¬ 
closing runner-up Sweet N Sour Nina 
outside and third-place finisher Successful 
Song in between. The winner covered the 
mile and 70 yards on a fast track in 1:42.77 
and returned $9.60. 

C C’s Pal, a bay filly by Pennsylvania sire 
Alex’s Pal out of the Noactor mare Roca, 
has earned $313,386 with a record of 4-5-4 
in 19 starts. She’d finished second or third 
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in eight stakes, three graded, before the 
Monmouth Beach. 

“She’s an honest filly and really a train¬ 
er’s dream,” said Derek Ryan. “She’s been 
stakes-placed eight times and is definitely a 
filly that deserved to get that stakes win.” 

SUCCESSFUL MISSION 
HAS TASTE FOR DIRT 

Winner of Calder’s Grade 3 Miami 
Mile Handicap in his last start. Successful 
Mission would have been one of the top 
choices in the $75,000 Elkwood Stakes 
on May 21 had it stayed on the turf But 
overnight rain sent it to the main track. 
Despite that inconvenience. Successful 
Mission won the one-mde Elkwood as if 
it were a morning workout. With Chuck 
Lopez aboard, he set an uncontested pace 
and drew off in the stretch for a seven and 
a quarter-length victory, paying $11. 

Main-track only entrants Hockley and 
Not Abroad rounded out the trifecta. Get 
Serious, a multiple stakes winner on the 
Monmouth turf, never threatened and fin¬ 
ished last of nine as the 1.70-1 favorite. 

Successful Mission, a 5-year-old Suc¬ 
cessful Appeal gelding trained by Eddie 
Plesa for Live Oak Plantation, had not 
raced on the main track since 2008-even 
then, mustering no better than a third- 
place finish. However, his two Saratoga 
maiden races would produce stakes win¬ 
ners Munnings and Regal Ransom. For his 
connections. Successful Mission’s Elkwood 
victory offered new opportunities. 

RUSH NOW ARRIVES EARLY 
IN SPEND A BUCK STAKES 

Like the Elkwood, the $75,000 Spend a 
Buck Stakes for 3-year-olds on May 22 was 
a one-horse show. Rush Now, ridden by Joe 
Bravo, cruised to the front, set easy frac¬ 
tions two lengths in front of his nearest 
challenger and widened the lead through¬ 
out the stretch in a four and a quarter- 
length victory. The even-money favorite 
covered the mile and 70 yards in 1:40.67 
over a fast main track, with Uncle Otto and 
Malibu Glow completing the trifecta. 

Anthony Dutrow trains Rush Now 
(Tiznow—Dirty Rush, by Wild Rush) for 
David Cottle and Smart Angle LLP. The 
two-time stakes winner was purchased 
for $280,000 as a weanhng at the 2008 
Keeneland November Breeding Stock sale. 
(As a yearling, he failed to meet his reserve 
of $290,000 at the Fasig-Tipton Select sale 
at Saratoga.) He could have been claimed 
for $40,000 at Laurel Park in February.

In 
the fifth race, Dennis Drazin’s undefeated 
mare Ever Always, sidelined since June 10, 
2009, returned to the races in style with an 
1 E/4-length victory amid scant urging from 
jockey Elvis Trujillo. 

A 5-year-old by the late New Jersey sire 
Mr. Nugget out of the Saint Ballado mare 
Judge's Song, Ever Always ($2.40) sub¬ 
stantiated her odds with her fourth career 
victory. Against five modest challengers 
in the $50,000 allowance race, the New 
Jersey-bred sped six furlongs in 1:11.24 for 
trainer Jason Servis to push her earnings 
to $119,400. 

Another New Jersey-bred, Richard 
Malouf and Eddie Broome's homebred 
Partyallnightlong, made an emphatic 
remrn by winning a $52,000 second-level 
allowance by a length and three-quarters 
over Soda Pop Kid, who nosed out Mia's 
Angel for the place. 

Unraced since November, Partyallnight¬ 
long, trained by Broome, had won four 
starts at Monmouth in 2010 and placed in 
three talent-laden stakes behind the Hkes 
of Soaring Empire, Bridgetown and Bank 


Merger. On May 28, he delivered at even 
money, finishing six furlongs in 1:10.61. 
With the victory, the 4-year-old son of

increased his earnings to $291,760. W

Lion Hearted's Colony Club Wins 
Fort Monmouth Stakes 

LION HEARTED, Maryland's current leading sire and the top sire in the Mid-Atlantic region by 
number of winners, got stakes winner number 16 when his daughter COLONY CLUB drove to 
victory in Monmouth Park's Fort Monmouth Stakes on June 4. Owned by her trainer, 
Alexandra White, and ridden by Forest Boyce, the dark bay 5-year-old mare upped her game 
from solid allowance winner to stakes winner by defeating eight others in the five and a half¬ 
furlong turf test.

The Maryland-bred 
colt out of Irish Baroness, by Larrupin', is the 21st stakes-placed runner for LION HEARTED 
and his sixth stakes horse of 2011! 

LION HEARTED runners have been pouncing at every turn. Allowance winners in recent 
weeks at Monmouth, Penn National, Pimlico and Presque Isle Downs include LION IN THE 
SUN, who has been third or better in all seven of her 2011 starts.

Unraced at 2, BOLD AFFAIR swept to an eight-length 
score in a six-furlong maiden special weight in her debut 
on April 10 at Pimlico and followed that four weeks later 
with a nearly four-length romp while under a hand ride in 
allowance company at the Baltimore track. 

Out of the stakes-winning Colonial Affair mare Hunka 
Hunka Lori Z, BOLD AFFAIR is a full sister to 


$142,025-earner Lori Z's Punch. She is now the 54th 
stakes winner for one of Maryland's all-time top sires, 
Northview's elder statesman TWO PUNCH. 

The 28-year-old son of Mr. Prospector has been going like 
gangbusters this year. TWO PUNCH currently ranks as the 
leading 2-year-old sire in the Mid-Atlantic region, getting 
two first-time-out maiden special weight winners early 
this spring, when his son Friscan scored at Keeneland on 
April 14, and the following day at Pimlico his daughter 
Bluegrass Atatude captured Maryland's first race of this 
season for juveniles. 

TWO PUNCH'S 2-year-olds have always been popular 
additions to anyone's barn. His sales statistics for 2-year- 
olds have been the envy of any consignor-as more than 
180 juveniles sold have averaged a sensational 
$102,647-and his juvenile stakes winners include Gr. 1 
Hopeful winner and eventual Eclipse Award champion 
sprinter Smoke Glacken. 

The esteemed sire has lifetime progeny earnings in 
excess of $49 million, 83% starters/foals, 77% winners/ 
starters, 14% stakes horses/starters and average 
earnings/starter of $58,008.

Two-year-olds, 3-year-olds, older 
runners-DANCE WITH RAVENS's runners 
have been on the mark this year as the 
number of winners add up. 

The Mid-Atlantic's leading third-crop sire 
(with runners sired in the region), DANCE 
WITH RAVENS has had allowance winners up 
and down the East Coast, including his 
current stakes filly, Ann's Smart Dancer. In 
just three starts, the 3-year-old trained by 
Butch Reid has two wins-scoring by more 
than five lengths in her debut on April 2 
going seven furlongs, and taking a six- 
furlong allowance three weeks later-and 
added black-type in her third start. The Silver 
Lake Stable's Pennsylvania-bred tackled 
graded stakes winner Quantum Miss in Penn 
National's Wonders Delight S. on May 27, her 
stakes debut, and put in a strong display to 
finish second to her favored rival. Ann's 
Smart Dancer has earned $81,480 in her 
meteoric career. 

The second-ranked Mid-Atlantic sire of 
2-year-olds in 2011, DANCE WITH RAVENS Is 
represented by two Pimlico maiden special 
weight winners - O'A-length winner 
Getupwiththesun and S'A-length winner 
Threeanddonedan. 




And runners from his first crop include 
Gulfstream Park maiden special weight turf 
winner Waquoit's Dance. 

With lifetime progeny earnings closing fast 
on $3 million, and dozens of winners, DANCE 
WITH RAVENS is rapidly becoming one of the 
region's most effective sires. 



ANN'S SMART 
DANCER 
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CHANGES UUNCH 
PRESQUE ISLE’S 
FIFTH SEASON

L ooking for a way to kick off the 2011 
season, Presque Isle Downs’s man¬ 
agement chose to launch the track’s 
fifth season with a weekday start, moving 
opening day from a Friday to a Tuesday so 
as to run a fiiU five days in succession. The 
day’s feature remained the same, however, 
as 3-year-old fillies went to the post for the 
$100,000 Inaugural Stakes on May 17. 

The fifth running of the Inaugural 
Stakes brought back famihar faces as train¬ 
er Lynne Scace sent out Jean and Thomas 
Bosch’s homebred It’s Me Mom to a two 
and a half-length score under jockey Willie 
Martinez. The Florida-bred filly by Put It 
Back, sent off as 1.40-1 choice in the field 
of six, got her fourth win in six Presque 
Isle starts. 

It’s Me Mom concluded last year’s 
meet with a dominant performance in 
the Presque Isle Debutante Stakes for the 


same team on the September 25 closing 
day card. She then was shipped to Tampa 
Bay Downs, where she finished second in 
the Sandpiper Stakes in December, and 
tackled graded company to launch her 
sophomore campaign in January, but was 
a well-beaten fourth at Gulfstream Park. 

Strong works, including a bullet four 
days before the Inaugural, had the chest¬ 
nut filly primed. Quickest away from the 
gate in the six-furlong Inaugural and after 
an opening quarter in :22.16 with a three- 
length lead, Martinez gave It’s Me Mom 
a breather after a half in :45.06 and then 
pushed her to the finish. She completed 
the distance in 1:10.03. 

Sam’s Bhss, from the Bret Calhoun 
barn, ground out second by a neck over 
Our Lady in Red. 

The first foal out of the Stormy Atlantic 
mare She Too, It’s Me Mom has earned 


$193,700, with four wins, two seconds and 
a third from eight starts. 

GETAWAY GUY TAKES 
TOM RIDGE STAKES 

Four stakes headlined the first week of 
the 100-day meet, and on Wednesday eve¬ 
ning, May 18, a dozen runners took to the 
post for the $100,000 Tom Ridge Stakes. 

Reaction was mixed of which of the 
3-year-olds had the best chance, with 
Getaway Guy, ridden by Juhen Leparoux, 
going off as the shortest price, at 3.90-1. 
His astute backers were rewarded with a 
$9.80 return for the win, but the bay geld¬ 
ing took it to the wire, having to hold off a 
fast closing Fast Yankee to get the victory 
by a neck. Early leader Bug Juice was third. 
The final time was a sohd 1:09.12 for the 
six furlongs. 

Co-owned by his breeder and trainer, 
Clarkland Farm and Greg Foley, Getaway 
Guy had three solid efforts over a synthetic 
track heading into the Tom Ridge. He won 
twice at Keeneland, including his previous 
start where he led at every caU in allowance 
company under Leparoux, and was third 
in the Hansel Stakes at Turfway Park. All 
three races were at six furlongs. In record¬ 
ing his fourth victory in eight starts, the 
son of Yankee Gentleman out of stakes- 
placed Kamaal, by Irgun, increased his 
bankroll to $144,580. 

STELLAR STATE-BREDS 
MAKE TRIP FOR STAKES 

Two $75,000 six-furlong Pennsylvania- 
bred stakes for older runners topped the 
May 21 card and attracted well-known 
names. The Presidentialaffair Stakes came 
up first, with four stakes winners making 
up the five-horse field. At the end, there 
were five stakes winners. 

Gator Bay, a 4-year-old son of Gators 
N Bears, took charge of the race in the first 
eighth of a mile under Erick Rodriguez, 
posted solid fractions of :22.66, :45.63 and 
:57.61, and had enough in the tank to hold 
off the ever-determined veteran Whistle 
Pig. He stopped the clock in 1:10.42 while 
getting his first stakes win by a length. 
Favorite Whisde Pig kept his Presque Isle 
record intact, the 7-year-old gelding hav¬ 
ing never been off the board in 13 starts 
around the Erie oval. Zoehng, a two-time 
stakes winner in 2010—counting one in 
Presque Isle’s Leematt Stakes over Whistle 
Pig—finished third. 

Based at Penn National with trainer 
Fhnt Stites, Gator Bay races for Pat Mazzi- 
otta and Fountain Springs Stable. Although 
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Getaway Guy, the real thing on synthetics, weathers a late charge inside by Fast Yankee in the Tom Ridge 
Stakes. The winner had scored twice at Keeneland and was third in a Turfway Park stakes, all sprints.

unraced at 2, the burly bay demonstrat¬ 
ed talent from the outset. He broke his 
maiden in his debut at Penn National by 
nearly four lengths in March 2010, finished 
second in the Dan 2 ig Stakes in his stakes 
debut three starts later, and won half of his 
first eight starts. Bred by Vicki Beam and 
out of Boston Lass, by Boston Harbor, 


the gelding upped his career mark to five 
wins from 11 starts, with three seconds, for 
earnings of $170,400. 

The Ambassador of Luck Stakes, named 
for the Pennsylvania-bred Eclipse Award¬ 
winning older mare of 1983, attracted a 
filly with a very bright future of her own. 
George Strawbridge’s homebred Fugitive 


Angel got back to her winning ways with a 
rousing trip up the rail to snare the stakes 
by a length over a game Looky Here, with 
Hygh Jacque two lengths back in third. 

It was a somewhat advenmrous trip 
for the flashy 4-year-old bay daughter of 
Alphabet Soup, who burst onto the scene 
at 3 with four consecutive wins, three in 
stakes company. Fugitive Angel got her 
first stakes score in the state-bred Russian 
Rhythm at Penn National, followed with a 
romp in the Malvern Rose at Presque Isle, 
and became a graded winner at Keeneland 
by galloping home in the Grade 3 Valley 
View Stakes. Showing a propensity for turf 
races at a distance, the six-furlong turnback 
may have been considered a challenge for 
Fugitive Angel. But the Jonathan Sheppard 
trainee was sent off as the 4-5 choice in the 
field of seven. 

Allowed to settle off the pace in last by 
rider Mario Pino, Fugitive Angel galloped 
along easily as the field reached the far 
turn. Heading into the stretch, Pino had a 
ton of horse, and was looking for a place 
to unleash her. Angling sharply to the rail. 
Fugitive Angel dove for a hole, dug in and 
surged to the front. She finished in 1:11.13. 

Descending from a long line of suc¬ 
cessful Strawbridge-bred runners. Fugitive 
Angel boosted her career earnings to 
$268,752 with her fifth victory in 10 starts. 
Her unraced dam Screening (by Unbridled) 
has become an extremely valuable mem¬ 
ber of the broodmare band, having also 
produced Anthony's Cross, winner of the 
Robert B. Lewis Stakes-G2 in February. 
The two stakes winners are the mare's first 
two foals. 

JAMIE NESS SHOWS 
HAND IMMEDIATELY 

It took no time at all for Jamie Ness, the 
dominant trainer at Presque Isle the past 
two years, to get into action. In the first 
race on the opening-day card, Ness sent 
out even-money favorite Street Success 
to victory in the race for $7,500 claimers. 
The 4-year-old daughter of Street Cry (Ire) 
owned by Midwest Thoroughbreds Inc. 
rallied to a two and a half-length victory 
under Huber ViUa-Gomez. 

In the first week of the meet, Ness 
had six wins from 17 starts. Three of the 
wins came in consecutive races on May 21. 
Claimers Rascality and Indian Fog captured 
the third and fourth races for owner Jared 
Cheeks. The fifth race, a six-furlong allow¬ 
ance, went to Midwest Thoroughbreds 
Inc.'s Sneak a Cold Treat, part of an entry 
with Southern Vintage, who finished third. 
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Fugitive Angei, winner of the Ambassador of Luck Stakes foiiowing a needie-thread ride from Mario Pino, 
was one of three opening-week winners for trainer Jonathan Sheppard. His other starter finished second. 


Villa-Gomez was aboard the allowance 
winner; Pablo Morales had the call on the 
other two. 

SHEPPARD’S RUNNERS 
PICK UP BIG CHECKS 

Jonathan Sheppard sent out four start¬ 
ers in the first week, and three returned 
to the winner's circle (the fourth starter 
ended up second). In addition to winning 
in stakes company with Fugitive Angel, 
Sheppard scored in back-to-back allowance 
races with Emerald Beech and Cougar At 
Heart on May 19. 

Emerald Beech, a 5-year-old mare by 
Maria's Mon bred and owned by George 
Strawbridge's Augustin Stable, was busi¬ 
ness-like in the one-mile test as she settled 
off a modest pace, angled out on the final 
turn and pulled away to win by one and 
three-quarters lengths under Mario Pino. 

With Carlos Montalvo guiding her. 
Cougar At Heart rallied to get up by a neck 
going five furlongs. The 4-year-old daugh¬ 
ter of Forest Wildcat races for her breeder 
Jeffrey AmHng and Hudson River Farms. 

Sheppard's four starters earned 
$104,780 for their efforts. 

ALLOWANCE YIELDS 
SURPRISING RESULTS 

A strong field of stakes horses turned 
out for a five and a half-furlong, $53,000 
allowance on May 19, topped by million¬ 
aire Fatal Bullet, Canada's Horse of the 
Year and champion sprinter of 2008 who 
was sent off as the 0.70-1 favorite. 

But there was no catching the speedy 
Dazzled Saint, who shot to the front, set 
all the fractions (:21.83, :44.63, :56.47) and 
cruised home to win by two and a half 
lengths over Sports Select while complet¬ 
ing the distance in 1:02.73, just .49 seconds 
off the track record. Fatal Bullet ran evenly 
to finish fifth. 

Dazzled Saint has a stellar record at 
Presque Isle, having won four of six starts 
at the track. Owned and trained by John 
Bourke, the Saint Afleet gelding bred in 
Florida by Francis Rover was unraced at 2. 
When Bourke unveiled him in May 2010, 
he finished third, then reeled off three 
wins in allowance company during the 
summer. His only poor showing was his 
final start of the year, when he was fourth 
in an allowance in August won by Sports 
Select. 

By winning his first outing of the year. 
Dazzled Saint added $31,800 to his bank 
account, pushing his total to $104,200 
from seven career starts. 


THIRD ROUND FOR 
EL PROFETA 

Trainer Adolfo Exposito has included 
Presque Isle on the circuit for El Profeta 
for the third year in a row. The gelding, 
now 6, has shown his affinity for the 
Tapeta surface, recording five wins, a sec¬ 
ond and three thirds in a dozen starts (he 
actually crossed the wire first in another, 
but was later disqualified), and he has never 
finished worse than fourth. 

He was right on course for his first 
win of the year when he headed out for a 
$25,000 tag on May 20. Slightly overlooked 
at odds of 5.90-1 in the field of eight, the 
bay son of Double Honor led throughout 
the mile and 70-yard test to win by two 
and a half lengths under one of his regular 
pilots, Willie Martinez. 

Last year El Profeta did well in the start¬ 
er allowance distance series put together 
by the racing office, winning at a mile and 
five-eighths and finishing third going one 
and three-quarter miles. The track once 
again has the distance series on the agenda, 
starting in July. 

EMERGING FROM THE FOG 

The start of this year's season began on 
a cool, rainy afternoon, and 10 3-year-old 
fillies headed out for a five-furlong maiden 
special weight, and would not be seen again 
until they reached the stretch. Coming out 
of the fog and getting up to win by a neck 
was the gray filly La Femme, a beautifully 


bred daughter of Gone West and Grade 3 
winner Dazzle Me (by Tactical Cat). 

Sent out by trainer Mike Rogers and 
making her fourth career start for her 
breeder, Padua Stables, La Femme was one 
of eight winners over the first five days 
for Scott Spieth. Consistently one of the 
leading riders at the track, Spieth was in the 
lead after the first week. 

CHA-CHING 

Bettors were pretty savvy the first week 
as lots of favorites scored, but they missed 
something big on opening day when 
Sebastian Madrid guided the John Rupert- 
owned and trained Brandys Secret home 
at 61-1. The 4-year-old gray filly faced 10 
rivals in the five-furlong starter allowance, 
raced midpack, came out to make her run 
in the stretch and got up in the final yards. 

Amazingly, it was Brandys Secret's third 
win from four starts for the year, all at 
different tracks, but her first time over a 
synthetic surface. Finishing second was 
Into Wishes at nearly 26-1 and in third was 
Septembershalfmoon, the longest shot at 
65-1. The winner paid $125.20 and topped 
an exacta worth $932.80. No one had the 
triple, so the 8-6-all paid $2,448.40. 

FAMILY FRIENDLY 

In order to allow fans extra opportu¬ 
nity to take advantage of the new trackside 
family picnic area, management moved 
first post on Saturdays to 3 p.m. instead of 
its usual 5:30 p.m. start, which will remain 
in effect for the entire meet. ^ 
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SUMMARY IN BRIEF: 
ATLANTIC CITY IS 
LONG ON SURPRISES

F or aU its brevity, Atlantic City Race 
Course can be long on surprises. The 
six-day meet came and went again this 
spring with a county-fair feel, an all-grass 
race menu and novel ways to astonish. 

Nearly 10,000 fans clogged the aged 
grandstand of the Mays Landing track, left 
for dead a decade ago, on a warm spring¬ 
time Sunday, May 1. And the day before. 
Breeders’ Cup winner Eldaafer turned up 
in a starter allowance. 

A sturdy gelding, Eldaafer had prevailed 
last year in the roller derby-Hke Breeders’ 
Cup Marathon-G3, a race marked by the 
disqualification of runner-up Prince Will 
I Am and post-race fisticuffs between 
jockeys Javier Castellano and Calvin 
Borel. Almost six months later, 6-year-old 
Eldaafer arrived at Atlantic City on April 
30, part of an early campaign to get him 
back to the Breeders’ Cup. 


Eldaafer, a winner on dirt, synthetic and 
turf, needed his confidence remrned, train¬ 
er Diane Alvarado said, after disappointing 
finishes in the Donn Handicap-Gl and Pan 
American Stakes-G3 at Gulfstream Park. 
The Atiantic City engagement sufficed: 
Eldaafer roUed to a four and a half-length 
win in the mile and 40-yard turf race. 

‘‘My owner wanted to run there last 
year,” Alvarado said of Mansour Albaroudy, 
whose nom du course is Alghuwayriyah 
Stable. “He asked me again this year, ‘Can 
we try to go to Atlantic City?’ He heard the 
turf course was the best in the country.” 

Alvarado said she was taken aback by 
the response at the track. “It was fun to 
go over there,” she said. “People were 
stopping us to say, ‘Thank you for bring¬ 
ing him.’” 

Jockey Jose Valdivia also enjoyed the 
experience. After Eldaafer had cruised 


over the green, Valdivia told Alvarado the 
course was dreamy. 

Rival trainers were less ecstatic. The 
presence of Eldaafer prompted six 
scratches from 12 entrants; Alvarado said 
she could understand their dismay. The 
$27,000 starter allowance was open to 
horses that had started for a claiming price 
of $20,000 or less in the last three years 
and had not won two races since October 
30, 2010. 

Stabled with Alvarado at Monmouth 
Parkin her first stint in New Jersey, Eldaafer 
was targeted for stakes at Belmont Park, 
Parx Racing and Turfway Park before an 
intended return to the Breeders’ Cup. 

THEY CAME, THEY SAW, 

THEY WAGERED 

Eldaafer’s appearance aside, the high¬ 
light of the meet was the crowd swell 
on May 1—9,822 fans, according to track 
officials, clogged the historic venue. The 
fourth day of the meet featured six races: 
three maiden special weights and three 
starter allowances. Patrons couldn’t see the 
grandstand floor for the crush of bodies, 
and folks were 25-deep at the betting win¬ 
dows. A crowd like this hadn’t been seen 
in 20 years. 

“It was overwhelmingly gratifying for 
me,” said Maureen Bugdon-Gallagher, 
ACRC president and longtime employee. 
“I have said that I had teats in my eyes.” 

As Atlantic City has settled into host¬ 
ing these short aU-turf meets, principally 
as a way to maintain its simulcast signal, 
the place has grown increasingly popular 
among South Jersey residents. Many of 
the railbirds identified as novice bettors, 
Bugdon-Gallagher said, the track set up 
a daily handicapping seminar and betting 
tutorial in the paddock, led by nearby 
resident Bill Hudgins, a writer for American 
Turf Monthly. 

“I think it’s abundantly clear to us that 
South Jersey not only wants to keep rac¬ 
ing but wants it to grow and develop,” 
Bugdon-Gallagher said. 

Owned by Greenwood Racing, the 
track averaged 5,374 patrons over its six 
days, down from an average of 5,803 in 
2010. The numbers were hurt by poor 
weather opening day, when only 2,373 
people showed up. In 2009, average atten¬ 
dance was 4,278. 

Handle too slipped, to $3,569,577 (on 
38 races) from $3,894,822 (on 37 races) in 
2010. In 2009, handle totaled $3,259,953 
from 36 races. 
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Perfect Officer’s neck-length victory over Blue Sailor denies trainer Howard Woifendale a fourth straight 
victory in the Tony Gatto Dream Big Stakes. Mike Pino had claimed the winner for $50,000 for David Ross. 


This was the third year ACRC exported 
its short-season simulcasts. 

PERFECT OFFICER PULLS RANK 

Again, the closing-day feature was the 
$50,000 Tony Gatto Dream Big Stakes at 
five furlongs. Trainer Howard Woifendale 
targeted a fourth consecutive victory— 
Hesa Big Star won it for him in 2008 and 
2009, and Blue Sailor last year—but the 
Mike Pino-trained Perfect Officer ($9.20) 
caught the defending champion in the final 
sixteenth and triumphed by a neck, getting 
the distance in :55.73 over firm ground. 

Pino had claimed the 5-year-old Officer 
gelding for David Ross out of his previous 
start on March 6, which was a victory in 
a $50,000 claiming sprint at Gulfstream. 
Winning rider Kendrick Carmouche led 
jockeys in victories (seven) and mounts 
(24). 

Ju Jitsu Jax finished four and a half 
lengths back in third and a head better than 
slight favorite Super Chunky. Nine-year- 
old Heros Reward, a $1.1 million earner, 
finished fifth of nine in his first start of 
the year. 

DEMASI FEATS INCLUDE 
900TH WIN 

Trainer Kate DeMasi shared the meet 
“tide’’ with two victories, the third straight 
year DeMasi has shared the distinction 
or won it outright. On May 3, DeMasi, a 
licensed trainer since 1984, recorded her 
900th win after Rosie's Run led gate to wire 


in a five and half-furlong starter allowance 
for owner Mark Grief 

WHAT LIES AHEAD 

Perhaps the biggest news for Atiantic 
City, however, came after the meet ended 
on May 3. At the conclusion of recent 
meets, ttack officials often have said they 
would hke more live dates; problem is, the 
track pays for purses solely from handle. 
Ideally, they say, Adantic City would run 
a short meet, perhaps 10 days each, in the 
spring and fall, bookending Monmouth 
Park's season. 

That possibility may no longer be far¬ 
fetched. In mid-May, state lawmakers 
offered a proposal that would give ACRC 
close to $1 million for capital improve¬ 
ments in 2012. Under the biU, which 
passed a Senate legislative gaming commit¬ 
tee, the track would receive 90 percent of 
the Casino Simulcast Fund, a fluctuating, 
$1.3 million store established in the 1990s, 
when Atlantic City casinos began offering 
simulcasts. 

Atiantic City Race Course received 7 
percent of the fund last year—and, in years 
before that, as Httle as 4 percent—while 
such northern tracks as Monmouth Park, 
Meadowlands and Freehold Raceway col¬ 
lected most of the money. 

ACRC officials argue that their track 
has suffered the most damage from the 
offerings of nearby casinos. ‘We aren't 
asking for our slice of the pie," Bugdon- 
Gallagher said. ‘We're asking for our pie." 



Kate DeMasi trained her 900th winner on May 3, 
and for an encore shared the short meet title. 


She added: “This biU wiU return that pro¬ 
tection to my track." 

The track would have to use the funds 
mostly for capital improvements; however, 
after 2012 the money could go toward 
offering more five race days. 

State horsemen's groups strongly 
oppose the measure. With Monmouth 
and the Meadowlands moving into pri¬ 
vate hands, subsidies from the New Jersey 
Sports and Exposition Authority, particu¬ 
larly for New Jersey breeders, are likely to 
run out. 

The bill passed committee by a 4-1 
vote. It was scheduled to go for a vote 
before the full Senate; passage then would 
require a House majority and Governor 
Chris Christie's approval. Resolution was 
expected in mid-summer. ^ 
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OWNER RUSSELL 
STEERS NEW “ROAD” 
AT CHARLES TOWN

M aybe Mark Russell got a little 
spoiled two years ago. But having 
a horse as talented as Russell Road 
might do that to an owner. 

After an outstanding 3-year-old cam¬ 
paign that included a brief flirtation with 
an unlikely Triple Crown run, Russell’s 
chestnut gelding struggled—by his stan¬ 
dards - through his 4-year-old season. In 
nine starts last year, Russell Road had 
‘‘just” three victories, including the $50,000 
Springtime Handicap at Charles Town, but 
seemed to regress before an uncharacter¬ 
istic out-of-the-money effort in October’s 
$500,000 West Virginia Breeders Classic. 

The trouble, Russell said, was a per¬ 
sistent lung infection, which led to a host 
of bleeding-related problems for RusseU 
Road. 

“We had an issue at the Classics last 
year, just had a lung infection and that 
caused some complications,” Russell said. 
“It was just one thing after another last 
year. Hopefully this year we’re past that. 
It looks like we are. We’re going to try and 
limit his races to maybe five or six this 
year, then try to come back next year as a 
6-year-old.” 

Early indications seemed to back 
Russell’s confidence in the West Virginia- 
bred son of Wheaton. 

Russell Road followed his victory 
in April’s Confucius Say Stakes with a 
winning effort in the $50,000 It’s Only 
Money Stakes at Charles Town on May 21. 
Accustomed to racing in the seven-furlong 
range, Russell Road handled the four and a 
half-furlong challenge with a powerful rally 
under Travis Dunkelberger. 

Russell said he was a bit dubious about 
trying Russell Road at that distance, but 


he and veteran trainer James W. Casey 
agreed to give it a try, even against a 
potentially strong field. Chief antagonists 
included trainer Gerald S. Bennett’s state- 
bred 4-year-old Black Belt, who had been 
virtual kryptonite for Russell’s gelding. 
In two starts against Black Belt last year, 
Russell Road had finished off the board. 

“We thought we’d go ahead and put 
him in there, and at least blow him out and 
try to get a check,” Russell said. At four 
and a half furlongs, he added, “It’s tough 
on horses to try and go out there and 
wheel right from the gate. He’s more of 
a kind of settling horse, but he’s got gas.” 

Bettors believed in Russell Road’s ability 
to shorten up. He paid $3.80 to win as the 
odds-on favorite. 

Rock to Bop, the most distinguished 
pure sprinter in the field, nearly fulfilled 
Russell’s worst fears by opening a five- 
length lead under Xavier Perez with a 
quarter mile left. Dunkelberger had Russell 
Road tucked into third and ready to move 
up heading into the stretch, but still had 
four lengths to make up before blasting 
forward for a length and a quarter victory 
in :50.81. Tup Take’ Please surged past 
Rock to Bop for second. 

ALLOWANCE ALLIES 

Jeff Runco, Charles Town’s leading 
trainer, notched another allowance vic¬ 
tory on May 20 when 3-year-old Mr. Kwok 
earned a narrow win in a seven-furlong 
test for state-nominated runners. A son of 
Purge out of Canadian Alliance (by Private 
Terms), Mr. Kwok finished in 1:28.42 for 
jockey Antonio Lopez, beating King of 
Scottiand by a neck; Sir Fit’s too Much 
was third. 


Charles Town-based breeder Hector 
Alcalde produced the winner for owner 
Smart Angle. 

Mr. Kwok was one of four allow¬ 
ance winners on May 20 as Charles Town 
stacked a few sizable purses onto one card. 
C. Clinton Lowry’s Allegheny Jack won 
another seven-furlong race for accredited 
West Virginia-breds, also by a neck, with 
an impressive charge under J.D. Acosta. 
The 3-year-old chestnut colt, a Chris 
Grove-trained son of Reparations out of 
Allegheny Red, by Roanoke, was clocked 
in 1:27.56. 

Moonlit Malibu, saddled by Mike 
Trombetta, provided much less drama in 
a six and a half-furlong allowance for fil¬ 
lies and mares, delivering an eight and 
three quarter-length tally over Dixie Heat 
in 1:18.00. Gerald Almodovar rode the 
Kentucky-bred fiUy, a daughter of Malibu 
Moon, for owner Country Life Farm. 

Robert T. Hall’s Cancel the Show, 
trained by Javier Contreras, wrapped up 
the allowance-heavy night with a half- 
length victory in 1:26.57 for seven fur¬ 
longs; Almodovar rode the Florida-bred 
3-year-old by Concerto. Oilton was sec¬ 
ond, 0.70-1 favorite Son of a Bear third in 
the five-horse field. 

JOCKEY MCGOWAN IN TUNE 
WITH WEST VIRGINIA-BREDS 

Jockey Mathew McGowan demonstrat¬ 
ed an uncanny knack for handling state- 
bred runners again in May, piloting three 
to allowance victories. 

McGowan picked up his first on May 5 
aboard the 3-year-old colt Just Your Way. 
Making his first appearance of the year, 
the son of My Boy Adam and the Indian 
Charlie mare Just Say When won by two 
lengths as the odds-on favorite, cover¬ 
ing four and a half furlongs in :53.22 for 
breeder/owner/trainer John Allen Casey. 
Loud Ravens beat Senor Cafe for the place. 

Three days later, McGowan was back in 
the winner’s circle with Buckle Bunny Babe, 
Longfield Racing’s 3-year-old fiUy A dark 
bay daughter of Stephen Got Even out 
of Serafina Pekkala (by Seeking the Gold), 
Buckle Bunny Babe notched a three-length 
victory over Golden Debutante for trainer 
Christopher Keller. The winner managed 
six and one-half furlongs in 1:20.47. 

On May 11, McGowan scored again: 
Ole Rocky Top, trained by Timothy Grams, 
sped four and a half furlongs in :53.58 to 
take an aUowance/optional claiming race. 
Entered for a $16,000 tag, the 4-year-old 
daughter of Rock Slide went unclaimed 
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and earned $18,000 for Grams Racing 
Stable LLC and G.S. Davis Racing. 

WONT BE DENIED 
CANT BE DENIED 

Jockey Travis Dunkelberger made cer¬ 
tain Won't Be Denied enjoyed a successful 
debut for her 3-year-old campaign with a 
sprint allowance victory on May 12. 

A daughter of Windsor Castle out 
of the Wild Rush mare Romantic Twist, 
Ronnie Sigler and Steve Mtchell's home¬ 
bred filly defeated Warrior Waltz, Prisoner 
of Hope and six others, finishing four and 
a half furlongs in ;53.63. Sigler also trains 
the winner. 

PREACHIN HEAT LEAVES 
TRAINER ROJAS RICHER 

Trainer Murray Rojas got a nice fare¬ 
well from Florida-bred 6-year-old Preachin 
Heat in a six and a half-furlong optional 
claiming race on May 4. The bay son of 
Repent notched a three and a quarter- 
length win under Oscar Flores, earning 
$18,600 for Sajor Stable and an additional 
$12,500 when Roy Wallace claimed him. 


Rojas and Flores had another winner 
on May 13 when Der Meister, 1-2 favorite 
in a five-horse allowance race, beat Max 
Cooper by a length and a quarter. Clocked 
in :52.65, Der Meister earned $16,740 for 
R J G Racing Management LLC. The 
3-year-old chesmut colt is a Pennsylvania- 
bred product of Out of Place and the 
Devil's Bag mare Bronze Glow. 

DNWARD AND UPWARD 

State-bred colt A. P. Best broke his 
maiden in solid fashion with an eight- 
length score at six and a half furlongs on 
May 15. The son of Race On Green was 
clocked in 1:21.43 for owner/trainer Dale 
E. Shockey and jockey Gustavo Larrosa. 

On a sloppy track three days later. 
Virginia-bred Dixie's Prize was even more 
impressive at the distance with a nine and 
three-quarter-length maiden special weight 
win in 1:20.72. Vermont Farm's dark bay 
3-year-old filly, trained by WiUiam Aylor 
Jr. and ridden by Flores, is by Prized out 
of the Thunder Rumble mare Dixieland 
Rumble. 


RUNCD-LDPEZ CLICKING 

Jockey Antonio Lopez proved a 
strong parmer for owner Silver ton Racing 
LLC and trainer Jeff Runco in a pair 
of allowance races. On April 29, Lopez 
rode Kentucky-bred 3-year-old Bluegrass 
Chat (Bluegrass Cat—Reason to Talk, by 
Sabona) to a four and a quarter-length 
victory over Big Grandpa. In getting her 
second win in three starts, the filly returned 
$22.80 to her backers. 

Two days after Bluegrass Chat went 
six and a half furlongs in 1:20.40, Lopez 
guided Bahia Beach to a two and a half- 
length win at the distance in 1:21.52. A gray 
3-year-old filly facing older runners, Bahia 
Beach is by Awesome Again out of Pop 
Princess, a winning daughter of Alphabet 
Soup. ^

V eteran racing official David Bailey 
has been named racing secretary at 
Hollywood Casino at Penn National 
Race Course, replacing Paul Jenkins, who 
retired on April 3. 

Former racing secretary at Gulfstream 
Park and Arlington Park, Bailey had served 
as Penn National’s assistant racing secre¬ 
tary since 2009. 

‘We were in a comfortable position to 
ask Dave to help us continue the growth 
of our live racing program,” said Mark 
Loewe, vice president of racing at Penn 
National. “His resume features many years 
as a racing official on major circuits across 


the country, and he has established a strong 
rapport with the horsemen and our inter¬ 
nal team members at Hollywood Casino.” 

Bailey, 58, has held a variety of posi¬ 
tions in racing, beginning as assistant rac¬ 
ing secretary at Hialeah Park in 1984. He 
was named racing secretary at Arlington 
Park in 1997 and headed the Gulfstream 
Park racing office from 2000 to 2007. 

Among Bailey’s first assignments: card¬ 
ing eight additional Wednesday programs 
granted by the Pennsylvania Horse Racing 
Commission late in April following weath¬ 
er-wrought cancellations earlier this year. 
The first such program took place June 1; 


others were scheduled for July 6 and 27, 
October 19 and 26 and November 2, 9 and 
16, all at 6 p.m. 

TURBO SPEED REVS ANEW 
FOR HOUGHTONS 

In 2009, Turbo Speed showed a world 
of promise. The son of Louis Quator 2 e 
had a three-for-three season as a juvenile, 
capped off by a win in the $75,000 Penn¬ 
sylvania Nursery Stakes at Parx Racing. 

But last year, following a third-place 
finish in the $65,000 Count Fleet Stakes 
at Aqueduct in January, he was winless in 
a brief campaign. Bernie Houghton, who 
trains the gelding for his parents, Ronnie 
and Betsy Houghton of Syknar Farm, dis¬ 
covered a physical problem and sidelined 
him from May until January 2011. 

Turbo Speed was unplaced in his first 
start this year, then rebounded on April 8 
to finish second in a six-furlong allowance. 
That set him up for a victory on April 29 
in the six-furlong test, in which he tracked 
leader Redboard King the first half-mile, 
then rallied past the front-runner in deep 
stretch. 

The victory, by three-quarters of a 
length in 1:11.22 over Eagle Strike, was 
Turbo Speed’s fourth in nine starts. The 
Houghtons homebred, out of the Proud 
Truth mare Minutes Ahead, returned to 
contest the Presidentialaffair Stakes at 
Presque Isle Downs on May 21, but wasn’t 
a factor and finished fifth of five. He has 
earned $138,425. 

The Houghtons witnessed another 
resurgence on May 16, when homebred 
Outlaw Dancer took a one-mile allowance 
by two and a quarter lengths. 

Trained by Bernie Houghton and sired 
by Bowman’s Band, Outlaw Dancer dis¬ 
played the 2 est she showed last year, when 
she won the Caught in the Rain Stakes 
at Parx Racing, finished second in the 
Malvern Rose at Presque Isle and earned 
$107,840. The chestnut fiUy was clocked in 
1:40.05 in her allowance score. 

It was the first win from three starts this 
year for Outlaw Dancer, who had finished 
fourth in the Foxy J. G. Stakes and fifth in 
an allowance, both at Parx. 

A 4-year-old out of the It’s Free 2 ing 
mare Enchancement, Outlaw Dancer is a 
half-sister to stakes winner Jersey Gia, an 
earner of $357,524. 

BLACK CHEVRON, FLYBIRD 
HONOR THEIR FATHER 

In 2005, Charles and Luisa Cuprill 
bought Grade 1 winner Flying Chevron to 
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stand at their Woodvale Farm in Oxford, 
Pa. The state’s leading breeders in 2003, 
the Cuprills wanted to combine his fresh 
bloodlines with that of their broodmares, 
many sired by home stallions Lord Carlos 
and Lord at Law. 

Flying Chevron indeed gave the Cuprills 
an infusion of new blood, but he died in 
March 2007 after siring just two crops for 
the couple, the last providing them only 
four registered foals. 

Nonetheless, Flying Chevron has had 
a number of Pennsylvania-sired winners. 
CupriU-breds Black Chevron and Flybird 
captured Penn National allowance races 
over a three-week span. Both are out of 
Lord Carlos mares. 

On April 29, Zanek Stable’s Black 
Chevron took a mile and 70-yard allow¬ 
ance under Dana Whitney, defeating six 
rivals. The 4-year-old colt, trained by 
Robert Servideo, pushed his earnings to 
$49,874 with his second career victory. He 
is out of the CupriU’s winning homebred 
mare My Favorite Lady. 


On May 20, Flybird soared to a five 
and a half-length victory in the Woodvale 
Farm colors. With Whimey in the irons 
for trainer Cuprill, the 3-year-old colt led 
at every pole in the slop; he was timed in 
1:45.17 for a mile and a sixteenth. 

Flybird, out of Escala, has won two of 
seven starts and $46,510. 

WINK AT THE GIRLS 
NOT SO SUBTLE 

Wink At the Girls, Parx Racing’s 2010 
Horse of the Year, recorded his first vic¬ 
tory since trainer Murray Rojas claimed 
him for RJG Racing Management LLC. 
Wink At the Girls scored in a six-furlong 
allowance race on April 30. 

Rojas claimed the 6-year-old Halo’s 
Image gelding for $40,000 on January 25 at 
Parx Racing, taking him from trainer Scott 
Lake and owner Richard Malouf. Wink At 
the Girls was third next out in the $75,000 
Bensalem Stakes at Parx for his new stable, 
and third again behind Grade 1-winning 
millionaire Fabulous Strike in allowance 
company on April 9. 


The April 30 victory was the 11 th in 39 
starts for Wink At the Girls, who’s earned 
$454,484. From 16 starts last year, he had 
seven victories, five seconds and a third, 
and $221,810 in purses. 

SALZMAN YOUTH MOVEMENT 
PRESENT IN SILKYSTAR 

Pennsylvania-bred Silkystar, trained by 
Tim Sal 2 man, won the track’s first 2-year- 
old race of 2011, a maiden special weight 
at four and a half furlongs on May 17. 

Under Jonathan Joyce, favored Silkystar 
took an immediate lead in the slop and was 
never headed, hugging the rail in a six and 
a half-length win in :53.69. Witt’s Doll and 
Sunday Appeal were second and third. 

Bought for $1,500 at last year’s Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic Eastern Fall Yearling 
sale in Timonium, Md., Silkystar earned 
$18,600 for a group headed by Kenneth 
Taylor. The chestnut product of Cuvee 
and Famous Lady Ann (by Salt Lake), bred 
by Keith Asmussen, had finished third in 
her first outing, on May 8 at Pimhco, to 
give her total earnings of $22,800. ^

TOMMY BAKER 

Tommy Baker, 82, former racing secre¬ 
tary at Maryland's Thoroughbred tracks 
following stints as a jockey, trainer and 
racing official, died of a heart attack on 
May 12. 

Replacing autocratic director of rac¬ 
ing Larry Abbundi in 1993, whom he had 
served as assistant, Mr. Baker presided over 
the Pimlico Race Course and Laurel Park 
programs with a gentler hand, and a new 
air of cooperation rose between the racing 
office and horsemen. Mr. Baker retired as 
racing secretary in 2000. 

Modest and affable, Mr. Baker credited 
race-riding ineffectiveness for his profes¬ 
sional ascent. Born in West Chester, Pa., 
he left home as a teenager in 1944, began 
galloping horses that summer and later 
rode hunters and show horses. At 17, he 
became a stable-hand at W Elks Johnson's 
Blue Stone Farm in Paoh, Pa. A year later, 
he rode his first flat winner, Bungalese, at 
Havre de Grace. 

Mr. Baker had some 20 winners in 
three years as a jockey, his career shortened 
not for weight issues or injury or lack of 
mounts. “I was just a bad hder," he said. 

He served two years with the U.S. 
Army Tank Corps during the Korean War, 
returned to the states and took a job with 
legendary Maryland trainer Bernie Bond. 
Mr. Baker became Bond's assistant, then 
started his own stable. 

Mr. Baker trained 30 horses at one 
point, including stakes winner Charles 


Elliott. But by 1972, his stock depleted and 
his health weakened by stomach ulcers, Mr. 
Baker went to work front-side as a patrol 
and placing judge. 

He made his way into the racing office 
in 1978 and, as assistant racing secretary, 
occasionally spelled Abbundi at Delaware 
Park and Timonium race tracks. 

Mr. Baker succeeded Abbundi around 
the time tracks in Maryland and elsewhere 
confronted diminishing entries. Mr. Baker 
addressed the trend by carding condition- 
claiming races, then a rarity. 


‘Tt's a two-edged sword," Mr. Baker 
acknowledged at the time. ‘‘Once you start 
to write them, you can't very well go back." 

Today, those races flourish on the 
Maryland circuit. 

In 1999, the Maryland Racing Writers' 
Association (now Maryland Racing Media 
Association) gave Mr. Baker its grandest 
prize, the Humphrey S. Finney Award for 
lifetime contributions to the state racing 
industry. 

Horsemen applauded. “He's one of 
the finest people in the racing business," 


NANCY ALBERTS: SUMMONED 
MAGIC WITH MAGIC WEISNER 


N ancy Alberts, the straight-talking, 
all-purpose Maryland horsewoman 
who came tantalizingly close to rac¬ 
ing history in 2002 with 3-year-old upstart 
Magic Weisner, died on May 3 of compli¬ 
cations from a stroke. She was 65. 

A frank and respected backstretch fig¬ 
ure, Ms. Alberts ehcited the promise of 
horse racing-that ever-lurking glory and 
paydays and vahdation can lavish its dedi¬ 
cated practitioners most unexpectedly. So 
it was with Magic Weisner, an oddly built 
gelding Ms. Alberts bred, owned, trained, 
groomed, exercised and pampered. 

Magic Weisner won the 2002 Ohio 
Derby-G2 and was second in the Haskell 
Invitational-Gl, but his near-heroic rally 
in the Preakness Stakes-G1 turned the 
racing world abuzz. At odds of 45-1, 
Magic Weisner arose through the Pimhco 
homestretch a gathering bay wave that 
crested just shy of the victorious War 
Emblem. 

No female trainer has won any of 
136 Preaknesses. Magic Weisner finished 
three-quarters of a length shy for Ms. 
Alberts, but he prompted racing scribes 
everywhere to plumb his story. There was 
much to tell. 

In 1991, Ms. Alberts had come across 
a 2-year-old fiUy for sale, Jazema (Bold 
Forbes—Ghdden-Ire, by JuHo Mariner). 
The prospect had a crooked leg; Ms. 
Alberts had a wiUing heart and an open 
stall in the barn of trainer J.P Simpson, 
then her employer. Ms. Alberts bought 
Jazema for a dollar. 


“She could barely walk," Ms. Alberts 
recalled. “It was pathetic. But she was so 
cute." 

Jazema trained in a way that belied her 
impediments and began winning races 
with frequency. Ms. Alberts explained: 
“When you jogged her, it was just like you 
were ridin' on a flat tire. When you went to 
a gallop, it was like a switch to a different 
car. She just couldn't walk or jog." 

Claimed away, Jazema ended a 68-race 
career late in 1995 with 14 wins, 11 sec¬ 
onds, five thirds and $89,199 in purses, 
whereupon Ms. Alberts bought her back 
for $1,500 to breed. Not much later, a 
horse-kick damaged Ms. Alberts's spleen, 
which had to be removed, and brought 
nerve damage to her left arm. 

Movement limited in recovery, Ms. 
Alberts decided to breed Jazema, then 
at Shamrock Farms in Woodbine, to 
Shamrock stallion Ameri Malay 

Jazema's second foal, a colt, inspired 
little hope. At three months, he developed 
an ankle infection without evidence of 
a cut. Colt and dam went to the Green 
Glen Equine Center in Glen Rock, Pa., 
where veterinarian Allen Wisner rid the 
infection, observed him a few days and 
returned him to Ms. Alberts with this cau¬ 
tion: The colt might not run too well, if 
he runs at aU. 

In appreciation of the colt's return to 
health, Ms. Alberts named him after the 
good doctor—Magic Weisner. The extra 
e, in a sense, became a grace note to a 
captivating melody. 
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trainer Donald Barr at the time. ‘‘If any¬ 
thing, thafs his fault-he tries to please 
everyone.'’ 

GEORGE LEAF II 

George Leaf II, a longtime worker on 
the Maryland backstretch and the brother 
of trainer Robert Leaf Jr., died on April 
24. He was 51. 

For many years, Mr. Leaf groomed 
horses for trainer Rodney Jenkins. He 
also served in the U.S. Army and National 
Guard. 

CALVIN ROFE 

Calvin Rofe, a prominent veterinarian 
who cared for the legendary fiUy Genuine 


Risk and other Thoroughbred titans, died 
on May 11. He was 72. 

The husband of trainer Jean Rofe, Dr. 
Rofe was a veterinary stalwart in Virginia 
horse country for nearly 40 years, his client 
list featuring Paul Mellon, Edward P. (Ned) 
Evans and Bert and Diana Firestone. The 
Firestones so trusted Dr. Rofe's medical 
expertise that they enlisted him to travel 
with Genuine Risk during her Kentucky 
Derby and Echpse Award-winning season 
of 1980. Dr. Rofe also treated and accom¬ 
panied General Assembly and Cure the 
Blues for the Firestones. 

Dr. Rofe had an instrumental role in 
the breeding and foaling operations of his 
clients and was considered an expert in 
diagnosing lameness. 


Born in Homer, N.Y., Dr. Rofe grad¬ 
uated from Cornell University's College 
of Veterinary Medicine in 1961, served 
in the U.S. Army, then began working 
at the MeadowviUe Animal Hospital in 
Warrenton, Va. With John Mayo, he found¬ 
ed Mayo & Rofe Equine Clinic in 1975. 

Mayo & Rofe sits at the Middleburg 
Training Center, from which Jean operates 
a small stable. At the time of Dr. Rofe's 
death, the couple resided at Mortgage Hall 
in Middleburg, where the Rofes have stood 
staUions, including in recent years the pop¬ 
ular Theatrical (Ire) son Grand Reserve 
and Devil's Bag's son Red Tail Hawk. 



Long detached from Simpson’s 
employ, Ms. Alberts hked Magic 
Weisner from the start despite the 
quizzical assessments of others. 

“His hind end was a foot taller than 
his front,” Ms. Alberts said. “People 
used to ask me, ‘What's wrong with 
that horse in behind?’ I'd say, ‘He’s just 
growing.' But I really Hked the way he 
did everything, and I knew he had a 
lot more maturing to do.” 

As a 2-year-old in 2001, Magic 
Weisner ralHed to win the Maryland 
Juvenile Championship and was voted 
outstanding state-bred juvenile male 
that year. 

“The scary thing is, he’s just learn¬ 
ing how to get himself together,” Ms. 
Alberts said as 2002 dawned. “He's 
improving every race ... It's really put 
a different Hght on my Hfe.” 

By that spring. Magic Weisner had 
won the Goss L. Stryker, Deputed 
Testamony and Private Terms Stakes 
and finished a strong second in the 
Federico Tesio. Magic Weisner's near¬ 
heroic Preakness brought Ms. Alberts a 
$200,000 payday, from which she report¬ 
edly splurged-on a new washing machine. 

By summer, Ms. Alberts was turn¬ 
ing down lavish bids for Magic Weisner, 
prompting increduHty in one interested 
party. “He said, ‘Who's dumb enough to 
offer you $1 miUion for a gelding?' ” Ms. 
Alberts told The Washington Post in 2002. “I 
said, ‘About nine other people.' ” 

Magic Weisner followed the Preakness 
with a fourth-place finish in the Belmont 
Stakes-Gl, then came the Ohio Derby and 
HaskeU (again won by War Emblem). 


With that. Magic Weisner had earned 
close to $900,000. Ms. Alberts, who had 
spent most of her 56 years in the horse 
business just trying to make ends meet, 
suddenly could afford the farm of her 
dreams. 

But her search was interrupted when 
Magic Weisner turned dull after the 
HaskeU, then very sick. Worried that she 
might lose her prize runner, she sent him 
to the University of Pennsylvania's New 
Bolton Veterinary Center, which conclud¬ 
ed that Magic Weisner had West Nile 
virus, the illness fatal to humans, birds 
and, yes, horses. Magic Weisner survived 
but couldn’t rekindle the old flame. After 


a brief attempt to revive his racing 
career, Ms. Alberts retired him in the 
spring of 2005. 

Magic Weisner finished with seven 
victories (five stakes) and four second- 
place finishes from 15 starts, earning 
$888,830. Through his 3-year-old sea¬ 
son, he hadn't finished worse than 
fourth, and he caused Ms. Alberts to 
become the 10th woman to saddle a 
Preakness starter. 

In 2002, Ms. Alberts was named 
trainer of the year by the Maryland 
Thoroughbred Horsemen's Associ¬ 
ation and, amid a tremendous ova¬ 
tion, received the Maryland Racing 
Media Association's Achievement 
Award. She also served as honorary 
postmaster for the 2003 Preakness. 

Ms. Alberts's love for horses was 
deeply imbued. Her father, whose 
I West Chester, Pa., company cleaned 
1 septic tanks and cesspools, also 
I owned a few horses. When young 
Nancy Hickman heard that a neigh¬ 
borhood horse was to be put down 
and rendered for dog food, she convinced 
her father to save the animal. Mr. Hickman 
paid $600 for the horse. Benediction, and 
Nancy rode him in cross-country races. 

On the race track, she served as groom, 
exercise rider and, in time, trusted aide 
for trainer Simpson, her mentor. She also 
married and divorced jockey Barry Alberts. 

Ms. Alberts amassed 161 victories and 
$3 miUion in earnings as a trainer. In that 
vein. Magic Weisner didn't change her 
tough-minded, kind-hearted countenance, 
but he did change her address. From his 
winnings, Ms. Alberts bought a farm in 
Sykesville, Md.

FRANKIE THE 
CAT NETS A 
NIFTY SCORE 


GATORS N BEARS GETS HIS 
FIRST STAKES WINNER 



G ator Bay, a 4-year-old gelding from 
the first crop of Gators N Bears, 
sped to the front and led at every caU 
en route to victory in Presque Isle Downs’s 
$75,000 Presidentialaffair Stakes on May 
21. Gator Bay became the first stakes win¬ 
ner for his sire. 

Against four rivals, all stakes winners, 
he completed six furlongs in 1:10.42 to 
get his fifth victory in 11 starts and push 
his earnings to $170,400. Bred by Vicki 
Beam in Pennsylvania and sold by his 
breeder for $16,000 as a weanling at the 
2007 Fasig-Tipton Mdlantic December 
Mixed sale. Gator Bay is out of the Boston 


Harbor mare Boston Lass. Owned by Pat 
Mazziotta and Fountain Springs Stable and 
trained by Flint Stites, he was stakes-placed 
at 3, finishing second in Penn National’s 
Danzig Stakes. 

Top-class sprinter Gators N Bears won 
or placed in 19 stakes, amassing $804,393. 
Among his 10 victories were the Jersey 
Shore Breeders’ Cup Stakes-G3 and 
Maryland Breeders’ Cup Handicap-G3. 
His 13 stakes-placings included seven in 
graded races, such as the Grade 1 Frank J. 
De Francis Memorial Dash and consecu¬ 
tive on-the-board finishes in the General 
George Handicap-G2. 


L ewis and Martha Close’s home stallion 
Frankie the Cat got his first winner 
with Nifty Rocky’s dayhght score on 
May 6 at Charles Town. 

Racing in the colors of Martha Close 
and trained by Lewis Close, Nifty Rocky 
was third choice of eight in the four and a 
half-furlong maiden race. Dueling for the 
lead from the break, the dark bay 4-year- 
old gelding shook loose in the stretch to 
win by two lengths. 

D. Calvin Swomley bred Nifty Rocky 
in West Virginia out of the Catch an Act 
mare Nifty Act. In February of his 3-year- 
old season. Nifty Rocky was transferred to 
the Closes. 

Nifty Rocky is one of five starters from 
eight foals in Frankie the Cat’s first crop, 
which includes the placed runners Elite 
Cat Diamond and Top Cat Diamond. The 
Closes own most of their stallion’s 13 foals 
of racing age and stand the son of classic 
winner Tabasco Cat at their Diamond C 
Racing Stable in Harpers Ferry, WVa. 

A winner at 4, Frankie the Cat is out 
of the Time for a Change mare Jacuzzi, 
a half-sister to graded stakes winner and 
classic sire Buckaroo and stakes winner 
Parade Marshal. Also found under his 
second dam, stakes-placed Stepping High, 
is Grade 1 winner Latent Heat. His third 
dam is the influential producer *Bebop 11. 

Frankie the Cat, 12, stands for $750 
live foal. 


A son of Stormy Atlantic out of the 
Notebook mare I’ll Be Along, a half-sis¬ 
ter to millionaire sprinter Friendly Lover, 
Gators N Bears entered stud in 2006 at 
Maryland Stallion Station in Glyndon. In 
his first three crops. Gators N Bears is also 
represented by 2011 stakes-placed Gators 
Choice, and has sired the earners of more 
than $1.2 million from 48 starters. 

Gators N Bears moved to Bonita 
Farm in Darhngton, Md., in 2009, where 
he stood for two seasons. The hand¬ 
some 11-year-old bay took up residence 
at Shamrock Farms in Woodbine, Md., 
for the 2011 season, standing for a fee of 
$1,500 hve foal.

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Looking back 


10 years ago 

B The imposing Point Given, who failed 
to measure up in the Kentucky Derby-Gl 
as the heavy favorite, dominated the 
remaining jewels of the Triple Crown. 

John and Debbie Oxley’s Monarchos 
won the Derby in 1:59.97, only the second 
time in history that the classic was run 
under two minutes - and second only to 
Secretariat’s record of 1:59.40-over a 
ChurchiU Downs track described as a 
“super speedway” when three track records 
were broken in races prior to the Derby. 
Finishing second, nearly five lengths back, 
was Invisible Ink. Point Given was fifth. 

But bettors placed their faith once 
again in Point Given, and he went off as 
favorite in the Preakness Stakes-Gl. 
Trained by Bob Baffert, ridden by Gary 
Stevens and carrying the colors of Prince 
Ahmed Salman’s The Thoroughbred 
Corp., the big chesmut rebounded with a 
two and a quarter-length score. He turned 
in a tour de force in the Belmont 
Stakes-Gl, winning by a widening 1214 
lengths. His time of 2:26% equaled the 
fourth-fas test Belmont ever. 

B Garden State Park, long past its heyday 
as the host of the richest race in the 
world, the Garden State Stakes (with a hst 
of winners that included Secretariat), 
staged its final card on May 3. Wrote Don 
CHppinger: “If race tracks have hfespans, 
from their conception to construction to 
demise. Garden State Park’s existence was 
both brief and troubled. It was conceived 
in troubled times and most hkely will be 
wiped off the landscape after an ill-con¬ 
ceived rebirth.” 

The track’s construction began in 
1941, just as the country was headed into 
World War II. But the Cherry Hill track 
prospered from the 1940s into the late 
1960s, until competition with Pennsyl¬ 
vania tracks began to take its toll. When 
the grandstand burned to the ground in 
1977, it was “rebuilt—extravagandy, fool¬ 
ishly and disastrously,” by Robert E. Bren¬ 
nan and his International Thoroughbred 
Breeders Inc. Reopened on April 1,1985, 
the track survived only 16 more years. 

Garden State Park was slated for rede¬ 
velopment by its new owners. 

B “Not great, but far from bad. That 
more or less summarizes the results of 
the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Two-Year- 
Olds in Training sale” as average fell 6 


percent, gross was up by a similar ratio, 
and 268 head sold for $8,529,400 (average 
$31,826). The percentage of horses failing 
to reach their reserve, 31 percent, declined 
by 2 percent from the previous year.

I 50th Anniversary

ZJ years ago 

B The Maryland Horse celebrated its 50th 
anniversary with a retrospective that 
included many names, faces, horses, 
events and plenty of photos. Former edi¬ 
tors reminisced of their time at the helm, 
from Humphrey S. Finney to Snowden 
Carter. On the cover was the oil painting 
of the chestnut stallion Canter, an accom¬ 
plished Maryland-bred runner who stood 
at his owner JW.Y. Martin’s Worthington 
Farm and became the state’s leading sire. 
The painting of Canter was photographed 
for the cover of the first Maryland Horse 
that appeared in magazine format, in 
September 1936. 

B Windfields Farm’s stallion RobeUino 
received over 100 breeding apphcations 
for the 1986 season, spurred on by the 
success of his first crop to the races. Of 
his 14 foals, who were current 3-year-olds, 
the son of Roberto had five stakes horses. 

A group stakes winner in England, 
RobeUino had entered stud at MarshaU 
Jenney’s Derry Meeting Farm in Cochran- 
ville. Pa., in 1982, and was moved to 
Windfields the foUowing year. Standing 
for $7,500 live foal, 8-year-old RobelHno 
was bred to 61 mares in 1986, the most of 
any Windfields sire that season. 

B Redmond C. Stewart Jr., the prominent 
Baltimore County, Md., horseman who 
owned 1980 English Grand National stee¬ 
plechase champion *Ben Nevis II, died at 
the age of 80. 

Once described as “the rare example of 
a man who can afford to carry on the tradi¬ 
tions of a sport and does his best to 


accomplish that mission,” Stewart not only 
owned Maryland Hunt Cup winners Haffa- 
day (1968) and *Ben Nevis (1977, ’78), but 
he rode in the race six times, finishing third 
in three of them. 

^0 years ago 

B The new president of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association, Frank A. 
Bonsai, didn’t mince words in his appraisal 
of the Maryland racing scene, noted 
Maryland Horse editor Snowden Carter. 

A portion of a letter from Bonsai to 
the membership was printed, and “needs 
no explanation,” wrote Carter. 

“. . . Maryland racing has deteriorated 
to an alarming extent, and although I 
think our breeding continues on a fairly 
prosperous level, it may find more diffi¬ 
cult times ahead if our racing continues to 
decUne, both in prestige and from a finan¬ 
cial standpoint. 

“Both breeding and racing are closely 
related, and the way one goes, so goes the 
other. 

“My only hope is that we can, in some 
way, help the racing picture in Maryland 
and see the day when our Maryland race 
tracks make more money, card better pro¬ 
grams and race under better conditions. 

“Just how all this can be done seems 
quite a problem—but I do beUeve racing 
can be improved in Maryland if all parties 
interested could puU together, or at least 
compromise, give and take a Uttie here 
and there, and somehow work out a 
schedule of racing in the State of 
Maryland that is more appeaUng to, and 
more prosperous for aU. 

“This will require time, patience and a 
lot of help. . .” 

B Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s Find, the great¬ 
est Maryland-bred money-winner of aU- 
time, inched closer to the earnings record 
for a gelding when he finished third on 
July 1 in Delaware Park’s Sussex Turf 
Handicap. The 11-year-old son of 
Discovery earned $2,500 to push his total 
to $801,615. Calumet Farm’s Armed 
topped the hst with $817,745. 

B The American Trainers’ Association 
honored Delaware Park president Donald 
P. Ross and the track’s founder, William 
duPont Jr., for their support of distaff 
racing. The association also released its 
top 10 greatest race mares of aU time. 
Maryland-bred GaUorette ranked first, fol¬ 
lowed by Twihght Tear and Regret.

The results were an¬ 
nounced on May 25 at the 
MHBA's annual meeting, held 
at the Baltimore County Cen¬ 
ter for Maryland Agriculture 
in Hunt Valley. 

Harrison and Johnson are 
longtime members of the 
MHBA. Harrison, 59, an 
equine veterinarian who has 
owned and operated Willow- 
dale Farm in Butler (Baltimore 
County) since 1983, was a 
presidential appointee to the 
Board of Directors in 2010. A 
member of the American Vet¬ 
erinary Medical Association 
and American Association of 
Equine Practitioners, among 
others, Harrison and wife 
Beth own about 20 horses. A 
member of the MHBA since 
1982, Harrison bred and 
owned stakes winner Sassy 
Love. 

Johnson, of Legacy Farm in 
Bluemont, Va., has had many 
good runners in Maryland, in¬ 
cluding multiple stakes win¬ 


ner Two Smart, and currently 
stands homebred Street Ma¬ 
gician at stud at Northview 
Stallion Station in Chesapeake 
City, Md. A 64-year-old certi¬ 
fied public accountant special¬ 
izing in forensic accounting, 
Johnson joined the MHBA in 
1993. He has a stable of ap¬ 
proximately 30 broodmares, 
25 race horses and 25 younger 
horses. 

New Market (Freder¬ 
ick County) resident Barr, a 
trainer for more than 40 years, 
was first elected to the board 
in 2010 to fill a vacancy. Also 
a member of the board of the 
Maryland Horsemen's Assis¬ 
tance Fund, Barr has served 
on the Virginia Racing Com¬ 
mission's medication com¬ 


mittee. The 70-year-oId train¬ 
er, who has operated Gray 
Swan Farm since 2003 and 
has trained such standouts as 
Ravalo, Who Wouldn't and 
Purple Passion, noted on this 
year's ballot that his goals are 
to "make the Maryland Fund 
more competitive with sur¬ 
rounding states by increasing 
bonuses to breeders and add¬ 
ing state-bred restricted races 
to the program." 

Dresher is elected to his 
second three-year term, hav¬ 
ing joined the board in 2008. 
A resident of Bel Air (Har¬ 
ford County), Dresher and 
wife Patti own and operate 
Oakfield Farm and own five 
broodmares and nearly a 
dozen other horses, including 

























four of racing age. Dresher's 
Huckleberry Farm has bred 
the likes of Maryland Mil¬ 
lion Distaff winner Merry- 
land Missy The founder and 
CEO of Skye Hospitality EEC 
who builds, owns and man¬ 
ages hotels in the Baltimore 
area, Dresher has set among 
his goals for the MHBA, in 
part, to ''work to (1) increase 
Maryland-bred 'preferred' 
programs at Maryland race 
tracks; (2) attract new own¬ 
ers; (3) partner with race 


track ownership and other 
Maryland horseman's groups 
to protect our share of the 
Maryland slots program; (4) 
develop ways to market our 
great story to others more ef¬ 
fectively" 

Higgins, 73, first elected to 
the MHBA board in 2008 and 
the MHBA's secretary/trea¬ 
surer the past two years, is a 
longtime partner with Dr. and 
Mrs. Thomas Bowman and 
has bred numerous top Mary¬ 
land runners, including 2010 


Maryland-bred champion 
3-year-old Not Abroad. A for¬ 
mer business consultant with 
an MBA from Harvard Uni¬ 
versity Business School, Hig¬ 
gins owns five broodmares, 
approximately five stallion 
shares, horses of racing age 
and young horses. Among 
Higgins's visions for the 
MHBA is "to safeguard the fi¬ 
nancial viability of the MHBA 
as an organization, while try¬ 
ing to maximize bonuses and 
supplements to our stake¬ 


holders, in particular Mary¬ 
land breeders." 

Mike Pons and Frank 
Wright leave the board, term 
limits making them ineligible 
for reelection. Pons has served 
the maximum six three-year 
terms as a board member and 
received recognition at the 
meeting for his contributions to 
the MHBA. Wright completed 
his sixth consecutive year as a 
board member and is required 
to take one year off. ^ 


For the Haydens, Safely Kept a 
famed' product of rejection

Safely Kept's storied ca¬ 
reer, breeder David Hayden 
implied, her 17 straight stakes 
victories against fillies, then- 
unprecedented $2 million in 
sprint earnings and recent 
election to the National Mu¬ 
seum of Racing's Hall of Fame 
only happened because Char¬ 
lie McGinnes said no. 

It was 1985. David and 
JoAnn Hayden of Dark Hol¬ 
low Farm in Upperco were 
rather new to racing and 
breeding. Horatius, among 
the Mid-Atlantic's preeminent 
sires, was standing at Mc- 
Ginnes's Thornmar Farm in 
Chester town. 

The Haydens sent one of 
their few broodmares to Hora¬ 
tius, but her breeding-shed 
histrionics prompted Mc¬ 
Ginnes to eject her; he worried 
she might hurt the prize stal¬ 
lion or someone else. 

The Haydens consulted a 
short list of established brood¬ 
mares they might send as a 
replacement. Safely Home 
(Winning Hit—Arc Lamp, by 
^Stella Aurata), a mare they'd 
claimed at Bowie Race Track 
for $11,500, had produced two 
Double Zeus foals, had a Hail 
Emperor filly by her side, and 
was next in the breeding cue. 
Off she went. 

On April 7, 1986, Safely 
Home delivered Safely Kept. 


But horse-racing folklore will 
hold that the filly sired by 
Horatius is out of unintended 
consequences. 

"You can make grand 
plans in this business, but 
there's only so much you can 
control," JoAnn Hayden said 
by cell phone after driving 
to their second farm, the one 
they named Safely Home. 


"The horse or the situation or 
the timing of the event makes 
it happen or not happen." 

The tale of Safely Kept kept 
getting sweeter. The Haydens 
tried to sell her off the farm 
as a weanling, asking $5,000. 
One interested party came by 
for a look and openly dispar¬ 
aged the unreasonable price. 


Physically precocious with 
a magnificent hip and shoul¬ 
der, Safely Kept nonetheless 
was not among the top five 
finishers in her class at the 
1987 Maryland Horse Breed¬ 
ers Association Yearling Show. 

But, by the end of 1988, 
she started catching glances. 
Her dazzling turn of foot and 
victory in the Playpen Stakes 
prompted an exchange be¬ 
tween the Haydens and horse 
owner Barry Weisbord. Ne¬ 
gotiations brief and amicable, 
the Haydens sold Safely Kept 
to Weisbord and Richard 
Santulli's Jayeff B Stable for 
$300,000. The filly remained 
with trainer Carlos Garcia 
for a time, winning the Smart 
Angle Stakes, then moved to 
Alan Goldberg's barn in New 
Jersey. 

When her racing career 
ended in 1991, Safely Kept 
had a record of 31-24-2-3 
over four seasons, an Eclipse 
Award sprint title (1989), two 
straight Maryland-bred Horse 
of the Year titles (1989-90) and 
the now-iconic 1990 Breeders' 
Gup Sprint-Gl victory after 
front-running Dayjur jumped 
a shadow in deep stretch. 

At 2, Safely Kept won two 
stakes; at 3, eight stakes (four 
graded), including the Grade 
1 Test, and just missed to

Dancing Spree in the Breed¬ 
ers' Cup Sprint-Gl; at 4, sev¬ 
en stakes (five graded), the 
Breeders' Cup Sprint among 
them; at 5, five stakes (three 
graded). 

How deep was her legend? 
She was favored 27 times and 
assigned 130 pounds for the 
1991 Maryland Million Distaff 
Handicap, which she won (for 
a third time). 

In the whole of Thorough¬ 
bred racing, no North Ameri¬ 
can sprinter had retired with 
$2 million in purses. Safely 
Kept earned $2,194,206. 

She will be enshrined in 
the Hall of Fame on August 
12, the ceremony scheduled 
for the Fasig-Tipton sales pa¬ 
vilion in Saratoga Springs, 
N.Y. The Haydens will be there. 

Trainer Jerry Hollendor- 
fer and the fillies Open Mind 
and Sky Beauty also will be 
inducted. 

David Hayden marveled 
at the scope of it. Sure, Safe¬ 
ly Kept's Hall of Fame nod 
seemed well overdue. Then 
again. Safely Kept herself 
grew out of a disappointing 
$11,500 claim. 

Ron Alfano, then a peren¬ 
nial training leader in Mary¬ 
land, knew that Safely Home 
liked Pimlico, so he claimed 


her out of a race at Bowie 
early in 1980 with Baltimore 
in mind. But the plan went 
haywire when, in her next and 
only start for the Haydens, 
Safely Home injured a tendon 
and said goodbye to racing 
with a 73-16-13-12 record and 
$83,058 in purses. 

"At that time," David 
Hayden said, "I didn't know 
what a broodmare was." 

The Haydens sent Safely 
Home to Jolly John, Jack and 
Gretchen Mobberley's runner- 
turned-stallion, without suc¬ 
cess. Jack told David that the 
mare was still feeling the ef¬ 
fects of a racing regimen, the 
information conveyed with 
typical Mobberley drollness. 

"Jack said, 'I really hate 
to charge you board," David 
said. "She's the best teaser 
I ever had." Safely Home 
apparently had been busy 
mounting mares in the field. 

But the Haydens learned 
quickly. Booked in succes¬ 
sive seasons to Double Zeus, 
Safely Home produced the 
colt Safe On Second, whose 
earnings totaled $221,220, 
and Safe At the Plate, a seven¬ 
time stakes-placed filly who 
amassed $114,923. 

After Safely Kept, Safely 
Home's foals included Part¬ 


ner's Hero (by Danzig), a 
stakes winner of $554,731 now 
standing in Pennsylvania. 

Safely Home was eutha¬ 
nized in 1999 at Dark Hollow 
at age 26. Safely Kept, relieved 
of broodmare duties last year, 
is a 25-year-old pensioner at 
Burleson Farms in Kentucky. 
She produced 10 foals, has 
eight winners from as many 
starters, and two stakes win¬ 
ners: Contrast (by Unbridled) 
and Peace Chant (by War 
Chant), both graded stakes- 
placed. 


David Hayden, who 
founded David Hayden Ad¬ 
vertising in 1967, planned to 
retire and shutter the business 
at the end of June. Their Thor¬ 
oughbred holdings now vast 
and formidable, he and Jo Ann 
will focus even more on this 
inexplicable life with horses. ^ 

Safely Kept joins five other 
Maryland-breds in the Hall of 
Fame-Chalk don (inducted in 
1977), Cigar (2002), Elkridge 
(1966), Gallorette (1962) and Jay 
Trump (1971). 


Meyerhoff, Not For Love, 

Tough Broad repeat as Maryland's breeder, 
stallion arid broodmare of the year 


Three Maryland stand¬ 
outs are back in the limelight 
as Maryland's breeder, stal¬ 
lion and broodmare of the 
year for 2010: Robert E. Mey¬ 
erhoff, Not For Love and 
Tough Broad. 

This is the 10th such 
honor for Meyerhoff, whose 
Fitzhugh LLC bred 2009/2010 
Maryland-bred Horse of the 
Year Richard's Kid, a multiple 
Grade 1-winning millionaire. 

Meyerhoff was represented 
by an additional stakes win¬ 


ner, Encaustic, in 2010. Togeth¬ 
er, horses bred in his name and 
Fitzhugh LLC's won 51 of 344 
starts and earned $1,966,289. 

Tough Broad (now de¬ 
ceased) earned her brood¬ 
mare of the year title as the 
dam of Richard's Kid. Herself 
a stakes-winning Meyerhoff 
homebred, she was a daugh¬ 
ter of Meyerhoff's all-time 
star performer Broad Brush 
and the Private Account mare 
Richard's Choice, whom Mey¬ 
erhoff purchased for $260,000 


at the 1988 Keeneland July 
Yearling sale. 

Not For Love, Maryland's 
perennial leading sire, has 
ranked as the nation's lead¬ 
ing sire standing outside of 
Kentucky (by North American 
earnings) for eight consecutive 
years. His 2010 progeny earn¬ 
ings totaled $4,932,820, and 
he was represented by five 
stakes winners, with his top 
earner being Love That Dance 
($241,450). ^ 








Howard's 70-year career 
reflects hands-on acumen

F rom the time he was 
11, Donald Howard says, he 
''had an idea" much of his life 
would be dedicated to horses. 


At 81, his inclination has prov¬ 
en true. 

For the past 70 years, 
Donald has groomed horses. 


cleaned tack and mucked 
stalls for many Maryland 
Thoroughbreds, including 
10 Maryland Hunt Cup win¬ 


ners: Fluctuate (1959, '60), Jay 
Trump ('63, '64, '66), Early 
Earner ('72), *Ben Nevis II ('77, 
'78), ’^Dosdi ('79), Sugar Bee 
('87), Ivory Poacher ('93), Buck 
Jakes ('95), Swayo (2000, '03), 
andAskim (NZ) ('08). 

"The most important thing 
would have been the horses," 
Donald says of his legacy, 
"and the people too." 

As a child, Donald followed 
his father, Landy Howard, on 
weekend jobs, helping hold 
ponies for kids to mount and 
ride. Such legendary Maryland 
steeplechase jockeys as Tom¬ 
my Smith, Mikey and Paddy 
Smithwick, Jay Griswold, Tom 
Voss and Joe Davies can recall 
Donald's involvement in fox¬ 
hunting, point-to-points and 
pony racing. 

As Donald once described, 
"Horse people were in my 
blood." 

In addition to his father, 
Donald's grandfathers, Harry 
Madden and Joe Howard, 
earned their living with horses. 
Victimized by the Depression, 
Harry and Joe sought work in 
the Worthington Valley, ulti¬ 
mately on the Fenwick farm. 
There they mowed, mended 
fences, oversaw the horses 
and tended the family garden, 
a three-acre plot that fed all 
seven Fenwicks, their employ¬ 
ees and their families. Charles 
C. (Cuppy) Fenwick Sr., who 
grew up on the farm while 
Harry and Joe worked there, 
recalls what "wonderful peo¬ 
ple" both men were, "of 
whom I know no equal." 

Donald partnered with 
his uncle. Herb Madden, 
for his first job, working on 
H.R. (Bobby) Fenwick's farm 
in Butler. Donald worked 
in the stalls, drove the van 
and helped Herb groom the 
horses. Later, he left to work 
on Cuppy Fenwick's farm, 
grooming and turning out 
horses. For 63 years, Don¬ 
ald has been employed by 
the Fenwick family, tending 
horses, cleaning tack and 
working in the barn. 

When Donald first worked 
on Cuppy Fenwick's farm, 
Charlie Fenwick, then a teen¬ 
ager at the cusp of his riding 
career, says he and younger 
brother Bruce looked to Don-

aid as something of an oracle. 
"At our age/' Charlie says, 
"he seemed to know a whole 
lot about horses ... a lot more 
than we did." 

Donald shared his knowl¬ 
edge with both teenage boys 
on car trips to Virginia for the 
Middleburg point-to-point 
races that launched their rid¬ 
ing careers. 

Describing his role, Don¬ 
ald says a groom's most im¬ 
portant tasks are to "clip, pull 
the mane, put the bridle and 
saddle on right, and put on the 
timber bandages." 

His earliest memory in¬ 
volves Bobby Fenwick's horse. 
Fluctuate. Working in tandem, 
Donald and Herb prepped the 
horse and cooled him out after 
races. 

"Before the race, I would 
bandage [Fluctuate's] back 
legs, while Herb bandaged the 
front," Donald says. 

The most thrilling moment 
was watching his early charge 
win his first Maryland Hunt 
Cup, in 1959. Trained by Bob¬ 
by Fenwick, Green Spring's 
Master of Fox Hounds who 
used him as his own hunter. 
Fluctuate also won the 1960 
Hunt Cup in 8:43%, breaking 
Blockade's 22-year record. 

High on a hill above the 
course, his favorite vantage 
point for the race, Donald 
watched nine more horses 
capture a Hunt Cup. After 70 
years, each resonates for him 
in different ways. 

Early Earner, the 1972 win¬ 
ner, epitomized the unpre¬ 
dictability and challenge of 
the race. Under trainer Bobby 
Fenwick, Donald helped in the 
early days of training by hold¬ 
ing the lunge line while the 
horse learned to jump. Early 
Earner was sold to Duck Mar¬ 
tin, who later piloted him to 
victory in the Maryland Hunt 
Cup. However, this did not 
come without trial. 

In the Grand National and 
another Hunt Cup prep. Early 
Earner fell at the first and sec¬ 
ond fences, respectively. Mar¬ 
tin observed that Early Earner 
seemed distracted during the 
Grand National as the field 
looped around his bam. When 
they put blinkers on him, he 
stopped falling and, a year 


later, cleared the Hunt Cup's 
22 fences and strode to a first- 
place finish. 

Maryland steeplechasing 
is rife with colorful stories like 
Early Earner's ultimate vic¬ 
tory, and Donald savors his 
exposure to many. 

One of the most legendary 
horses Donald handled was 
also the toughest. *Ben Nevis, 
who, under Charlie Fenwick, 
captured two Hunt Cups and 
the elusive English Grand Na¬ 
tional at Ain tree in 1980, was 
notoriously difficult to take 
to the paddock. Given ’^Ben 
Nevis's delight at dragging 
anyone meant to hold him, the 
determination was made to 
limit his paddock time. 

It often fell to Donald to 
lead ’^Ben Nevis around the 
paddock, with the help of 
Nipper, trainer Ann Stewart's 
hunter. Donald and "^Ben Nev¬ 
is had developed a relation¬ 
ship working on the Fenwick 
farm. 

Charlie Fenwick notes, 
"Donald was very observant 
with horses." Recognizing 
that ’^Ben Nevis had a sweet 
tooth and an affinity for Red 
Man chewing tobacco, Don¬ 
ald tucked tins of Red Man in 
his back pocket or hid them in 
hay. Often, the gelding could 
be found tugging at his pants 
or rooting through straw. This 
game solidified the unique re¬ 


lationship between horse and 
groom. 

Professionally, Donald 
made paths for horses, and 
they for him. Seeking a sec¬ 
ond career outside racing as a 
younger man, Donald got no 
response from several appli¬ 
cations for work for Baltimore 
County. He appealed to Sena¬ 
tor Danny Brewster, a Demo¬ 
crat and former steeplechase 
jockey for whom Donald had 
done farm work. Through 
Brewster, Donald got a job 
with the county's Department 
of Public Works. 

For 25 years, Donald had 
a job on the highway crew do¬ 
ing roadwork, mowing and 
plowing; the full-time sched¬ 
ule left him only nights and 
weekends to devote to horses. 
But the flame endured. 

Charlie Fenwick Jr.'s 
daughter, Beth Fenwick 
Garner, recalls a particu¬ 
larly heavy snowstorm that 
had Donald plowing roads 
through the night. Despite 
the long hours, Donald still 
appeared at the barn the next 
morning to tend the horses. 

"He had a certain level of 
dedication to his work and a 
strong work ethic," notes Gar¬ 
ner. 

Perhaps this stems from 
Donald's military service. He 
served two years as an army 
corporal, then eight years in 


the reserves. His tireless la¬ 
bors both with the county and 
horses supported Ethel, his 
wife of more than 50 years, 
and his seven children. 

Today, Donald remains 
a fixture in the horse world, 
tracking the fox hunt through 
the Worthington Valley, where 
he's lived exclusively. He 
devotes much of his work 
with horses to younger rid¬ 
ers, helping at pony races and 
cleaning tack. He tends to his 
flock of chickens and ducks, 
enjoying annual trips to the 
Westminster livestock auc¬ 
tions, priding himself on care¬ 
ful selections. When possible, 
he likes to troll Baltimore 
County's best fishing holes 
and "sit on my little bucket 
and relax." 

On such quiet days spent 
with his fishing rod, Donald 
can reflect on his 70-year ca¬ 
reer. "As a groom, I groomed 
more Maryland Hunt Cup 
horses than any groom there 
is," he says. "I don't think a 
lot of people thought that was 
important . . . but it was im¬ 
portant to me." 

A quiet and gentle man, 
Donald is known for his great 
sense of humor and wonder¬ 
ful attitude toward life. These 
traits, and his strong work 
ethic, have sustained his re¬ 
markable career with some of 
Maryland's finest horses. ^

was purchased by Limestone 
Racing LLC for $160,000. 

Sold by Niall Brennan Sta¬ 
bles, agent X, the filly is a half- 
sister to stakes winner Sterling 
Vow, from the family of mil¬ 
lionaire Candid Glen. She had 
been sold as a weanling at the 
Keeneland November sale in 
2009 for $40,000. 


Mountain View Sales LLC, 
agent, sold a Tapit filly for 
$140,000 to agent Tom Mc- 
Greevy bidding on behalf of 
Fox Hill Farm. 

Out of the Polish Numbers 
mare See Jane, the dark bay 
bred by Finale Farms and Mr. 
and Mrs. D. David Moose is 
a half-sister to stakes winner 
Munificence and descends 
from a family of talented run¬ 
ners that includes Proud Run, 
Wood So and Merry Princess. 
The See Jane filly also sold as a 
weanling at Keeneland, bring¬ 
ing $105,000. 

The late Maryland sire Pol¬ 
ish Numbers was the brood¬ 


mare sire of a second six-fig¬ 
ure juvenile at the May sale, a 
$280,000 filly sold by Eisaman 
Equine, agent. Purchased by 
Mathis Stables LLC, the dark 
bay daughter of Street Sense, 
foaled in Kentucky, is out of 
Polish Nana, a half-sister to 
stakes winners Love of Money 
and Astrid. 

A total of eight state-bred 
juveniles sold at the two-day 
sale in Timonium, for an aver¬ 
age of $61,312, well above the 
sale's average of $47,263. 

The Ocala Breeders' Sales 
Company's Spring sale of 
2-year-olds in training held 
April 18 through 21 in Ocala, 


Fla., saw a Maryland-bred colt 
by Lemon Drop Kid sell for 
$140,000. 

Bred by Dark Hollow 
Farm, Mr. and Mrs. Dorsey 
Brown and Arnold Davidov, 
the dark bay colt is out of the 
Pleasant Tap mare Touchnow 
($388,236, Bison City S, etc.). 
Consigned by Niall Brennan 
Stables, agent XXV, the colt 
was purchased by Earle I. 
Mack, with Arc Bloodstock as 
agent. 

The colt's second dam is 
stakes winner and stakes pro¬ 
ducer Now Dance (by Sover¬

Private Attack is 
Maryland's top 
timber horse for 
second year in a row 


Sportsman Hall's Pri¬ 
vate Attack, winner of this 
year's Maryland Hunt Cup 
and Grand National, has been 
awarded the George Brown 
Bowl for a second consecutive 
year. The George Brown Bowl 
has been presented since 1985 
to the timber horse judged 
to have had the best perfor¬ 
mance at the five Maryland 
spring sanctioned races run 
at My Lady's Manor, Grand 
National and Maryland Hunt 
Cup. Past winners of the 
award include Von Csadek, 
Buck Jakes, Florida Law and 
Welter Weight. 

One of only four horses to 
capture the Grand National 
and Hunt Cup in the same 


season over the last 26 years, 
12-year-old Private Attack is 
trained by Alicia Murphy and 
was ridden in both races by 
Blythe Miller Davies. He com¬ 
petes for the partnership of Ju¬ 
lie Colhoun, Dan Colhoun III 
and Jeffrey Schlesinger. 

The George Brown Bowl 
is named for the Maryland 
sportsman of the late 1800s 
and early 1900s who rode in 
the Maryland Hunt Cup 14 
times over 28 years, winning 
the famed timber test in 1900 
and 1916. A master of the 
Green Spring Hounds, Brown 
was a longtime steward at 
race tracks in Maryland, Dela¬ 
ware and Florida. ^

Kattegat's Pride Starter 
Handicap 

Owner/trainer John E. 
Salzman Jr.'s Silver Partner 
slipped through a narrow gap 
between horses at the top of 
the stretch and drove to vic¬ 
tory in the $25,000 Kattegat's 
Pride Starter Handicap for fil¬ 
lies and mares on May 20. 

Under jockey Ramon 
Dominguez, the daughter of 
Partner's Hero reached the 
finish line two lengths ahead 
of Universal Language, with 
long shot Lady Outflanker 
finishing third. Silver Part¬ 
ner completed the mile and a 
sixteenth in 1:46.84 and paid 
$6.20. Also in the field of eight 
were (in order of finish) Fa¬ 
vored Lady, Franklin's Philly, 
Danced All Night, Our Jaks 
and Signofspring. 

It was the third win of 
the year for Silver Partner. 
"I thought I had a good shot 
here. I was happy with the 
move from turf to dirt [her 
two prior starts having been 
on the grass] and having Ra¬ 
mon Dominguez helped. 
He's one of the best riders in 
the country," said Salzman. "I 
still want to try the turf with 
her. With the wet spring, she's 
never really had a shot here, 
but we're very pleased with 
her race today." 

Bred by Yigal Rappaport, 
the 5-year-old mare is out of 
Miss Silveron, by Iron Con¬ 
stitution. A winner of five 
races, with three seconds and 
three thirds from 18 starts. 
Silver Partner has earnings of 
$57,194. 


Deputed Testamony 
Starter Handicap 

Owner/trainer Katherine 
Sancuk's No Brakes rallied 
from next to last in the field 
of eight to win the $25,000 
Deputed Testamony Starter 
Handicap, the first of nine 
stakes on Preakness Day, May 
21 . 

Xavier Perez rode the 
Parker's Storm Cat offspring 
for Sancuk, who did double 
duty by ponying horses on the 
13-race program. The 6-year- 
old gelding, who finished fifth 
in the same race last year and 
was claimed for $5,000 by his 
present connections in March, 
came five wide into the stretch 
to score a narrow victory over 
Money for Love. Say Now 
finished third, followed by 
Across the Wind, Heavens- 
tmurgatroid. Gold Casing, 
Trappist Monk and Joel's 
Touch. 

"I was concerned after 
watching the first race, be¬ 
cause the speed was holding," 
said winning rider Perez. "My 
horse likes to lay off the pace 
so I had to do some thinking. 
We had been planning and 
training for this race all month 
long. I knew he would do well, 
because when I worked this 
horse in the morning, he likes 
to run for me. I just waited for 
him to grab the bit, and when 
he did I thought we would get 
there." 

No Brakes paid $7.60 as the 
second choice, and stopped 
the clock in 1:45.88 for the mile 
and a sixteenth. 

Sancuk noted that she 
claimed No Brakes specifical¬ 
ly for the race. "He runs hard 
every time," said the trainer. 
"He gives you a heart attack 
because he was so far out of it. 
It scared me to death. Xavier 
rides the hair off him. This is 


so exciting. This is my first 
handicap." 

It was the third win from 
four starts on the year for the 
dark bay gelding bred by John 
Franzone Jr. Racing Inc. The 


first foal out of the Mahogany 
Hall mare All Apologies, No 
Brakes has seven wins from 24 
starts to date, and pushed his 
earnings to $90,890. ^

Ben's Cat triumphs 
in Jim McKay 
Turf Sprint 

The Jim Stable's Ben's Cat 
stormed home a convincing 
winner in Pimlico's $75,000 
Jim McKay Turf Sprint, the 
first of six stakes races on the 
Preakness eve card on Friday, 
May 20. 

Last away from the start¬ 
ing gate under jockey Jeremy 
Rose, Ben's Cat covered the 
five-furlong distance over 
a yielding turf in :59.71, ral¬ 
lying through the stretch to 
win with ears pricked by 
two lengths. Local Celebrity 
finished second and Super 
Chunky was third. Ben's 
Cat paid $5.60 as the second 
choice in the five-horse field 
decimated by scratches due to 
the soft conditions. 


"We didn't get out there 
very good and I had to over¬ 
come a few things," noted 
Rose. "But with the scratches 
it didn't hurt us too much, and 
that's what a good horse does. 
The main thing was that we 
finished where we wanted to. 
He was ready." 

Bred, owned and trained 
by legendary Maryland 
trainer King Leatherbury, the 
5-year-old son of Parker's 
Storm Cat was winning for 
the 10th time in 14 starts. 
Ben's Cat had to recover from 
a broken hip before he made 
his maiden debut at 4, then 
won his first eight starts, in¬ 
cluding victories in three turf 
stakes. In gaining his fifth 
career stakes win, Ben's Cat 
boosted his career earnings to 
$316,230. 

Leatherbury bred Ben's 
Cat from a Maryland fam¬ 
ily that has remained produc¬ 
tive for the trainer for more 
than three decades. Ben's Cat 
is out of the multiple stakes- 
placed mare Twofox (by Thir¬ 
ty Eight Paces), a full sister to 
1987 Maryland-bred cham¬ 
pion 2-year-old filly Thirty 


Eight Go Go, whom Leather¬ 
bury trained to win multiple 
graded stakes and $871,229. 
A half-sister to Twofox was 
graded winner Notches Trace 
($360,562), the Maryland- 
bred champion older female 
of 1988. Another of Twofox's 
full sisters, Endette, produced 
Leatherbury's outstanding 
homebred Ah Day ($914,024), 
the champion Maryland- 
bred 3-year-old male of 2006, 
as well as Maryland Million 
Classic winner Due. 



Concealed Identity 
proves best in 
Tesio Stakes 

Linda Gaudet and Morris 
Bailey's Concealed Identity 
sat off a contested pace, went 
by the leaders going around 
the turn and continued home 
under a hard drive to win 
the $75,000 Federico Tesio 
Stakes, the feature offering 
for possible Preakness start¬ 
ers at Pimlico on May 7. The 
race earned the son of Smarty 
Jones a berth in the Preakness, 
in which he wound up 10th. 

Sent off in the Tesio as the 
fourth choice at 7.30-1 under 
leading jockey Sheldon Rus¬ 
sell for trainer Eddie Gaudet, 
Concealed Identity won by 


two lengths and completed 
the mile and a sixteenth dis¬ 
tance in 1:45.67. Post time 
favorite Ruler On Ice, who 
failed to get into the starting 
gate in the Kentucky Derby- 
G1 due to a lack of graded 
earnings, took second by a 
neck over J W Blue. The win¬ 
ner paid $16.60 and topped a 
$60 exacta and $141.80 triple. 

Concealed Identity was 
winning the second stakes 
of his eight-race career, hav¬ 
ing captured the Maryland 
Juvenile Championship last 
December. He came into the 
Tesio off an impressive allow¬ 
ance score at the distance over 
the Pimlico strip on April 15. 

"He ran excellent today," 
Russell said. "We were very 
impressed how he ran last 
time, the first time going two 
turns. Last time they took the 
blinkers off him because he 
only has one eye and we were 
able to relax him there and get 
him into good position early 
on and he finished so much 
better. He came home running 
today and didn't seem like he 
was slowing down." 

Concealed Identity upped 
his earnings to $120,780 with 
his fourth career win. The sec¬ 
ond foal out four-time stakes 
winner Richetta (by Polish 
Numbers), he was bred by 
Bowman & Higgins Stable 
and Patricia L. Chapman, who 
owned and bred Smarty Jones 
with her late husband, Roy 
Chapman. Concealed Identity 
was purchased by Gaudet at 
the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
Eastern Fall Yearling sale for 
$16,000. ^

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Open Mind to be enshrined 
in National Racing Hall of Fame 



A champion filly at 2 and 3, Open Mind won 10 straight races and seven straight Grade 1 stakes over those two seasons. 


N ew Jersey-bred Open Mind (Deputy 
Minister—Stage Luck, by Stage Door 
Johnny) has been elected to the National 
Museum of Racing^s Hall of Fame. Bred by Due 
Process Stables, Open Mind won 12 of 19 starts and 
earned $1,844,372, more than any other New Jersey- 
bred. 

Owned by Eugene Klein and trained by D. Wayne 
Lukas, Open Mind was named champion 2-year- 
old filly of 1988, when she won four of six starts, 
including the Breeders^ Cup Juvenile Fillies-Gl. The 
chestnut had become a winner on August 15, 1988, 
in a maiden special weight at Monmouth Park after 
breaking from the outside post in an 11-horse field. 


At 3, Open Mind won eight of 11 starts, including 
the New York Filly Triple Crown (the Acorn, Mother 
Goose and Coaching Club American Oaks), as well 
as the Kentucky Oaks and Alabama Stakes. The 
Alabama was her 10th consecutive win and seventh 
Grade 1 victory overall. She repeated as an Eclipse 
Award champion at 3 and concluded her career with 
nine graded wins among 11 stakes victories. 

The Hall of Eame class of 2011 will be inducted on 
Eriday, August 12, at 10:30 a.m. at the Easig-Tipton 
sales pavilion in Saratoga Springs, N.Y. The ceremony, 
free and open to the public, will be televised by HRTV 
for the second consecutive year.

Brian N. Sanfratello was elected to a 
second one-year term as PHBA's president at the 
Association's annual meeting Wednesday, May 18, 
at the Kennett Square Golf and Country Club. Other 
officers named were: Roger E. Legg, vice-president; 
Dr. Dale Schilling, treasurer; and Edward A. Price, 
secretary. 

Elected for four-year terms on the Board of 
Directors were John D. Benson, Tarry E. Bratton, 
Elizabeth M. Merryman and Sanfratello. 

In his annual report to the membership, 
Sanfratello included the following in his remarks: 

• At the Board level, the increased frequency of 
meetings, due to the heavy work load in developing 
program policies and Association affairs. 

• The passing of past Board member Glenwood 
Blouse, who served two terms in the 1980s, and 
Dr. Teresa Garofalo, who was serving as treasurer, 
during the past year. 

• The adoption of a Conflict of Interest policy in 
response to the current business climate calling for 
greater transparency of operations. 

• Committee activities of Dr. Renee Nodine 
(medication), Randy Rolfe (front-side promotions), 
Barbara Wheeler (website) and Ed Price (stallion). 

• Implementation of a real time texting system 
to better communicate with subscribing members. 

• Passage of a resolution changing domicile 
requirements of mares being bred to Pennsylvania 
stallions to at least 90 consecutive days in the state. 


during which foaling occurred, to qualify the foal for 
PA-Bred status, taking effect in 2012. 

• The establishment of a 25% PA-Sired bonus 
in all PA-Bred stakes, in lieu of a limited number of 
PA-Sired stakes, effective with the 2011 season. 

• Statistics provided by The Jockey Club show 
Pennsylvania as the sixth leading state in foal 
production, and climbing, while other jurisdictions 
are falling off. 

• The PA-Bred overnight program continues to 
develop at all tracks, with $7.5 million available in 
2011 for PA-Bred purses, half of which is coming 
from general horsemen's purse funds. 

• PA-Breds continue to make their presence 
known nationally, most recently with the victory of 
Plum Pretty in the $l-million Kentucky Oaks-GI, 
the start by Norman Asbjornson in the Preakness 
Stakes-GI, and the return of top sprinter Fabulous 
Strike to the winner's circle after a year and a half 
layoff from the races. 

• Pennsylvania stallion Jump Start's son Pants 
On Fire was second choice in this year's Kentucky 
Derby, and Concealed Identity, by Smarty Jones, 
competed in the Preakness. 

• The increased participation in PHBA's Political 
Action Committee through direct membership 
contributions and the PAC's first annual auction 

of donated stallion seasons, which will allow the 
Association to be represented at important fund 
raisers for candidates in a position to advocate on 
our behalf.

A horse twice connected to South 
Carolina doesn’t often win a 
classic race, but Plum Pretty 
pulled it off in the Kentucky Oaks-GL 
The 3''yeanold filly is owned by 
SCTOBA board member John Fort 
and races under his Peachtree Stable; 
and she received her early racing 
education in South Carolina at Kip 
Elser’s Kirkwood Stables-Kirkwood’s 
third Oaks winner. The Pennsylvania- 
bred was purchased for $130,000 at 
the Ocala Breeders’ Sales Company’s 
March sale in 2010. 

Plum Pretty stumbled slightly at 
the start, reeled in pacesetter Summer 
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Soiree and held off a late charge by 
St. John’s River to win by a neck. 

With the victory, the Bob Bafifert 
trainee has three wins and two thirds 
from five starts and earnings of 
$761,200. 

“The last half-hour has been both 
emotional and most gratifying,” Eort 
said after the race. “To set your sights 
on something with the limited tools 
and skills 25 years ago. . . I took what 
little knowledge I had with polo and 
put it into race horses.” 

The $ 1 million Oaks produced a 
South Carolina-prepared exacta, St. 
John’s River having graduated from 
the Nancy Terhune Training Center in 
Camden. 

In her previous start. Plum Pretty

had won the Sunland Park Oaks by an 
astounding 25 lengths.

Evans to be enshrined in state 
Equine Hall of Fame 


R ecently deceased Virginia 
breeder Edw^ard P. (Ned) 
Evans of Spring Hill Farm 
in Casanova will be inducted 
into the Virginia Equine Hall 
of Fame during the inaugural 
Commonwealth Turf Festival on 
July 30 at Colonial Downs. 

Evans’s father, Thomas Mellon 
Evans of Buckland Farm fame, was 
inducted in 1993 after breeding 
the likes of Pleasant Colony, win¬ 
ner of the Kentucky Derby-Gl 
and Preakness Stakes-Gl. 

While the younger Evans 
hasn’t bred a 3-year-old classic 
winner, he has bred over 100 
stakes winners, including 2010 


standouts Quality Road and 
Malibu Prayer (Grade 1 winners) 
and A Little Warm (Grade 2). 

The leading breeder in Virginia 
nine of the past 11 years, Evans 
has bred more than 1,000 horses 
that have won almost 600 races 
and $75 million in purses. Ten are 
miQionaires: Saint Liam, Quality 
Road,Tokio Perfect, Gold Mover, 
Raging Fever, Summer Colony, 
Itsarahytune, Fusaichi Auster, 
Gygistar and Freefourinternet. 

Through Spring HiQ, Evans 
produced 14 Grade 1 stakes win¬ 
ners, 17 Grade 2 winners and 18 
Grade 3 winners.

I n addition to Evans’s induction, 
Virginia horsemen Chris Baker 
and Larry Johnson will be hon¬ 
ored with special awards on the 
Turf Festival program on July 30. 

Baker, Spring Hill Farm man¬ 
ager the past 10 years, will be 
given the Virginia Thoroughbred 
Association’s Award of Merit for 
his many contributions to Evans’s 
extensive racing and breeding 
operation. Johnson will receive 
the VTA’s Achievement Award for 
significant accomplishments 
within the industry, including 
breeding 2010 Grade 1 stakes 
winner Victor’s Cry. 

VTA executive director Glenn 
Petty said Baker and Evans had a 
powerful symbiosis that reflected 
an “ability to choose the right 
horses to make their blend of 


commercial and racing endeavors 
a success both financially and on 
the race track.” 

Johnson, a CPA, entered the 
game in 1976 with a $1,600 
investment. The grandson of 
trainer Earl Johnson kept claim¬ 
ing and buying young horses, 
then entered the breeding busi¬ 
ness. Soon he was producing such 
stakes winners as What It Is, Turn 
to T. J., T. J.’s Turn, Star Trace, 
Special KeU, Street Magician and 
Victor’s Cry from a small band of 
broodmares. Johnson has also 
bought stakes winners, including 
Baltimore BeIle,Two Smart, Con¬ 
gressional Page, Now It Begins 
and Changeisgonnacome.

Farm in Bluemont. 


Virginia Gold Cup again 
eludes Oare 


I n the 1970s, when weU-known 
Virginia horseman Ernie Oare 
was still willing to ride a horse 
in a steeplechase race, he found 
a good one named Allen B.J. 
Together they won the Seven 
Corners Trophy for gentlemen 
riders and timber horses. The 
Virginia Gold Cup seemed well 
within their reach. 

Things looked pretty good 
for Oare and AUen B.J. in their 
renewal of the May steeplechase 
classic until the girth broke. . . 

So many years later, Oare has 
not won a Gold Cup as jockey, 
owner or trainer. Last Octo¬ 
ber, he won its sister race, the 
International Gold Cup, with 


He’s a Conniver, who enjoyed 
his winter off and propped for 
this year’s $75,000 Virginia Gold 
Cup with a second-place finish at 
Middleburg. With eventual win¬ 
ner Bon Caddo, the two timber 
titans were the clear favorites in 
this year’s renewal. 

Things were fine until He’s a 
Conniver (under Jody Petty) left 
to jump the second fence of the 
four-mile, 23-fence marathon. He 
did not land on all fours. 

Neither horse nor rider was 
injured, but He’s a Conniver and 
solid contender More Fascination 
were out of the race.

National medication summit promises to be stimulating 


T he Virginia HBPAs parent 
organization, the National 
HBPA in Lexington, Ky., is devot¬ 
ing its July convention in Seattle 
to the subject of medication in 
horse racing. Industry experts will 
address the appropriate use of 
medication and the need, if any, 
for additional state and federal 
legislation. 

Medication became a hot- 
button issue earlier this year 
when the Association of Racing 
Commissioners International 
(RCI), an organization of reg¬ 
ulators from states with pari¬ 
mutuel horse racing, called for 
a phase-out of all racing medi¬ 
cation within five years. RCIs 
purported goal is to “bring North 
American racing policies in line 
with what is going on in other 
parts of the world, like Europe 
and Hong Kong.” Other groups, 
including The Jockey Club and 
the Thoroughbred Owners and 
Breeders Association, publicly 
support that position. 

On the other hand, such horse¬ 
men’s organizations as the National 
HBPA, the Thoroughbred 
Horsemen’s Association and 
the Thoroughbred Owners of 
California urge caution and care¬ 
ful study before making changes 
to existing medication rules. They 
do so for several reasons. 

First, North American rac¬ 
ing is in step with the rest of the 
world when it comes to race- 
day medication (none permitted), 
with one exception. Horses bleed 
in their lungs to varying degree 
because of exertion and stress 
during races. In the United States 
and Canada, we permit the use of 
furosemide (commonly referred 
to as Lasix) and its adjuncts on 
race day to inhibit and control 
that bleeding, medically referred 
to as Exercise Induced Pulmonary 


Hemorrhaging (EIPH). Other 
countries do not permit use of 
furosemide. 

Second, a 2009 study of 167 
race horses by international sci¬ 
entists in South Africa, support¬ 
ed by the Grayson-Jockey Club 
Research Foundation and the 
Racing Medication and Testing 
Consortium, confirmed the effi¬ 
cacy of furosemide. It found that 
race-day Lasix was effective in 
preventing and lessening the 
severity of EIPH. If untreated, 
the scientists determined, EIPH 
adversely affects the overall health 
of race horses. 

Finally, the urge to do away 
with medication is prompted 
more by the public perception 
of “doping” horses than by real¬ 
ity. Of more than 100,000 post¬ 
race drug tests in 2010, RCI 
data shows, only 30 resulted in 
positive tests for drugs that had a 
high potential for affecting per¬ 
formance. Simply put, less than 
three-hundredths of 1 percent 
of those horses might have been 
“doped.” 

At last year’s Colonial Downs 
summer Thoroughbred meet, 
only one of 762 horses tested 
came up positive for a substance 
that had a high potential to affect 
performance. 

The U.S. Congress entered 
the medication fray with the 
introduction in the House and 
Senate of bills by Representative 
Ed Whitfield (R-Ky.) and Senator 
Tom UdaU (D-N.M.) to pro¬ 
hibit the use of “performance¬ 
enhancing” drugs in horse rac¬ 
ing. “Performance enhancing,” 
as defined in both bills, does 
not distinguish between accepted 
therapeutic medication, long rec¬ 
ognized and lawfully used as such, 
and illegal drugs that truly affect 
performance. 


Under both bills, such over- 
the-counter medication to treat 
stomach acid (in horses and 
humans) as Tagamet, Prilosec and 
Zantac are deemed “performance 
enhancing.”Their use subjects the 
horse owner, trainer and adminis¬ 
tering or prescribing veterinarian 
to a severe range of graduated 
penalties, from a six-month sus¬ 
pension and $5,000 fine (first 
offense) to a permanent ban 
and $50,000 fine (third offense). 


C olonial Downs in New Kent 
provided the venue for the 
79th running of the Strawberry 
HiQ Races on May 21, Preakness 
day. The card included four stee¬ 
plechase races at a distance of 
two and a quarter miles over 10 
hurdles, one flat race at a mile and 
a quarter and one new wrinkle. 

For the first time, the Straw¬ 
berry Hill Races offered pari¬ 
mutuel wagering on its jump 
races, with the cooperation of 
the Virginia Racing Commission 
and Virginia HBPA. The jump 
races were coordinated with the 
Preakness card simulcast from 
Pimlico, allowing fans to watch 
and play races at both tracks. 

The Strawberry Hill Races 
trace their history to 1895, start¬ 
ing as the Deep Run Races on 
Broad Street in what is now 
downtown Richmond. In 1973, 
the meet changed its name to 
Strawberry Hill after the farm 
that provided the site for the 
Virginia state fairgrounds, where 
the races were then held. In 1999, 


Interestingly, the RCI, the orga¬ 
nization pushing for “reform,” 
does not regard such medication 
as “performance enhancing,” and 
its model rules have permitted 
their use in horse racing. 

Discussion of the pending 
federal legislation and the medi¬ 
cation rule changes proposed by 
RCI and its supporters will no 
doubt make for a lively National 
HBPA medication summit in 
Seattle. 


the annual race meet moved to 
Colonial Downs after the fair¬ 
grounds were sold to Richmond 
International Raceway. 

Colonial Downs since has fur¬ 
nished a fan-friendly location to 
thousands of annual race-goers. 
In addition to its grandstand. 
Colonial’s mile and a quarter 
main track affords ample space 
for tailgaters to set up next to 
the turf course, where the stee¬ 
plechase races take place. That’s 
made possible because the main 
track cushion of sand and clay is 
removed each autumn to accom¬ 
modate harness racing on its 
stone-dust base. The foot-thick 
cushion is reapplied for the sum¬ 
mer Thoroughbred meet imme¬ 
diately after the Strawberry Hill 
Races. 

Steeplechase racing contin¬ 
ues during the Colonial summer 
meet that runs through July 31. 
Six Sunday steeplechase races, 
highlighted by the $50,000 Zeke 
Ferguson Memorial-NSA3, are 
planned.
